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TRANSLATOR’S PREFACE 

I 

The Emperor Akbar (rcigu 1556-1605 A D ) set the example of 
having a detailed history of Ins reign written by official command 
The result was the Akbar-ndinah or ‘Book of Akbar’ of Abul Fazl 
(completed by other hands after that author’s death) Then came 
the Emperor Jahangir, who dictated his own memoirs, known as 
the Tnzuk-i-Jahdngtii, and therefore no official Jahdngn-ndviah had 
to be written about him This book, however, combines the literary 
characteristics of an autobiography wnth those of an official history, 
or m other ivords, it gives the Emperor’s owm reflections and feelmgs 
as w’ell as an objective record of the events of his reign Indeed, in 
this reign, the literary type of the IMughal official histones was 
determined for the future, as was exemplified by the Pddtshdhndmah 
(Shah Jahan), the " Alamgir-ndinah (of Aurangzib, completed by the 
Maasir-i-Alamgm) , the Bahadur Shdh-vdmah (Shah Alam I) and later 
attempts like the Tdnkh-t-Ahinad Shdhi and the Tdrikh-i-‘ Alamgii 
Sam 

In all these works, or Ndmahs proper, tlie events are built upon 
a ngid skeleton of dates chronologically arranged , there is an 
accurate but tiresome assemblage of minute names of persons and 
places in the course of every month’s narrative of occurrences, and 
the mechanical division of the book into a chapter for each regnal 
year is followed Such a collection of facts, if it is to be correct, 
requires a basis of w'ritten official records, and this basis was supplied 
by the ’voaqdi' or official reports of occurrences regularly sent from 
every province to the central Government of Delhi By an order 
issued in the 24th year of his reign (1580), Akbar appointed m 
each province of his empire a uniform set of officers, one of whom 
ivas the Waqm'-navis or Recorder of Events {Akhar-ndniah, Bev 
tr , ni 413, also 559) Jahangir continued the system As he writes, 
“It had been made a rule that the events of the subahs should be 
reported according to the boundaries of each, and news-wnters from 
the Court had been appointed for this duty This bemg the rule 
that my revered father had laid down, I also obseri^e it, and 

information is thus acquired about the world and its mhabitants ” 
{Tuzuk, Roger’s tr i 247, see also Bahdristdn-i-Ghayibi, Borah’s 
tr 1 209 ) But the system of appointing secret news-writers to the 
provmces was really borrowed by the Indian Mughals from the 
‘Abbasid Elhalifs who had borrow'ed it from the ancient Iraman 
empire The different classes of these news-reporters and their 
method of work are fully described in my book, Mughal Administra- 
tion, ch IV sec 6 

When this State mtelligence-department was fully developed 
with the expansion of the Mughal Empire under Shah Jahan and 
Aurangzib, (1627-1707), a huge coUection of reports, written on 
small slips of paper and transmitted to the capital m bamboo 
cylinders {nalo) at regular weekly or fortnightly intervals, — came to 
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be formed in the archives at the capiUl Besides these there were 
the ikhbirM Marbfir i mu ala or reports of everythmg that was 
done or said in pnbUc at the Com or camp where the Emperor was 
present m person These were written daily —sometimes twice a day 
uhen (os usual) there were morning levees and evening Courts held 
by His Majesty Such ahhb^r&ls or mannscript news-letters were 
sent to the vassal princes provincial governors and generals out on 
campaign by their paid agents at the Imperial Court and differed 
only in then place of origin from the letters coming m a contrary 
direction namely the letters of the Government spies in the 
mofassH which supplemented the more open reports of the official 
o-agSr navis 

On this accumulated mass of accurate detailed and absolutely 
contemporary records of occurrences some Persian author faown 
for his mastery of polished courUerly prose was selected by the 
Emperor to work and write the Nimah or official wnnaTy of his 
ragn The book was read to the Emperor and corrected under the 
ro}^ direction before being passed for pubheation — the term 
publication here meant the release of the book for being copied 
for presentation to the pnnees and high nobles Emperor after 

one or two trial hearings delegated the work of revision to his 
waair 

These official annals in addition to being full of nauseating 
flattery of the author s patron and his sacred offspring were 
extremely verbose for example the record of the first 20 years of 
Shah Jahan s reign occupies 1662 printed pages of 22 lines each (or 
83 1 pages for a single year on the average) the history of the 
first decade of Aurangrib s ragn cov e rs 1 107 pages of the same size 
(or HOT pages for one year) But their dett^ and dates of 
incidents are valuable though I have delected instances where the 
Nimah has given a wrong date owing to the carelesaness of the 
historian s clerks m making extracts from the vagi'S in the imperial 
record office for being worked into his history However the 
survival of the fifehbiral for that particular day has enabled me to 
cocTCCt the wrong date entered in the NSmah 

It must also be conceded that the author s flattery of the 
Emperor though fulsome and offensive to modem taste is more 
a defect of manner than one of fact. In these offidtl histones, no 
fact has been really falsified though credit is often given to the 
Emperor where he did not deserve it We shall have more patience 
with the courtly author and derive greater profit from his book if we 
remember that he w only following the jacen d$ parUr prevalent 
in Asiatic courts And why Asiatic only? The Stuart kmg of 
England was styled His Graaous and Sacred Majesty and 
Napoleon s Montteurs were not models of factual veracity Thus 
with a Nitnah m our hands we get the true basis for a narrative of 
the events f that monarch s reign and can then form our own 
Judgment of the characters and polibcal forces Their chief defect 

and one which disqualifies them from being called histories in the 

modem sense of the term is them absolute sfleuce about the economic 
and social aspects of the times and what Is known as the condlbon 
of the people 
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The history of the first ten yeats of Anrangzib’s reign was 
written, under his orders, in the form of a full-sized Ndviah, by 
jSIirza Muhammad Kazim, under the title of 'Alamgtr-ndmah 
(Printed in the Bibhotheca Indica senes by the R A S Bengal ) But 
after the author had completed the first decade, the Emperor forbade 
him to continue it any furtlier The reason for this prohibition is 
given by Saqi Musta'd Khan as, “Because this monarch of the 
external and internal universe preferred laying the foundations of 
thmgs esoteric to displaying things extemal”, (p 68 of the printed 
Persian text ) What really happened was that when (about 1670) 
the history of the tenth year was completed by Kazim, Aurangzib 
curtailed his State expenditure and closed the costly department of 
prolix official annals There is no authority for the popular legend 
that he forbade the writing of his history by any one else as a crime 
or that Kffiafi Khan’s history is so entitled because it was written 
m secret (khufia) in fear of any such royal prohibition The word 
Khdfi has nothmg to do with khufia , it really means ‘a native of 
Khwaf’, — a district of Elhurasan situated between Herat and 
Nishabur {Encyclopaedia of Islam, ii 866 ) 

Aurangzib’s finances did not improve when the second decade 
of his reign ended in 1678 He now found himself too much m- 
volved with the tribes on the Afghan frontier and was soon afterwards 
too hard pressed by the Rajputs and the Marathas, to allow him to 
spend any thought or money on such non-utihtanan purposes as 
the compilation of a florid and verbose chronicle of his reign And 
his circumstances did not improve up to the end of his life Thus 
it happened that no complete history of his reign came to be 
officially composed while he lived 

After his, death (in 1707), his last secretary and favourite 
disciple in State pohcy and religiosity, 1‘nayetullah Khan Kashmiri, 
urged Saqi Musta'd Khan to complete the history of such a model 
sovereign In order to help him m this work, the State archives 
were thrown open to him and he made extracts of the necessary 
matenals to be used m his book, which was completed m 1710 and 
entitled Maasir-t-'Alamgtri For the career of ‘Inayetullah, see 
Irvme’s Eater Muglials, 1 259 and 333 , he rose to be Wazir under 
Muhammad Shah and was keen on reimposing the jazta on the 
Hmdus, {Ibid 1 103-105) 

Of our author Muhammad Saqi Musta’d Khan’s life, we know a 
few facts only, all supphed by him either in his own History of 
Aurangzib or in his preface to his patron Bakhtawar Khan’s book 
the Mirdt-uW Alam He was brought up bj’- Bakhtawar Elhan (a 
favourite officer of Aurangzib, whose character is noted in the 
Madsir, (p 253 of the pnnted text) In this Klian’s establishment 
our author filled the offices of munsht and diwan He assisted his 
patron, durmg the last seventeen years of his life, in the composition 
of the Mirdt-uWAlam, which Aurangzib authorised him after 
Bakhtawar’s death, to make pubhc He then passed into the 
unpenal service with a mansab He held under this Emperor in 
succession the posts of mushrif of the jd-namdz-khdvah , waqdi'navis

CHAPTER I 

WAR OF SUCCESSION BEGINS 

[2] On the 6th Sept 1657 /7th Zil H 1067 A H 
the Empeior Shah Jalian, who \wll henceforth be designated 
‘Ala Haziai , — fell ill at Delhi, [3] and had to give up the 
work of government His eldest son, Dara Shnkoh, seizing 
the opportunit 3 ^, closed the roads of the ai rival of news from 
the piovinces, and this led to great disorder in the Empire, 
(so that) Murad Bakhsh, the fourth son of the Emperor, and 
Subahdar of Gujrat, crowned himself (theie), and Shah 
Shnj'a, the Bmpeior’s second son, did the same thing in 
Bengal, and advanced with his army on Patna Dai a 

Shnkoh, in Ins fear of Aurangzib’s power, (had) tried to 
alienate Shah Jahan’s mind from him, and by means 
of various lies induced him to recall to Court the army 
previousl}'’ sent to reinforce Aurangzib And with the 
design that in the Emperor’s lifetime and under his 
protection he would get rid of Shuj'a. and Murad Bakhsh 
and then with peace of mind turn to the afiairs of the 
Deccan and the removal of Aurangzib, Dara conveyed the 
Emperor to Agra when his disease was at its worst He 
sent Raja Jai Singh with imperial and his own troops 
under the command of his eldest son Sulaiman Shukoh 
against Shuj'a. At the same time Raja Jaswant Singh, — 
who being related to Shah Jahan’s mother, was greatly 
trusted and given the title of Maharaja, and was one of the 
chief Rajas of Hindustan, was sent with a large army 
towards Malwa on the way to the Deccan, in order to 
bar the road A separate force under Qasim KHan was 
appomted to accompany the Maharaja to Ujjain, and, 
[4] if found politic, to start against Murad Bakhsh 
Through Dara Shukoh ’s magic arts the Emperor’s mind

l28ih May /6th Rain/an, he arrived ncai the arnty of Dara 
and halted at a distance of ^^os. Dai a on horseback 
advanced that da}" a little in front of his camp, but not 
daiing to step finlhcr in his fear of Aiuangzib, lie toimeiited 
his soldieis, who were all fully armed, by keeping them all 
the day in the burning wind. Vast numbeis perished of 
excessive hunger and thiist. At the end of the day he 
letired to his place. The following day, Aurangzib oidered 
his aimv" to advance towards Agia. That moniing, the 
29th May 1658/ 7th Ramzan, Dara dicw up his aim}’’ on 
the ground he had taken up the dav before and advanced 
against the aimy of Aniaiig/ab A violent battle followed, 
it began with the lonr of gnus and muskets on both sides, 
and the fire of slaiightei blazed forth Rus tam .Kha n. 
Rao^ Chhatra Sfil, Raja Rfu Singh Rathoi and ot]iei::.. £hiefs 
of Dara’s aimv’ were slam, andalth omili [7] lie still ha d 
a 'TTargcTr'libll \ ofMaxiops vT^ himself, his firmness was 
‘shaken , he descended from his elephant and mounted his 
hoise. At this nntimel} mov'e on his pait his soldiers weie 
disturbed in mind and took to flight The brec/e of vuctoiy 
blew on Auraiigzib’s banners One of the w'onderful signs 
of Aurangzib’s foitune was this, that, w'hile so manv 
commanders of Dara Shukoli wcic slain that the like w’as 
not seen in any other battle, — not to speak of his losses m 
common soldiers — not one of the Icadeis of the victorious 
army perished except ‘Azam Khan alias Multafat Khan,

Dara after his flight armed at his house in Agra in the

grandees anh^bthei imperial ofl5.cers came in troops to the 
Court of Aurangzib m hope (of his patronage) and each 
received favours suited to his rank. On Frida}!^, the 11th 
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June/2CHh Rnmxan lie entered tlic cit> and occupied Dara. 
Shukoh’s pilncc On the 12th Junc/21st Ramzan he learnt 
that Dara bhukoh had amaed at Delhi on the 6th June/14th 
Rninzan Although Aurangzib’s aim was to sec Shah 
Jahan» jet D'lra had hy secret letters filled the Emperor’s 
mind with distrust of Aurangzib Therefore he gave up his 
design and on Sunda\ the 13th Junc/22nd Ramzan started 
for Delhi On Tdesda^ , the 10th Junc/24th Ramzan, he 
reccncd at Ghdtsanii the news of Dara s flight from Ddhi 
On the 21st Junc/SOth Ramzan Bahadur Khan was 
appointed to pursue Dlra As Murad Bakhsh was violently 
prepanng for rebellion and was waiting for an opportunity 
to cany out his futile plans Aurangzib made him a pnsoner 
at Mathura, on Wednesday the sSrd Jnnc/2nd Shawwal 
and thus freed the people from mischief and tumult the

FIRST CORONATION 

As astrologers indicated Wednesday the Slst Julv/lst 
Zil Q os an auspicious day for the accession [9] and no 
time was left to go to Delhi and make preparations for the 
ccremon} Atinngzib stayed for a few hours in the garden 
of Aghrabad [»Shalaraar], and sat on the throne at the 
abo\e mentioned nuspiaous time The presents which 
were made to the Princes, the lugh grandees the raansabdars 
and other officers are beyond numbenng ‘Abdur Rashid 
Tatnwi found the date of accession in the Qnranic text 
Ait nullah &c 


PURSUIT OF dArA 

As tins corcmation ceremony was decided to be short 
many of the ntes of accession were put off to the second 
(year’s) ceremony e g , reading the khutba stamping t 
corns, and settling the Emperor s title were not earned ont 
on this occasion but kept in abeyance 

Before the accession, an anny was sent nnder Khalil 
nllah Khan to jom BahSdnr Khan, reach the Satlej, and 
arrange for crossing that nver Aurangzib notv learnt that 
Sulaunan Shukoh had hastened towards Hardwar from the 
other side of the Ganges nver intending to jom his father 
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the load of Saliaranpur Aurangzib appointed Amirul- 
uraaia ahas Shaista Khan and Shaikh Mir and other chiefs 
to engage in the expedition against him On Thursday, 
the 22nd July /2nd Zil Q , [10] he ordered his tents to be 
pitched outside, for the march to the Panjab On Wednes- 
day, the 4th August /15th Zil Q , a letter was received from 
Bahadur Khan announcing the crossing of the Satlej by the 
imperial arm 3 ’' and the flight of Dara’s men At this time 
Sulaiman Shukoh fled into the hills of Kashmir and so the 
Bmperor ordered the force sent against him to return 

Dara after reaching Lahore collected nearty 20,000 
troopers, and on hearing the news of Bahadur Khan and 
Khalillullah Khan’s crossing the Satlej, he posted a large 
force under Baud Khan on the Bias river to bar their way, 
and sent Sipihr Shukoh after him Thereupon the Bmperor 
wisely ordered Raja Jai Singh and a few other chiefs to 
join the first detachment Dara learning of it found that 
he could not resist, and started from Lahore towards Multan 
At this time Maharaja Jaswant Singh came from his 
country and rubbed his forehead in humility and shame at 
the threshold of the Court The Bmperor giaciously par- 
doned his faults, showed him imperial favours and sent him 
to Delhi 

On SundajL the 12th Sept /24th Zil H , the Bmperor 
came to know from Khalilullah Khan and other nobles at 
Haibatpuri Pati that Dara Shukoh had come out of Lahore 
with adequate equipment and was intending to fights the 
imperial forces, and that on seeing this the imperial oflicers 
had slackened their pursuit Theieupon, the Bmperor sent 
Prince ‘Azam from this station, with the unnecessary 
soldiers and baggage [11] to Lahore, while he himself 
decided to make a forced march - When he learnt that Dara 
Shukoh, without standing firmly even in Multan, had 
started for Bhakkar and that many of his followers had left 
him, and the causes of his trouble were on the increase, the 
Bmperor gave up his forced march and travelled by easy 
stages to Multan, without halting an 3 wvhere Although Saf 
Shikan Eihan had left Multan on Wednesday, the 22nd 
Sept /4th Muharram, in pursuit of Dara, j^et for greater 
caution Shaikh Mir too was sent with 9,000 troopers on the 
same errand. At this time the Bmperor heard that his 
brother Shah Shuj‘a to whom he had been strongly attached 
before his accession, had corhe out of Bengal with hostile 
intentions

J1ATTI,K WITH SHaII SHUJ'a AT KHAJWA 

Shuj'a planting his nrtillerj in front, wished to 
marshal his rnnhs in battle orraj On Tuesdai the 4tb 
januan /lOUi Rabi S , the third daj following the 
Emperor s arriral at Korra it was ordered that the artillem 
should not be earned in front but made to fire opposite the 
armj of Shuj'a and the impenal annj should bravelv 
engage in battle [13] At the impenal order, waves upon 
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waves of troops rushed forward, while nearly 90,000 horse- 
men prepared themselves for action It was ordered that the 
Bmperor’s camp and tents should remain where they were 

That day Shuj'a, too was engaged in marshalling his 
troops After four ghans of the day had passed, the 
Bmperor traversed the distance separating (his camp) from 
Shuj'a’s, and when three prahais had passed he drew up his 
ranks a mile from Shuj'a’s arm37 Shuj'a without advancing, 
sent some pieces of cannon in front and theie was a hot fight 
till nightfall, when Shuj'a withdrew his artillery After 
taking steps for precaution and watchfulness, strengthening 
the entrenchments, and urging his troops to be on the alert, 
the Bmperor retired to a small pavihon, pitched on the 
battle-field 

V Towards the end of that mght an event happened which 
short-sighted men regarded as a catastrophe, and which 
caused a dispersion in the imperial army It was as follows 
The wicked Maharaja-Jaswant Singh, who outwardly pro- 
cessed obedience but at heart sought for some occasion for 
mischief, at the ver}'' time when the Bmperor had given him 
the command of the right wing, planned to take to flight and 
informed Shuj'a of his design At the end of the mght, 
he turned back with all his own troops and another body of 
Rajputs, and first plundered the camp of Muhammad Sultan 
which was in his way , great oppression [14] was committed 
on the camp , alarming news spread , mischievous people 
laid hands on the imperial effects and the property of the 
nobles and soldiers When the Bmperor heard of it, he did 
not stir from his place Although nearly half of his army 
had dispersed, yet the Bmperor relying on Providence did 
not pa37- any heed to his smallness of number, but set out for 
the battle-field This da 3 ^ Shuj'a changed the formation he 
had adopted the day before, and drew up his troops in 
another manner 

The firing of rockets, guns and muskets began between 
the two sides This day many serious reverses befell the 
imperial army, the Bmperor had not more than 2,000 
cavalry round himself, yet m whatever side he turned his 
face or made a firm stand, the damage was repaired And 
at the sight of his intrepidity and valour, his Bahram-like 
soldiers by their heroic exertions made such a terrible des- 
truction of their enemy that Shuj’a’s ranks were broken 
He fled from the field, and the impenalists gained this 
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nondcrfiil uctory solely through the aid of Heaven and not 
through their own efforts [16] 

The EinMror thanked the Giver of Victories, and, 
pissing ujth Ins imi> Uirough the camp of Shnj'a which 
was ncir the tank of Khajwa, halted That very day 
lie sent Pnnee Muhammad Sultan from the place in pnrsmt 
of Shiij'a, and himself there till Tuesday, Uth 

January /2Cth Rabi S On Wednesday, the 12th he 
marched from the environs of Khajiva and on Friday the 
14tli/20th Ribi S , he came to the nver Ganges At that 
stage Mu’azzam Khan and other great nobles were deputed 
to join Pnnee Muhammad Sultan in pnrsumg Shuj*a 


PURSUIT OF DArA SHUKOH CONTINUED 

I shall now wTite about the army detached under Shaikh 
Afir and Saf Shikan Khan to pursue Dara On Wednesday 
the 22nd Sept /4th Muharram Saf Shikan Khan hastened 
from Multan m pursuit of Dara, crossed the Bias nver and 
heard that Dara had gone further on The Khan, therefore 
advanced and after a few da^' halt m expectation of Shaikh 
Mir and Dilir Khan was joined by their army News came 
that Dara had crossed the nw at Bhakkar and halted at 
Sakkar The impenal officers thought it best that Shaikh 
Mir and Dilir Khan should cross the n\'er inth their soldiers 
and march along the other bank towards Sakkar while Saf 
Shikan with his troops should hasten along this side towards 
Bhakkar so that the enemy might be crushed between the 
two sides 

Next day according to the plan Saf Shikan Khan [101 
parted from Shaikh Mir and started for Bhakkar Shaikh 
Mir crossed the nver in two da} s and arrived wntiiin 12 kos 
of Sakkar on Saturday, the 33rd Oct /6th Safar, his army 
reachmg Sakkar on the 24th Three days before this SM 
Shikan Khan had arrived at Bhakkar but bad marched airay 
the day before Shaikh Mir s amval It was foimd that Dara 
had gone forward on the 18th Oct /80th Muharram leaving 
his heavy baggage in the fort of Bhakkar, the rest of his 
treasures and property were in boats while he himself was 
travelling through the jungles D5ud Khan and oth^ 
leaders among his followers having deserted him (Dara) 
wanted to go from Sakkar towards Qandahar but at the 
desertion or his followers and the refusal of Ins women he 
had started for Tatta Saf Shikan Khan left Aghar Khan 
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with a foice at Bluikkai to pi ess the siege haid and himself 
went towards Snvistan. A letter of Muhammad Salih 
Taiklian, qiladar of the place, now reached him sa^nng 
that Dara had come within 5 kos of the foit, and that Saf 
vShikan Khan should come up quickly and bar the path of his 
tieasure boats. Tlie Khan sent his i elation Muhammad 
Ma'suni in advance w ith a force, to pass be 3 'ond Data’s boats 
and entiench on the bank of the rner He himself inarched 
at night, passed 3 kos from the front of Daia’s anity, w^aited 
for the enem 3 *’s boats, and wnslied to cross the river and 
attack the eiieiiu’' As Dara’s boats advanced and opposed 
the arrival of the boats accoiiipaii^dng Saf Shikan, he sent 
a message to Muhammad Salih to send boats fioin that side 
and also oppose Dai a As Muhammad Saldi was not diviueh^ 
guided to carr^’ out this order, he sent to sav that on this 
side the water ([M] was w^aist-deep, and so the boats would 
pass bv the other side; tlierefoic Saf Shikan Klian did not 
cross over. Next dav' it became evident from the dust-cloud 
on tlie other side that Dara wais marching and removmg his 
boats bj^ that side Thus a splendid victoi}^ w^as fmstrated 
through the duplicity of Muhainmad vSalih 

In short, Dara crossed the low'' hill of Siwistan, and Saf 
Shikan Khan inarched two stages in pin suit of him on that 
very side of the ni'-er vShaikh Mu arriving on the other 
bank sent*a message saving that it was better that Saf Shikan 
Khan should cioss the iiver and come over to his side, so 
that the tw’o might cany on the jmrsiiit together Theiefore 
vSaf Shikan Khan crossed the rivei , and leanit that Dara 
had reached Tatta and intended to go to Gujrat Saf 
Shikan Khan hastening before Shaikh Mir came within one 
kos of the iivei at Tatta, but Dara inaiched aw^ay tow^ards 
Gujrat fiom the other bank of the river. Saf Shikan Khan 
crossed the river, by building a budge in seven days 

Meantime an order w'as sent to Shaikh Mir, Dilir 
Khan, and Saf Shikan Khan to give up the pursuit and 
return to the Kinperor When the Hmperor heard of Dara’s 
going to Gujrat, he leturiied from Allahabad. On Satur- 
dajq the 15th Januar}^, 1659 /fst Jamad A , wdiile encamped 
on the bank of the Ganges he leaint fioni Muhammad 
Sultan’s despatches of the captuie of Allahabad As it 
w^as necessai}'’ to punish Jasw^ant Singh, who w^anted to join 
Dara, he sent Muhammad Amin Khan, Mir Bakhshi, wuth 
9,000 cavalry from Ghatampur on the 16th January /2nd 
Jamad A , to destioy him 
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As the Emperor wished [181 to march without delay 
for the punishment of Jnswant Singh an5 the suppression 
of Dara, he did not gfo to Agra but on Friday, the 4th 
February /21st Jamad A , started from the garden of Nnr 
Manzil towards Ajmir On the 8th/25th Tamad A , when 
he marched out of the hunting lodge of Rupbas, Shaikh Mir 
and Dilir Khan, ha\ing relumed from the pursmt of Dara, 
joined the Emperor 

As the return of the army was the cause of Dara’s 
enjoying repose, he stepped into the wuldemess and reached 
Cutch and thence Gujrat Shah Nawaz Khan Safari, the 
father of the late imperial consort Dilras Banu Begam, who 
had been appointed b\ the Emperor Subahdar of this 
pronnee joined Dara out of lack of spint Dara after 
passing one month and se\cn days in Gujrat, gathered 
together 22,000 cavalry issued from it on Monday, the 14th 
February/lst Joraad S and receiving on the way Jaswant 
Singh s letters minting him to go to Ajmir was emboldened 
to advance On Sunday, the 25th Febniary/7th Jamad S 
the Emperor encamped near HmdAun , and no halt nas made 
from here to the village of Tuda On Monday the 28th 
February/15th Jamad S Amir Khan, brother of Shaikh 
Mir, who had by order, taken Murad Bakhsh from Delhi 
fort to Gwalior, joined the Emperor 


SECOND BATTLE WITH T>\rX AND HIS EUGHT 

Dara Shukoh after reaching Ajmir got ready for 
battle On Wednesday the 9th March/24th Jamad S 
the Emperor encamped 6 kos from the tank of Rameshwar 
[19] and there ordered the marshalling of his annv 
ror Battle Dara strengthened by the hope of the arrival 
of Jaswant Singh, acted boldly Just then Raja Jai Singh 
takmg pity on the sinful Jaswant Singh and getting bis 
offences pardoned through the Emperor s graaousness 
wrote a letter givmg him the glad news of his being 
pardoned and dissuading him from nis wish to join Dara 
When he got it, he turned back from a distance of 20 kos 
from Jo^pur Dara urged him to come and sent his son 
Sipihr Shukoh to him but to no effect Meantime the 
impenal army had arrived near Ajmir, Dara was therefore, 
compelled to set his heart on battle but as he was not strong 
enough to fight an open battle with the impenal army he 
entrenched the hill pass of Ajmir across its breadth The 
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impel lal arm}?’ sta 3 ?ed at Deorai, 3 kos from Ajmir, which 
was at a short distance from Dara’s station 

Next da}', Ihe impel lal arm}?^ advanced half a kos and 
halted. The Emperor ordered his ai tiller}? to be carried 
forward to play upon the enemy The enemy returned the 
fire with cannon and musket. 

That day and night and up to the 3rd piahai (quarter) 
of the next day, the flame of battle raged between the two 
sides Shah Nawaz Khan Safavi, Muhammad Sharif, 
[20] Mir Bakhshi of Dara Shukoh, and other leaders of his 
army were slain Among the imperialists, Shaikh Mir fell 
shot through the chest with a musket-ball But Mir 
Hasliim, a fellow-clansman of Shaikh Mir, who sat behind 
him on the howdah of his elephant, very carefully propped 
him up 111 his arms, so that none knew of his death till the 
end of the battle Dara beholding the heroic exertions of 
the imperialists, took to flight inspite of Ins trenches being 
still intact, and turned towards Gujrat Such a crowning 
victory adorned the country and the people. The Emperor 
on heanng of it thanked Gud, the true Giver of Victories 
It is well-known that few kings had to fight so many 
royal battles and lordl}? encounters in such a period, as this 
Emperor had to do with poweiful enemies in a single year 
But through God’s grace he achieved \uctory ever}?where 
by dint of his stiong arm and sharp sivord But inspite of 
his great valour and activity, so great was his humility that 
he never ascribed these victones to his own powers, but 
always spoke of them as miracles wrought by God, and 
ever rendered his thanks to the Creator for this great good 
fortune by adoration of Allah, the establishment of the 
Holy Law of the Prophet, and the extinction of all traces 
of illegal and prohibited practices [21] Inspite of his 
splendour and power, not for a moment did he yield up 
his body to repose or slackness, but added a lustre to the 
throne by his constant vigilance, devotion to God, dis- 
pensation of justice, promotion of the public happiness, and 
attention to the condition of the peasantry and the soldiery 
and the rules of justice and equity I hope that the spiritual 
and material worlds may always be resplendent through 
the rule of this religious king 

Next day, Monday, the 14th March 1659 /29th 
Jamad S , he sent Raja Jai Singh and Bahadur Khan to 
pursue Dara, and being free from anxiety on the score of

As the Emperor’s (first) ^^cto^es were gamed in the 
month of Ramaain, he ordered that m offiaal records the 
first da} of this month should be counted as the commence 
ment of ei’ci^ of his reign 

As the preceding so\*creigns, following the practice of 
Jamshid and Naushin\‘an used to regard the first day of the 
month of Fanvardi as a da\ of great reioicing and to 
celebrate it \ntli festinty, this pious faith protecting 
Emperor ordered that m the place of the (Persian) new 
\ears (iiauroc) celebration, an imperial festivity shoedd be 
lield ei'cn 3'ear in the month of !!^mran and continued to 
the /d ul fitr (on the 1st Sliawwal), and that this celebration 
should be called the iiishdt-dfroz jashan 

In order to put doim forbidden practices and vices 
Mulla Auz Wajih the chief of the learned men was 
appointed Censor, and instead of an annual stipes of 
16,000 rupees he was given the mansah of a hazan (100 tr ) 
Thanh God that even now, owing to the piety of the 
Emperor the whole of Hindustan is free from the filth or 
innovation and heresy 

At this time the Emperor learnt frwn the letter 
of Bengal that Prince Muhammad Sultan who had he^ 
deputed with Mu axzam Khan to crush Shuj a, had, 
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tlirougli the instigation of the latter, gone away on Wednes- 
da}^ the 8th June 1659 /27th Ramzan with a few servants 
b}’ boat with the intention of joining Shuj'a and was 
showing hostility to the imperial cause. 

FATE OF DARA SHUKOH

to Court of the capture of Dara Shukoh w ith his son Sipihr 
Shukoh, on Frida3'' the 10th June /29th Ramzan by Malik 
Jiwan, the zamindar of Dadar and [26] of the hastening 
of Bahadur Khan on receipt of the letter of the said Malik 
and his taking over charge of both the prisoners The 
Amir-ul-umara was appointed Subahdar of the Deccan vice 
Prince Muhammad Mu’azzam, ’Aqidat Khan ivas made 
commandant of Daulatabad vice ’Aqil Khan, wdio ivith 
Wazir Khan was ordered to come to Court in the company 
of the prince Saturda3q the 2nd Juty, 1659 /21st Shawwal, 
was the 6th (solar) birthda3'' of prince Muhammad ’Azam 
He was presented with a j’ewelled sarpech, a dagger with a 
pearl-set strap, and five horses Malik Jiwan was rewarded 
foi Dara’s capture 63'- a robe of honoui being sent him, and 
the rank of a hazoi i (200 tr ) and the title of Baklitiar Khan 
being conferred on him Oabil Khan Munslii ivanted to 
retire to seclusion , he ivas given an annual stipend of 
5,000 rupees Raja Rajrup was sent to the hills of 
Srinagar, to hold before Pnthvipat, the zamindar of that 
place, hopes and fears and thus induce him to surrender 
Sulaiman Shukoh News came from Bengal that Shah 
Shuj’a while going from Akbaniagar to Tanda had sus- 
pected from Alawardi Khan’s actions a wish to desert him, 
and had therefore slam him and his son Saifullah At this 
tune an order was issued to build a Shtr Hap wall around 
the fort of Agra, and in three 3^ears the work was completed 
under the supervision of ’Itibar Khan 

On Tuesday, the 2nd August /23rd Zil Q , took place 
the ceremony of weighing the Kmperor on liis 42nd lunar 
birthda3'’ , gold of the Emperor’s w'^eight was distributed 
among the poor, and all men, far and near, were rendered 
happy by the granting of robes, promotion of rank, and the 
gift of jewels, horses, and elephants 

[27] At this time Bahadur Khan brought Dara Shukoh 
to the exalted Court He was kept in the palace of 
I<ihizirabad, As it was necessary for various reasons to 
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renio\e the dust of Ins life from the plain of the irorld of 
Uic h\mg, on the night of Tuesday, the 30th August/2lEt 
M H , the lamp of his life was quenched, and he nas buned 
o* tomb Saif Khan was ordered to convey 

Sipihr Shukoh to the fort of Giralior and then return to 
Agn nnd be its Subahdur Raja Jai Singb \rho bad 
lagged behind Bahadur Khan arn\cd at Court and was 
honoured inth fn\our*; As owing to their many forced 
marches the Raja and Bahadur Khan had lost many 
horses, the Emperor graviously presented the Raja with 
200 and the Khan inth 100 horses 

At this time according to his usual generosity the 
collection of road toll (rdlidari) on the transit of grams and 
other firticles was abolished forever On this account the 
Crown lands made a sacrifice to the amount of 25 lakhs of 
rupees a j’car, and what was gn’en up for the whole Empire 
cannot be imagined 

At this tune Zulfiqar Khan Qaramanin died The 
Emperor graaously consoled his son Asad Khan and his 
son in law Naradar Khan by the grant of robes of honour 
Bakhtiar Khan zanundar Dadar was sent back to his 
estate Mu azzam Khan during his service under Qutb-nl 
mulL had conquered the country of Kamatik one of its 
strong forts, Kanji Kota (Gandi Kota) [28] was held by the 
men of the Khan but Qntb ul mulk coveted it Mir Ahmad 
Khnafi with the title of Mustafa Khan was sent to govern 
this country News came from the provmce of Kabul that 
Sherullah f = Sher Beg] son of S adat Khan grandson of 
Tarbi 3 ^t I^an deceased had slam his father with a dagger 
The Emperor ordered Mahabat Khan the nazim to imprison 
him and appomted Sbamshir Khan as commandant of 
Kabul fort vice the murdered man 

Now came from Turan land that love had changed into 
quarrel between Subhan Qnh Khan ruler of Balkh, and 
his brother Qasim Sultan, -who held command of the fort 
and that Snbhan Quli Kban bad got nd of him by clever 
devices 

The gomg oi"er of Pnnee Muhammad Sultan to Shuj a 
was a great calainiU to the army m Bengal Though the 
Emperor felt reassured from Mu azzam Khan s commanding 
the army, yet aRer the celebration of the weighing cer^ony 
at the commencement of the 41st solar year of hu life 
when the desires of the people were satiated with 
he set out as a measure of precaution witb the annj towards 
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the bank of the Ganges on Sundaj^, the 13tb Nov /8tb 
Rabi A Raja Jai Smgh was rewarded with one lakh ot 
rupees Raja Jaswant Smgh was pardoned and restored to 
the title of Maharaja 

Mir Ibrahim, son of the late Mir Nuinan, was deputed 
to convey articles woitli 6 lakhs and 30,000 rupees to the 
Shanfs of Mecca and Medina On 0^hursda3^ the 24th 
November /19th Rabi A , the Emperor reached Garhmuk- 
teshwar On Sunday the 27th /22nd Rabi. A , Prince Mu- 
hammad Mu’azzam with Wazir Khan having arrived from 
the Deccan, [29] had audience of the Emperor On Tuesday 
the 20th December / 15th Rabi.S , the Prince was mari'ied 
to a high-bom lady of Khurasan On Saturda}^, the 7th 
January, 1660 /4th Jamad A , the Emperor marched from 
Garhmukteshwar towards Allahabad At this time a 
despatch came fiom Mu’azzam Khan stating that he had 
crossed the Ganges, determined to end the war with Shuj’a, 
while Shuj’a had left Tanda which was his military base 
for Dacca As the leal object of this march of the Emperor 
was to strengthen the army of Bengal, and as his mind was 
quieted about that affair, he returned from [Man] Sham- 
sabad towards Delhi, the fort of ivhich he entered on 
Monday, the 13th February, 1660 /11th Jamad S 

As it was the pious Emperor’s intention to ofier obli- 
gatoiy prayers m congiegation, by the side of his retiring 
place, he laid the foundation of a small mosque of marble 
with carvings of plants and fret-work of various kinds It 
was completed in the space of 5 years at^ an expenditure of 
one lakh and 60,000 rupees ’Aqil Khan found the chrono- 
gram in the holy verse, Imtdl-masdjid-illa fald tad‘ud~ 
ma‘ -allah 


At this time news came from Bengal that prince 
Muhammad Sultan [30] at the time of Shuj’a’s flight to 
Dacca had repented of his conduct, come back to Akbar- 
nagar in the same way that he had left it, and joined Islam 
Khan Muhammad Mlrak, macebearer, earned to him a 
robe with ranties from the Emperor, and Fidai Khan was 
ordered to bring the Prince to Court When he arrived 
near the capital, Alah Yar Khan went fonvard on Thurs- 
ay, the 26th Apnl, 1660 /25th Shaban, and conveyed

It had been ordered that the celebrations should begin 
on the 24th Ramzan, the date of the 2nd accession, and be 
earned on to the ‘Id ul fitr During this period all officers 
of the Court far and near great and small were [81] 
gntjflcd with gifts by the Emperor On the morning of 
the ‘Id day the Emperor went to the mosque, and for two 
da> s after the ‘Id the festivities and banquets were continued 
I shall now lea\e the account of the incidents of the 
Court, but this srfaall book cannot hold even an abridged 
historj of the occurrences of Bengal and the exertions df 
the imperial arm> , which had been deputed from Allahabad 
in Janoarj 1G59 under the leadership of Prince Muhammad 
Sultan and Mu azzara Khan m pursuit of Shuj a There 
fore I gi\e up the attempt to describe this affair in detail 
Suffice It to say that the march of the impenal army put 
Shuj a to such hard straits that none cofuld hold with him 
save Sa 3 ;^d Alum Badah kash, one of the Sa 5 ^ds of 
Barba, and Sayyid Uzbak with twelve Mughals and a 
few other men After traversing calamitous regions he 
reached the most villainous island of Arakan where he w^ 
entrapped in the snare of that land of infidels His fate will 
be narrated in the proper place. 

On Sunday, the 16th July, ie60/17th Zil Q , the 
Emperor was weighed on his 44th lunar birthday The 
people were rewarfed The pnnecs received many kin(W 
of favour Mu'arzam Khai^32] the general m Braga 
was given the high titles of Kuan i Kha^n and 
and the rank of a 7 hazart (7 hazar doaspa and schd^a) 
a robe and a jewelled sword were sent to him in reward or 
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Ins siippiessiou of Sliiij’a. All kinds of reward and favour 
weie bestowed on the commanders of the army sent to 
Bengal and on the viceroys and courtiers 

Najabat Khan who for some offences had incurred the 
impenal wrath, now got his pardon, came unarmed and was 
cheiished with the gift of a swoid Mansur, brother of the 
Kashghar chief ‘Abdullah Khan and Mahdi, the brother’s 
son of the Khan, who in fear of him had come to India 
b}’’ wa}’- of Badakhshau had audience and entered the 
impenal service Presents from the Begam Sahib and 
other begams and princes, consisting of jewels and jewelled 
ware, weie presented to the Emperor and accepted At the 
jo\’'ous ' ’Id-uz-zuha/7th August 1660, ro 3 ^al gifts were 
bestowed on vast numbers of people. 

Rao Karn Bhuitia [of Bikanir], at Dara’s instigation 
had come home from the Deccan without permission Amir 
Khan ivas now' sent to that quarter to take the frightened 
and humiliated man with himself if he begged pardon, 
otherw ise to boldh' extirpate him When the Khan reached 
the frontier of Bikanir, the Rao came and w'aited on him 
and through the Khan’s intercession w'as introduced to the 
forgiving Emperor and received gifts 

On Sunday, 2nd September /7th Muharram [33], 
Ikhlas Khan Khw'eshgi, wdio brought the treasures, j’ew'els, 
other effects and w’omen of Shuj’a from Bengal, had 
audience At this time the fort of Chakna situated in Konkaii 
was conquered b}' the Amir-ul-umara, viceroy of the 
Deccan, wdio had been sent out to put dowm the wucked Shiva 
and to capture his stioiig places, w'hich he had seized owung 
to changes (decai^) in the Bijapur administration and the 
slaughter of Afzal, the Bijapun leader The Khan after 
properl 3 '- punishing Shiva’s men, established outposts in 
some places 

At this time took place the festivit 3 ^ of the weighing of 
the Emperor on his 43rd solar birthday and vast numbers 
of men w'ere gratified with favours 

At this time Parenda was captured without a blow 
Ghalib, the ’Adil Shahi commandant of the fort, proposed 
to the Amir-ul-umara the surrender of the fort, wuth a view 
to entering the imperial service The Amirulumara sent 
Mukhtar Khan as qil’adar and summoned Ghalib to himself, 
and on behalf of the Emperor gave him the rank of 4 hazdn, 
the title of Khan and other rewards At this time Prithvi 
Singh, zamindar of the Srinagar hills, w'rote a letter to Raja 
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with a gold cup and saucer, and betels with a gold betel 
^ket and tray, were presented to him The mansion of 
Kustam Khan was assigned for his residence, and Mir 'Aziz 
^ndakhshi as ^ rare taker On Sunday the 26th May/7th 
blnwiial, the Shah’s presents were offered to the Emperor 
tli^ included 00 horses, one round pearl weighing 37 carat 
and these were valued in all at four lakh and 22 (m rupees 

On Saturdnj the Gth July, 1G61/I9th Zil Q, the 
Emperor was weighed on his 45th lunar birthday, m the 
customary way , all people, great and small at Court and 
in the provinces received presents On Saturday, the 37th 
July/IOth Zil, H , the Td nz zuha took place The Emperor 
gave conge to the Persian envoy, with a reward of one lakh 
of rupees, robes an enamelled dagger, with a pearl strap, 
a horse with gold saddle and bndle, an elephant with gold 
litter and silver trappings, a gold-embroidered honsmg, one 
danat elephant, and a palkt with gold trappmgs It was 
stated that a reply to the Shah s letter would be soon f37 1 
sent. From fir^ to last 6 lakhs of rupees were bestowed on 
the ambassador and 85 thousand rupees on his compamons 
Aqil Khan begged permiasion to go into retirement an 
annual subsistence of 9,000 rupees was settled on him 

The Emperor was weighed on his 44th solar birthday 
and conferred favours on all Qasim Aqa, an officer of Hnsam 
Pasha, was scut back with 19 000 rupees and a robe and 
his companions got 1 000 rupees , a jewelled sword was sent 
for the Pasha 

On Sunday the 17th November /4th Rabi S Khwaja 
Ahmad son of Khwaja Khawand Mahmud, envoy of ’Abdul 
Anz Khan the ruler of Bukhara, arrived in the environs of 
Delhi Saif Khan advancing conducted him to the Smxror 
He presented a letter and ^fts consisting of roadster Turki 
horses large two-humped male and female camels and other 
things one of which b^g a ruby worth 34 000 rupees The 
Emperor graaonsly gave him that day a robe a dagger with 
a pearl strap, 20 000 rupees and a mansion to stay in 

At this time the daughter of Raja Rup Singh who had 
been converted to Islam and brought up in the impwal 
harem was married to Pnnee Muhammad Mn’azzam The 
detaiE of this splendid ceremony can be learnt from the 
honoured book {^AlamgimSmah] * * * 

As Daud ibian the Snbahdar of Patna, [38] had b^ 
hard fight conquered the country of Palamau a dependenej 
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of the piovmce of Bihar, a robe of honour was sent to Iiini 
Sa\^ 3 od Amir Khan, ivas made Subahdar of Kabul vice 
Mahabat Khan 

On Aionda}'-, the 10th Februar 3 ^/lst Rajab, Fazil Khan 
came from Agra and presented some jewels and jewelled 
ware sent b 3 ^ Shah Jahaii On the 11th news came that 
Khalihillah Khan, Subahdar of Lahore, who had aimed 
sick at Delhi, had died The second da 3 ' fiom In'? death, 
the Emperor visited the house of his suivning i datives, and

CHAPTER V 


FIFTH YEAR OF THE REIGN (1072 A H ) 

lOth April 1662— 29th March 1663 

The month of Ramzan was spent in the performance of 
the appointed religious duties The fifth 3 ^ear of the reign 
began The imperial of&cers set about preparing for the 
festivities and fireworks in the manner of previous years 
On the da}?’ of Td 10th May, the Emperor after returning 
from the mosque conferred gifts and rewards on the cour- 
tiers, commanders in all places, and the amirs in the subahs , 
tributes were offered to and accepted b}?- him 

On Monday the 12th May, 1662, the Emperor declined 
in health Too much blood-lettmg caused weakness and 
swooning This continued till Tuesda}?-, the 17th June /10th 
Zil O , when Hakim Muhammad Amm and Hakim Mahdi 
tiled the best remedies Alms were given for removing the 
disease and lelieving the needs of the poor On Tuesday, 
the 24th June /17th Zil Q , he took the bath of recovery 
On Tuesday, the 17th Jul3?'/10th Zil H, (Td-uz-zuha) he 
went to the place of pra 3 ?er, great and small, nch and poor 
on seeing him enjoyed a double ‘Id On Wednesda}?^, the 
23rd July /17th Zil H he was weighed on his 46th lunar 
birth-day 

Maliabaf Khan was made subahdar of Gujrat vice 
Maharaja Jaswant Singh, and promoted to be a 6 hazan (5 
hazdi tr ) On his coming back from a life of retiiement, 
Razavi Khan Bukhari was created a 2,500 zdt (400 tr ) 
[42] The officers of ‘Adil Khan who had brought his 
tribute were dismissed with robes Taqarrab Khan died 
His son Muhammad ‘Ah Khan, who too had been removed 
from his rank for his father’s offences, was graciousl}?’ pre- 
sented with a mourning robe and the rank of 1,500 (200 tr ) 
Saif lOian, who had retired, came fiom Sirhind and received 
a robe, and a sword, and the rank of two hazdn (1,500 tr ). 

On Tuesda}?-, the 2nd December, 1662/lst Jamad A , 
the Emperor was weighed on his 45th solar birthda}^ all 
men received gifts according to their desires. Najabat 
Khan who had been punished for some offence in the first 
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created a 6 hatan (4,000 tr ) On Mondaj 
the 8tu December/ 7tli Jamad A the Emperor started for 
Dahore At Karnal Fazil Khan, Mir i-Saman, was sent to 
proceed nith the surplus camp-followers and baggage b\ 
the direct route to I^hore, while the Emperor adi'anced 
hunting in the direction of Mukhlispur, and reached 
Lahore on Sunday the 8th Febraaiy 1663/lOth Rajah As 
it was the impend wish to visit Kashmir, he sent Khidmat 
gar Khan to piahe roads On Friday the 13th February/ 
i6th Rajab J^tbuddm Khan Khweshgi faujdar of Juna 
garh slew the mcked Rai Singh uncle of Chhatra vSal, 
zamindar of the country of Jam, who had raised dis 
turbances and had dispossessed his nephew after the death 
of the latter s father Rai Mai [=Ran Mai] with one son 
an uncle and other relatives, numbering in all 300 men 
[43] The Emperor ordered the country to be named Islam 
nagar, in recognition of the bra\"ery of the Khan 


THE CONCLUSION OF THE AFFAIRS OF ASSAU 

When the Khan i Khanan took up his residence at 
Mathurapur for passing the ramy season and water covered 
the whole land the Assamese b^an to act boldly As the 
Mnghd troops could not nde out, the audaaty 
of the Assamese passed all limits Their Raja too come 
down from the lulls of Namrup The Mnghal outposts 
were withdrawn no other place than Garhgaon and 
Mathnrapur remained m the possession of the impenaJists 
Provisions were exhausted The poisonous air caused 
a pestilence which earned off vast numbers This affected 
the whole land of Assnm, and vast crowds of the cncmj , 
too, in the hills went to hell Dnrmg this penod the fo^ 
of the soldiers and the cattle was nee and beef, large 
quantities of which had been captured from the enemy 
There was no alternative bat to wait patiently for the end 
of the rams In the middle [of the month of Safar/mid 
September] the rams decreased and boats of prmTsions too 
arrived at that time ^ 

Bj the end of Rabi nl awwal as the land reappearw 
the Mnghals sallied forth on all sides and made a tcrnblc 
slaughter of the enemy in the same way os before T-jic 
Raja fled to the hills and made oi-erturcs of peace, but Inc 
Klian did not agree and started for Nnrarup 
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In the nieantiinc manj- acute diseases attacked the 
Khan The soldieis, worn out with laboui and sufferings, 
were shaken in niiiid b\’ the feai of his d 3 nng in such a 
(tenible) countr\^ and wished [44] to desert him, and go 
back to Bengal The Khan on learning of it w^as grieved 
and on Fnda}'' the 5th December, 1662/4th Jamad A he 
advanced one stage Necessit}?’ now" compelled him to decide 
on peace and letuni The Raja, w"ho saw" his ow"n capture 
imminent, made Dilii Khan Ins mediator, and the lattei 
induced the Khan-i-Khanaii to agree to the Raja’s proposal 

On Monda}" the 5th Januaij", 1663/5th Jamad S., the 
agents of the Raja ai rived, and bi ought to the imperial 
camp a tribute of 20,000 iolahs of gold, 1 lakh and 8 thou- 
sand iolahs of silver, 20 elephants for the Bmperor, 15 for 
the Khan-i-Klianaii, and 5 foi Dilir Khan, as w"ell as the 
daughtei of the Raja, the daughtei of another Raja of a pait 
of the country of Assam (a neai relative of the chief Raja), 
four sons of the nobles of the Raja’s Court (w"ho w"ere to sta^' 
111 Bengal as hostages for the ai rival of the balance of the

On Tfaursda\ the 14th May/lGth ShawwaJ he 
marched out of Bhimbar While crossing the temble Pit 
Panjal pass a frightened elephant turned back from the 
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front and stampeded towards Bhimbar like a sudden calamity 
or a whirlwind, a terrible confusion befell the men and 
animals in that narrow pass Some female elephants and 
some porters of the government fell into the pit of destruc- 
tion and Aveie so thoroughly crushed b}^ the attack of this 
moving mountain that not to the speak of the men, not a 
bone of the elephants could be seen. On the occurrence of 
this terrible accident, the heart of the humble-chenshing 
Bmperor was greatly grieved, and from that ver}?- time he 
lesolved never again to visit Kashmir In short, on Thurs- 
da3?', the 28th May /1st Zil O , he entered the cit}^ of 
Srinagar Raja Raghunath, mutasaddi (Superintendent) of 
the levenue department, died On Sunday, the 7th June/ 
11th Zil. Q , the post of Wazir was entrusted to Fazil Khan, 
Iftikhar Khan becoimng Khan-i-Saman 

During the reign of Shah Jahan, eveiy year 79,000 
lupees were distributed in five months through the Sadr-us- 
Sadur, but in the other seven months no expenditure was 
made (on charity) Now the Bmperor ordered that during 
five months the existmg practice should be followed, and 
during the remaining seven months 10,000 rupees were to 
be distributed ever3^ month so that in all every year one 
lakh [47] and 49,000 rupees were to be spent on the need3^ 
On Saturday, the 13th June /17th Zil O , the Bmperor 
was weighed on his 47th lunar birthday , presents were given 
to all the nobles of the Court and the provinces Fazil Khan, 
on obtaimng the post of Diwan fell severely ill and died 
On Tuesday, the 23rd June/27th Zil Q , the Bmperor 
condoled with his brother’s sou Burhanuddm who 
had recently come from Persia, by presenting him with a 
robe and kindly undertook to bring him up 

After enjoying the scenery of all the places of Kashmir, 
he set out from that abode of pleasure on the 16th August / 
22nd Muharram on return towards Bahore J’afar IChan, 
Subahdar of Malwa, was summoned to Court to receive the 
Wazirship, Najabat Khan being appointed in his place The 
Bmperor reached Bahore on Tuesday, the 29th September/ 
7th Rabi A On Monday, the 2nd November /ITth Rabi. 
S , he was weighed on his 46th solar birthday ‘Aqil Khan 
who was living in retirement at Bahore, was again taken into 
service as a two hazdn (700 tr ) Tarbiyat Khan was sent to 
Iranland as envoy to carry a reply to the letter of Shah 
‘Abbas brought 63^ Budaq Beg, with precious things and 
rarities worth seven lakhs of rupees On the 9th November,

' CHAPTER VII 

SEVENTH YEAR OF THE REIGN 1074 A H 

IStli March 1664— 7th March 1665 

With the approach of Ramzan, festive aiTangements 
vere made After returning from the mosque, the Emperor 
sat on the throne and gratified with his roi^al gifts the 
hearts of the princes and nobles, the nch and the poor 
Presents were made to him and accepted 

On Sunda 3 q the 5th June /21st Zil Q , he was weighed 
on his 48th lunar birthda}’^ A letter was received from 
Prince Muhammad Mu'azzam reiiorting the birth of a son 
to the mother of Muhammad Muhzuddin, the child was 
named Tzzuddm Mustafa Khan Khafi was sent as envoy to 
Turau-land A letter composed by Danishmand Khan 
along with certain rare jewelled ware worth one lakh 50,000 
rupees was sent with him to ‘Abdul ‘Aziz Khan, ruler of 
Bukhara, and another letter with presents worth one lakh of 
rupees to Subhan Quh Khan, ruler of Balkh 

Although Maharaja Jaswant Singh greatly exerted 
himself to root out Shiva, to desolate his countrjq and to 
conquer his forts, 3 ^et no result satisfactory to the imperial- 
ists was produced Therefore, Raja Jai Singh was appointed 
until other famous commanders to put him down On Fnda}^, 
the 30th September, 1664 /19th Rabi A , the Emperor was 
weighed on his 47th solar birthda}^, imperial favours were 
conferred on the princes and nobles 

The Emperor learnt that Najabat Khan Subahdar of 
Malwa had died , Wazir Khan Subahdar of Khandesh was 
appointed to succeed him [49] and Daud Khan one of the 
assistants of Raja Jai Singh, was made Subahdar of 
Khandesh, but a faiiimn was sent to him to leave one of his 
kinsmen at Burhanpur and himself set out for his destina- 
tion [the Maratha country] 

A letter was received from Prince Muhammad Mu‘azzam 
leporting the birth of a son on Monda}^ the 6th December, 
1664 /26th Jamad A , to the daughter of Rup Singh Rathor , 
the child was named Sultan Muhammad ‘Azim, 



CHAPTER VIII 

I IGUTtl \ E.\R OF TRt REIGN 1076 A H 

8tli March, 1005— 24tli Febrnao’, 1000 

WiOi the month of Ramzan began the 8th year of the 
reign Preparations for the celebration were made After 
returning from the mosque on the 'Id nl fitr the Emperor 
RTatincd the hearts of all mth mnn^ acts of goodness and 
fn\'our 

Haji Ahinad Sax'3nd who in the fourth year of the 
reign had been sent to con\e> six lakh and 00,000 rupees 
\rorth of presents to the Hoh Cities now (on return) liad 
audience, and presented 14 Arab horses as peslikash 
(offering) Sa>^nd Yahia, envoy of the Shanf of Mecca 
was granted an intemew and presented a suj^hcatory letter 
three Arab horses and some sacred relics He was rewarded 
mth a robe and 0 000 rupees Siddi KazniJ envoy of the 
king of Abtssinin and Savyid ‘Abdullah, representative 
of the ruler of Horramaut {m Arabia), Tmvrf at Court mth 
letters and presents they were shomi high honour by the 
grant of robes and cash Nine Arab steeds which Imam [50] 
Isni nil ruler of Yemen had sent were presented to the 
Emperor This celebration continued for live days 

New s reached the Court that Itibar Khan, com 
mandant of Agra had died R adandaz Khan, fauidar of 
tlie en^'Irons (of Agra) succeeded him while the latter s 
office was given to Hushdar Khan the SubaUdar 

On Saturday the 13tli May, ICCS/Sth Zil Q , Maha 
raja Jas\vant Singh came from the Deccan and had audience 
On Sunday, the 23rd Apnl/17th Shawrwal, the 
Emi>eror was weighed on his 49tb lunar birthday imperial 
gifts and honours glonfied the servants at Coiirt and the 
provinces The envoys of Mecca Abyssinia and Hazniniaut 
were given conge after bemg presented wi^ suitable 
rewards in cash and kind On Wednesday the 14th 
10th Zil H , was the Id u* zuha On Fnday the -Srd 
occurred the festival of Id i Gulabi when the princes and 
nobles presented jewelled or enamelled goblets 

The Emperor learnt that through the exertions or 
Raja Jai Smgh, Dihr Khan, and other hemes, Purandnr, 
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Rudramal, and other forts of Shiva were captured, and the 
latter knowing that his end would be extirpation, had ver}^ 
prudently sent messengers to the Raja to beg for safety, 
and having been freed from despair by the Raja’s promise 
and agreement [51] had surrendered twent 3 ^-three forts to 
the imperial officers On Monda57-, the 12th June, 1665 /8th 
Zil H , he came unarmed and interviewed the Raja, who 
embraced and made him sit near him, promised him safet}^ 
of life and property, and presenting a jewelled swoid and 
dagger urged him to put on the arms, and then sent him 
to Dilir Khan, who too treated him with many favouis In 
the terms of the Raja’s request, a faimdn was sent to him 
(Shiva) containing pardon and a gracious robe from the 
Bmperor His son Sambha was made a five hasdu (same 
tr ) The Raja Jai Singh was made a seven hazdn (same 
tr do-aspa seh-aspa) in recognition of his excellent services 
His son. Ram Singh, who was at Court, Dilir Khan, Daud 
Khan, Rai Singh, Kirat Singh and others too received many 
kinds of favour As ‘Adil Khan of Bijapur had delayed in 
paying his tribute and tried to help Shiva, an imperial order 
was sent to Raja Jai Singh saying that, after settling the 
countiy and forts gained from Shiva, he should hasten to 
attack the Bijapur teiTitory and destro}^ the enemy without 
engaging himself in the siege of the fort Muhammad 
Zahid, son of Qazi Islam, was appointed Censoi of the 
Court The high minister J‘afar Khan had built a nice 
mansion on the bank of the Jamuna The Bmperor visited 
it and that premier noble perfonned the etiquette of spread- 
ing the carpet before the door (pa-andaz), supplication {nidz) 
and offered valuable presents consisting of rarities and 
wonderful articles This year a reply to the letter ol 
‘Abdullah Khan, ruler of Kashghar [52] was sent with 
Khwaja Ishaq along with certain precious articles 

On Wednesda 3 ’-, the 25th October, 1665 /25th Rabi S , 
the Bmperor was weighed on his 48th solar birthda 3 ’' , pre- 
sents were given to the nobles at Court and the provinces 
At the request of Raja Jai Singh, a faimdn was is^ed 
summoning Mulla Ahmad Nava 3 'et, the chief noble of ‘Adil 
Khan, who had come to the Raja to promote the interests of 
his master, and being desirous of entering the imperial 
service was waiting for an opportiimti'’ to do it He vas 
granted the rank of a 6-hazdu (same tr ) 

On Saturda}*, 9th December /11th Jamad S., the 
Bmperor learnt from the despatches of Saif Khan, vSubahdar 
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accordance inth the impenal order 
Mdal Muhama „• ramindar of Greater Tibet, had accepted 
Islam, tuc khutba had been read jd the Emperor’s name m 
the coun^ , imperial coins issued and a high mosque built 
there The Khan u ho had inselv managed this a ffai r was 
rewarded ujth a promotion of rank and the grant of a robe 
Murad Khan, a Mmindor of Lesser Tibet, who had shown 
great friendliness in this expedition was given a robe of 
iionour 

On Wedne3da3, the 3rd Januon, lG60/7tIi Kajab, 
Pnnee Muhammad Mu azzam, having come from the 
Deccan, had audience News came from the Dexian that 
AfuJJa AJimad A^ai-ayet who had started for the Court, had 
died An order was issued to send his son Asad and the 
other sumnng members of his family to His Majesty 
[63] From the letters of news reporters in Agra it was 
learnt that Shah Jahan was seized with strangury on the 
8th January, 1006/12th Rnjab and that lus illness was 
increasing m seventy, and the doctors had withdrawn their 
Iiands from applying remedies os they declared the disease 
to be beyond cure The Emperor wished to march in that 
direction As a measure of precaution Pnnee Muhammad 
Mu arzam was sent in advance on Fndaj the 19th January/ 
23ni jRajab Early in the night of Monday the 29iid 
January, 1666 A D /26th Rojab, Shah Jahan succumbed to 
the disease and gave up the ghost On the occurrence of 
this tragic event, R^adandaz !foian Khwaja Phul (Bahlol) 
Sa5^d Muhammad Kanaaji and Qaxi Qurban entered the 
GJntsalklMtm at the \vish of Begam Sahib [Jahanara] and 
engaged in making the necessary preparations for the 
funeral and the bunal The corpse was earned out of tlie 
fort through the door of the octangular (imtsamniou) tower 
Hushdar Khan Subahdar jomed (the procession) took the 
coffin across the Jamuna and earned it to the mausoleum 
of tiz zamani built by His late Majesty After 

reading the funeral prayer they consigned the body to the 
earth under the dome The chronograms for the death of 
Shah Jahan are Shah Jahan died *, and ‘Razmllah’ (bi 
Ashraf Khan) He had lived 76 rars and 3 months, and 
reigned 81 years and 2 months The pnnee got the news

Craperor sat on the throne The Begara Sahib was given 
a reward of one lakh of gold coins and her annaal pension 
formcrl 3 12 Inkhs of rupees, was increased b 3 five lakhs 
of rupees [56] Pur Hunar Banu Begam and Gauharara 
Begam each receu'cd one lakh of rupees 

At this time the imperial treasur}^ which the officers 
Imd in the fifth 3 ear of the reign removed from Agra fort 
to Dellii fort, n-as again transferred to Agra As Raja Jai 
Singh had sent Shna to the Court and the latter had 
nm\cd in^the ennrons of Agra Kumir Ram Singh and 
Mukhlis Khan were ordered to admnee and meet him and 
bring him to His Maje^ On Saturday the i2th Ma^ 
1000/ 18th Zil Q the Emperor was weighed on his 60th 
lunar birthday Shiva with his son Sambha uas honoured 
with an audience He presented 1600 asUrah as naaar and 
6 000 rupees as tiisor As Raia Jai Singh had sent Shiva 
at his request to the Court, the Emperor orerlooking his 
former offences mshed to confer on nun favours and give 
lura permission to depart after a few days On the da\ of 
interview he stood at the proper place dong with the high 
amirs But this wild animal of the wilderness of ignorance 
who knew not the etiquette of the imperial court went into 
a comer and made improper expressions of dissatisfaction 
and complaint to Kumar Ram Singh His brainless head 
led him to make a tumult The Emperor order^ that he 
should return to his lodging -that Kumar Ram Singh 
should moke him alight in a house near his own pavilhon 
and bring his son Sambha with him self to the audience and 
that Kulad Khan should watch him in view of the fraud and

A royal letter containing all these matters was sent to 
Raja Jai Singh [ 66 ] asking him to write what he considered 
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politic, SO that Shiva might be treated accordingly After 
two or three da^j's, this knave in terror of the Emperor’s 
wrath, turned to contriving some remedy, and beseeching 
the mtercession of the nobles, he professed submission and 
repentance About this time the despatch of Jai Singh was

As the Emperor had decided on going to Delhi, for 
transacting certain affairs, he sent in advance the Begam

At this time a, despatch of Tarbiyat Khan, who had 
been sent on an embassy to Persia was received, stating the 
wickedness of heart, folly, violence of temper, and unimagin- 
able haughtiness of the wretched Shah ’Abbas, and repoiting 
that he wished to go to Khurasan with a view to waging 
war After Tarbiyat Khan’s arnval at the Court, this 
matter was again communicated to the Emperor by him and 
other reporters The Emperor determined to punish this 
empt 3 ?--headed king, who wished to destroy the alhance 
between them ivithout any reason [57] AccordingE?- he 
first deputed Pnnce Muhammad Mu'azzam with Maharaja

there, and net as his caretakers till his arrival at the Court,

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On Thursday, the 19th December /13th Rajab, 
Dauishmand Khan was made Mir Bakshi vice Muhammad 
Amm Khan, and presented with a special robe and a jewelled 
pen-case At this time Khwaja Bahlol was appointed com- 
mandant of Gwalior vice Muhammad Mu^atamad Khan and 
received a robe, a horse, a dagger, and the title of Khidmat- 
gar Khan, while the title of Khidmatgar Khan was changed 
to Khidmatguzar Khan At this time it was learnt from 
the news-reports of Bengal that the wretched Assamese had 
a second time audaciously crossed their own frontier and 
attacked Gauahati on the boundary of Bengal, with a vast

personal attendant He was given the rank of a saih and 
graduall}^ through the help of Hasan "All Khan, rose to be 
an Amir and then a Khan and did splendid senuces At 
last he sank into sleep m the cradle of death [95]

Atish Khan went by command to the armv of 
Muhammad Azam Shah and brought to Court Muliam 
mad Hadi, son of Mix Khan He was at first kept in the 
custody of Ruhullah Khan and then in that of Salabat Khan 
On Friday, the 7th September /25th Ramzan he was ordered 
to be imprisoned m the fort of Danlatabad 
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On the 15th September/ 3rd Shawwal, as commanded 
His Majest 3 ^, the advance-tents of Shah ‘Alam Bahadur 
came out of Aurangabad, plajung sweet music, with the 
object of extirjjating the enem}^ in the direction of IConkan 
and Ramdarah and other lands of the Maratlias 

Dihr IChan Afghan died of severe illness He had 
fought well in many battles He was a powerful^ built man 
and of great strength He had a wonderful appetite, control 
over his clansmen, and good luck all thiough his life 

I shall now give some description of the tombs of the 
saints of the Faith and the village of Kllora. Fight kos 
from Aurangabad and three kos from the fcrt of Daulatabad 
are the blessed tombs of Shaikh Burhanuddin, Shaikh Zain-

wished to make it his capital, and removed the people of 
Delhi with their families to this place 

A short distance from here is a place named Ellora 
where in ages long past, sappers possessed of magical skill 
excavated in the defiles of the mountain spacious houses for 
a length of one kos On all their ceilings and walls many 
kinds of images with lifelike forms have been can.’^ed The 
top of the hill looks level, so much so that no sign of the 
buildings within it is apparent (from outside) In ancient 
times when the smful infidels had domimon over this 
countr 3 q certainly they and not demons (jmn) * were the 
bmlders of these caves, although tradition differs on the 
point , it was a place of worship of the tribe of false believers 
At present it is a desolation in spite of its strong founda- 
tions , it rouses the sense of warning (of doom) to those who 
contemplate the future (end of things). In all seasons, and 
particularly in the monsoons, when this hill and the plain 
below resemble a garden in the luxuriance of its vegetation 
and the abundance of its water, people come to see the place

DESCRIPTION OF THE CITY AND FORT OF AHI^IADNAGAR 

The fort of Ahmadnagar is situated on a plain , for 
giving it firmness and strength, the foundation of this hill- 
like foit has been sunk to the lowest stratum of the earth 
It would not be wrong to"sa 3 '- that this nail of the hill had 
been inserted to prevent earthquakes Around the fort is 
a champaign Within the fort are buildings and fresh 
gardens, under which cellars of great rarit 3 '- have been built 
Around tlie fort is a deep ditch ever full of water Two 
^nals come into the fort from outside [257] The city of 
Ahmadnagai is situated a quarter kos from the fort, it has 
no defensive wall. Former^ it was without an equal for 
its buildings, the abundance of canal water in every house, 
and the extent of habitation The late Danishmand Khan, 
who had passed some time here when he was a merchant, 
used to sa 3 '' that Ahmadnagar excels Kashmir in man 3 ^ 
points In the environs of the city are the gardens of 
Farah-bakhsb and Bihisht-bagh, which present a wonderful 
siiectacle They were built by Salabat Khan during the 
period of the insanity of Murtaza Nizamulmulk, in his 
name In order to preserve their memory I shall give the 
length and breadth of these two gardens and a description 
of their buildings which are rare 

The garden of Farah-bakhsli is 2000 zii'a in length and 
breadth (alike) which makes (the area) 278 htghas In the 
middle of it is a reservoir 6^ zi^a (square), which makes 
the area 19 bighas An underground channel brings water 
to it from the foot of the hill In the centre of the reservoii 
IS a lofty and wonderful building in two storeys, having 
160 htcpa (rooms) and a high cupola Archers practise 
shooting at its summit Bihisht-bagh is 312 zii '‘a in length 
and breadth ahke which makes the area 100 high as In the 
middle is an octagonal reservoir, which is also fed with canal 
water In the centre is a building now in rums On the bank 
of the reservoir are a charmmg building and a neat Turkish 
bath, fit for the lesidence of elegant people 

Five kos from the fort is a halting place {manzil), 
kuovm as Manjar Samba or Manzil Saba It is said that a 
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liigh building has been constructed in the uaist of the hill 
J he fouiUain of the garden leaps up of itself incessantly to a 
ilcii'Iit of 100 \ards, throu^jh tbe force of the miter that 
tonics from a spnng in the lull The Emperor [268] visited 
this noutr of the earth and ordered the ruined houses to 
he rcixurcd The tomb of Salabat Khan situated on the top 
of the hiJJ, IS a uonderful buMng The climate of this 
tract IS not \er\ hot at night one has to use cmerlels

As the Emperor had ordered that Muhammad M'asum 
and Muhammad J'afar, seivants of Haidarabad, who were 
stainng in the imperial camp as euvo 5 !'s, should lodge m the 
quarters of Ihtainam Khan, kotwal, and that the letters 
the}'- wrote to Haidarabad and leceived from that place, 
should be first shown to the Khan, and [260] that he 
should report to the Emperor if he found an 3 'thing worth 
reporting, spies worked hard to get news (of the enein37-) 
As the time for the destruction of the Haidarabadi ruler 
had come near, a letter from Abul Hasan reached his 
servants, sa 3 nng “His Majest}^ is a great man, and has 
acted like the great up to this time But now that finding 
Sikandar (‘Adil Shah) an orphan and powerless, he has 
besieged Bijapur and pressed him hard, it is proper that, 
besides the large ariii}'-^ of Bijapur, Raja Sambha should 
exert himself with a coiintless host to aid this helpless kmg 
from one side, and I should appoint 40,000 tr under the 
command of Khalilullah Khan Palang-hamla to conduct the 
war, and see on which side the Emperor can encounter and 
resist his man}'' enemies You, who have been detained 
near the kotwali chabutia, should not be alarmed at the 
news, as 3 ''Our release would come about soon” The Khan 
sent this letter to the Emperor Therefore on Sunda};-, the 
28th June, 1685 /6th Shaban, the Prince was sent against 
Haidarabad, receiving a special robe, a jewelled dagger, a 
muttaka, and twent 3 r horses His sons and high o£S.cers 
were favouied with robes, jewels, horses, elephants, and 
promotion On the 15th Juty/23rd_Shaban Ruhullah Khan, 
coming from Bijapur was sent to Ahmadnagar in the place 
of Firuz Jang Bahadur Kamgar Khan became darogha of 
the retinue vice Khanahzad Khan, and Mukhtar Khan 
darogha of the stable vice the first-named and was sent on 
Sunda}'-, the 19th Jul3r/27th Shaban, to convey a dagger 
having a jasper hilt with ‘ilaqa, [261] and phuj katdra to 
‘Azam Shah and a sm-arani of pearl, a punchhi, and rain- 
coat (farghal) for Pnnce Bidar Bakht Mughal Khan,

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Sliaban and Tarbiyat Khan, faujdar of Jaunpur on the 
10th /27th Shaban Mir *Abdul Kanm was punished for an 
offence by being removed from the darogha ship of jd naindz 
khdnah Muhammad Shanf khau^as of the tourmg camp 
(cor ) taking his place.

men of Haidarabad, not a soul remained ohve houses nver 
and plain became filled with the dead The same was the 
condition of the camp At night piles of the dead were 
formed round the Emperor s guarters Daily sweepers 
dragged them and flung them on the banl of the nver from 
suiinse to sunset The same thing happened every da^ and 
night The survivors did not hesitate to eat the camon of 
men and animals Kos after kos the eye fell only on monnds 
of corpses The incessant ram melted atvay the flesh and the 
slan otherwise the putnd air would have finished the 
business of the survivors After some months when the 
rams ceased the white ndges of bones looled from a 
distance like hillocks of snow Through the grace of God 
to the survivors the rams abated, the violence of the nver 
ceased and provisions came from the surrounding country 
In the place of Sardar Khan, karon ganj, Sayind Shanf 
Khan, son of Mir Sayyid Muhammad ^nauji, the spiritual 
gmde of Shah Jahan and an honest able and accomplished 
man was appointed Thanks to the gracious aim of the 
Emperor the custodian of the livelihood of the people, the 
scaraty wis removed, and cheapness restored

• * • [293] The Pnnee m spite of Ins excellent under 
standing, reason and imagination was so misled bj his 
bad companions and evil counsellors that the Emperor 
apprehended from him mischief and disloyalty, uhich was 
likely to cause affliction to the Pnnee himself and disgiwt 
to the Emperor s min d For some time he overlooked the 
Prince’s conduct, not wishing such a scandal to be made 
public But when the Bijapur undertaking vvas thrown into 
confusion some men who used to conve} secretly message

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of his disloyal servants viz , Mumin Khan darogha of 
artillery, ‘Aziz Afghan, Multafat Khan the second bakhshi, 
and Brindaban Pnrfan (the cunning) were ordered to be 
expelled from the camp The damp of wisdom and far- 
sightedness had been extinguished in the Prince’s council 
bj'' all this darkness of evil fortune (i e , eml counsellors) 
And in conducting the war against Haidarabad, hejwas 
overcome by the fraudulent seductions of the foolish Abul 
Hasan [294] Gradually the letters which used to be sent 
into the fort of Golkonda through the medium of the secret- 
writer of the trenches, fell into Firuz Jang’s hands And 
other signs of disloyalty bore witness to the tiuth of the 
matter One night the Khan went from his lodgings to the 
Fmperor and showed the letters, and conidnced the Fmperor 
of the Prince’s self-will, and various acts cf disobedience and 
dislo3^alt3'' The Fmperor summoned Hayat Khan, younger

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cash, twenU* Aiab [297] ‘Iiaqi, Tiiiki and Ciitchi horses, 
and two clcplianls Malik Miinawwai, Shaikh Lad, Shaikh 
‘Abdullah and his sons, and some of his relatives got high 
titles, lanks, — none less than 4:-hacau, — lobes, banners, 
keltlednims, horses, and elephants 

Asiiji Deccani, who was vSambha’s qiladar of Salhir, 
had audience, receniug a lobe, a standaid, a lugh, kettle- 
diuins, a horse, an elephant, and 20,000 rupees Saibnland 
Khan brother of Sarfaiaz Khan wms given a standard, a

On Fiidai , the 20th May/lSth Rajab, Muhammad ‘All 
Khan, Khaii-i-saman, died He w'as noble-minded and 
generous , evervbody wlio went to him had his wish fulfilled

CAPTURE OF GOLKONDA FORT 

At midnight on Wednesday the 31st September/24th 
Zil Q the Bakhshi nl mulk wnth a party of heroes in 
eluding Bahadur Khan, and others on the look-out for an 
opportunity was walking round the fort when through the 
treachery of Sarandaz Kljan Batni Bijapun who had 
deserted to the irapenal service before the capture of 
Bijapur ind afterwards joined Abul Hasan and become his 
trusted officer they entered the fort thro^h a back door 
(khirki) close to the old entrenchment The Pnnee -who 
was «ta 3 nng at the nver that flows at the foot of tlie fort 
m order to support this corps now reached the entrenchment 
and struck up the music of victory The Bakbshi nl mulk 
reached the haveli of Abul Hasan, and in spite of the frantic 
opposition of him and his compamons captured and brought 
him away to the presence of the Pnnee Abdul Wab, son of 
Shaikh 'Abdus saraad J afar Khaui muushi of the [300] 
Emperor presented a quatrain embodying the date • • 
Out of his innate graciousness Azam Shall refrained from 
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ordering tins doomed man to be given the due meed of Ins 
acts, but, with the Emperoi’s permission brought him to 
his (the Prince’s) own tent At the end ot the same day, 
he took him to the Empeioi’s quaiteis. That captive in 
the prison of eiror, aftei being fieed fiom the tenor which 
filled Ins heart, was lodged in a tent pitched for him, 
he fell uiidci the Emperor’s giacioiis indiffeience instead 
of wrath 

Thank God that such a stioiig foit w'as captuied in the 
space of eight inonths and a few’ days What a marvel that 
after one I'ear’s interval, in the same month two forts whose 
fall had not been pieviously niiagmed as possible were 
captured Mii ‘Abdul Kanin found out the date of tins 
wonderful conquest in the words “Conquest of the fort of 
Golkonda, God bless it’’* and was praised for it 

I shall now describe the stiength of this fort, the charms 
of this cit}^ and the climate of tins country In former 
times Golkonda [301] was called Mangal , its Raja w’as 
named Dev Rai After him it was cajituied by the 
Balinianis. Aftei the fall of the Bahinani d}’nast 3 ’', the 
fort was taken iiossession of b\’^ ‘Ah Naqi Qutbul-miilk, 
a gliulam of Sultan Mahmud Bah mam, wdio w’as in 
charge of it The fort is situated on a hill, the summit 
of w’lncli pierces the armoui of the sk}^ like the blade 
of a sw’ord The celestials meet the tenestrials here 
None but ‘Alaingii cvei conquered this fort On no 
side has it aii}’ ledge that might suppl^'^ a handle for the 
noose of the faiicj'^ of capturing it to raise itself But it had 
a hillock which might have helped a vei*}’’ great general to 
attack it successful Before Ins accession to the throne 
when Aniaiigzib invaded this couiitiy but afterwaids gra- 
ciously paiadoned ‘Abdullah Outb-ul-mulk, he, in the 
thought that Auraiigzib might return, bmlt a strong fort 
round tins hillock and included it wnthiii the foit of 
Golkonda, and thus gained securit}^ ‘ ’ ’ 

The city of Haidarabad is situated tw’o kos from the 
fort of Golkonda, it w^as founded b 3 ^ Muhammad Quli 
Qutb-ul-mulk, [302] wdio w’as infatuated by the courtezan 
Bhagmati and named the city Bhagnagar after her After- 
wards It got Its present name Now that it has been 
annexed to the Empire, turned into an additional subah of 
the Deccan, it has been named Dar-ul~]ihad Haidarabad It 
is a very pleasant place, delightful to the body and the mind 
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The cultnated area is more extensive than fancy can 
picture, the houses higher than one can imagine the air 
IS OT moist, the fountains so pure and flowing, and the 
lerdure so fresh that you may think that the lowers and 
Jierbs of the Jand have the colour of emerald and ruby • * • 
It would lenK reguire another volume to descnbe m 
detail the coming of the Haidarabadis to the imperial Court 
their gainmg of mansabs from seven Jiazan to 6 sadi and 
tlie admission into the impenaJ service of professional men, 
men of skill and arbsans of evtry kind 

On Mondav the 2Gth September/29th Zil Q 
Muhammad Kam Baklish was made subahdar of Berar He 
had been a 10 hazan (6 000 tr ), and now recei\’ed an 
increment of 6 000 tr ‘Umdat n] mujk Asnd Khan and 
Firuz Khan each received an increment of a hazar tr and 
became a 7 hazan (same tr ) Mahabat Khan was promoted 
bv the addition of a /wzdr zat (1000 tr ) His grandson 
[S03j Muhammad Mansur newly come from Persia 
{vilayet] y had audience and received the title of Mnkarmmat 
Khan and the rank of IJ-lwron (1000 ti ) ‘Abdullah 
adopted son (kliafula) of Abul Hasan got the rank of 
4~hazart (same tr ) Lntfollah Khan was a 2 hazan (1000 tr ) 
and now got an increment of 200 troc^ers Muhammad Yar 
Khan got an increment of 5 sadt and became a 2-hazarr 
(SOO tr ) Mir Muhammad Amin son of Mir Bahauddm 
brother s son to Qahch Khan dec^sed came to the irapenal

CONQUEST OF THE LAND OF SAGAR 

When the Empeioi’s mind was fieed fiom the tasks 
of occup 3 ’ing the spacious kingdom of Haidarabad, taking 
possession "of all its forts, sending administiatois and 
legiilators on all sides and granting intei view’s and posts to 
the Haidarabadi officeis, he sent a large aini}’- under 
Khanahzad Khan, son of Riihullah Khan, against the land 
of Sagai This countn’ is situated betw’een Bijapiir and 
Haidarrdiad, and Pam Nayak of tribe of Dhedli is its 
iiiftimous 1 uler Fortune likes to favour the mean and the 
servile, and so this utterly worthless infidel, low’ei than the 
meanest of tribes in eveiy generation from grandfather to 
fathei, uplifted his [305] airogaiit head in authority ovei 
this coiintr}' By reason of his commanding 12,000 tr and 
one lakh of mfantiy and his possessing some strong forts, 
especialh’ the place of his residence, wdiich w’as one of the 
famous strongholds of the time, he held up his head as the 
equal of the kings of Bijapur and Haidaiabad None could 
extirpate him Nay more, Muslims adoimg him as a leader 
considered him as their mediator and defender in evil daj'-s, 
so that at the siege of Bijapiir he had the audacity to send 
6,000 fighting footmen, wnth provisions carried on the head, 
wdio w’ere slain b}?- Firiiz Jang, as has been already narrated 
And also at the siege of Golkonda he had repeatedly aided 
the Haidarabadis and thereby made his owm dowmfall sure 

Khanahzad Khan was instructed that if this misguided 
man agreed to visit the Emperor he should not take steps 
to desolate his country or slay and imprison his subjects, 
otherwise he should serv^e him right The Khan hastened 
to the countr}’- and wakened him from the sleep of pride, by 
sending the imperial order to him As the people of his

I ha\e no space to inenlioii the luimbei less strong foits 
which were conqneicd hv the imperial officers dining this 
time As the conclusion of the alTaii of the lebel Rajaram 
Jat under the cominand of Miihamni.id Bidar Bakht and the 
snpcrMsion of Khan Jahan Bahadin Zafai Jang and othei 
lieioes, was a grand event, and as gieat feats weiepci- 
formed, much activity displaied and large sums spent in it, 
I ought to narrate a little of it On Saturday, the 11th 
August /3rd, Shawm al, the Emperoi leaint from the new's- 
wTiters of tins aimy that the infernal dog had gone to hell 
through a gun-shot, on Wednesday the 4th July /15th 
Ramzan, the neighbourhood had been cleaied of the rebel 
inlidels, and vast multitudes of people w'eie praising and 
blessing the Emperor for giving them peace [312] On the 
5th Septcmbei, 1688/1 9th Zii Q, the lebel’s head w^as 
brought to the Emperor 

Kamgar Khan w'as married to the daughter of Sa 3 ^ 3 nd 
Miizaffai Haidarabadi, and received from the Emperor a 
lobe, a horse, and a salna wwth 10,000 lupees I'timad 
Khan, brother’s son of ‘Ala-ul-mulk Fazil Khan leceived 
the post of Khan-i-samau of the Emperor’s household vice 
Kamgar Khan, and an increment of 500 (100 tr ) making 

him a 9i-haza]i (400 tr ), a kalgi and ^asa of jasper Mirza 
Mii'izz got the title of Musavi Khan and the post of daftar- 
dar-i-tan vice him Khwaja ‘Abdur Rahim Khan became 
ba 3 mtat vice Muhasaii Khan, Mu^atamad Khan succeeded 
him as darogha of dagh and taslnha ITiqad Khan on the 
death of his wufe (the daughter of Amir-ul-iiimra Shaista 
IChan) received a special robe and a dagger Abul Hasan 
Haidarabadi had three daughters b 3 ^ the imperial command 
the first w^as man-ied to Sikandar Bijapun, the second to 
Muhammad ‘Umar son of Shaikh Muhammad Naqshband 
of Sirhind; the third, to ‘Umdat-ul-mulk Asad Khan’s [313] 
son ‘Inayet Khan wdio received a lobe, a horse, an elephant, 
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nnd a sahra MukUis klnn, Mir 5tisli. was seat to bniiF 
the Hater of Uie nver Krishna to the city of Biiapur b\ an 
aqueduct and ms presented tntli a dagger 

Fizl ‘AJi son of that Murshid Quli Khan ^\lio was n 
sen ant of tlie daj s of pnnce hood became a Klnn and new s 
w nter of tlie / ac hart of the High Hiwan When conferring 
tlie title tJie Kmperor saad ‘Ash hiin if he mnts to ha\e 
‘khan added to his name or lus father s title The man 
for certain reasons (of his own) chose the title of Fazl ‘Ah 
Khan The Fmperor said My parents and I are the sacn 
fice of ‘Ah (Qtirbdn i ^Alt) Tell this fool Ah is gone you 
mil be Quli Fazl QuJi Khan is better T remember other 
reniarhs of His Majesty suited to this subject A courtier 
of Indnn ongm made suit that two house hold slaves had 
finished memorizing the ^urdfi and hoped to be permitted to 
recite it to His Majesty The Emperor ordered them to be 
brought to him at night When they appeared and the 
courtier said The sons of so and so ire present His 
Majesty remarked ‘ Hon t ntter the name of a heretic 
(Shi a) The courtier was surprised and said, *T was 
speaking of so and so The Emperor replied Well if 
Toa don t beliei'e me asl the names of both He rreot 
out asked and reported “The> are called Hasan ‘Ah and 
Husain ‘All The Emperor retorted M> parents and I 
are the sacrifice of AIi What connection h'lve Hindustanis 
with this name ?

inukarrar iicc Siadat Khan Prince Daulat afra died and 
b\ command was buned in the tomb of ‘All Adil Klinti 
Bijapun InayetuJlah, mushnf of the jewcllen -depart 
ment became l6i3n i saman of the household of 2inat un 
nisa Begam Lnshkar Khan, son of khan Jahan 
jahani who had the title of Munawivur Klian was aPIJintcd 
defender of Bijnpur Harmduddin Khan son of bardnr 
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Khan, became daroglia o£ fil-klianah vice Ins father , he was 
a 5-sadi, and now received an increment of 100 troopers 

I shall now write about the victories of Prince ‘Azam 
Shah and Firuz Jang The Prince after taking leave of the 
Emperor for punishing Sambha turned [315] his attention 
to the conquest of the fort of Belgaiim which was one of the 
strong forts belonging to Bijapur In a short time he put 
the garrison to hard straits by running trenches and bom- 
bardment Those foolish men had set up as their chief a 
bojq whose father had been governor on behalf of Bijapur 
but had died a short time before this When they found 
their efforts unavailing, and the imperialists firmly deter- 
mined, the}?- capitulated, and the fort with its dependencies 
was conquered and named ‘ Azam-nagai Through the 
kind mediation of the Prince, the boy made his bow at Court 
and received a suitable mavsah The Prince returned to 
Court as it was the season for going into quaiters (chhauni) 
Firuz Jang Bahadur who had been engaged in besieging the 
fort of Adoni, first invited the [Adilshahi] slave Mas‘aud 
'to visit the Emperor, but at last on seeing that the old fool 
•' chose the wrong path, he plundered and occupied the pros- 
perous districts of the country, burnt the wadi, slew the 
men who had boldly come out of the fort, ran trenches, 
fired guns and muskets, and so pressed the besieged hard 
[316] At last he came out of the fort with all humiliWj 
stating his demands, on the 6th August, 1688/8th Shawwal 
The fort was renamed Imtidzgarh 

When Khan Firuz Jang’s despatch announcing the 
conquest arrived, the beaier and Siadat Khan wei-e rewarded 
with robes , the band played joyous notes , the courtiers 
made their bow of invoking blessmgs The Emperor in his 
infinite mercy gave the wretch Mas‘aud the title of Khan 
the ranlv of 1-hazdri (same tr ) and the faujdan and jagirdari 
of Moradabad, and ordeied that he should accompany the 
army of Firuz Jang Khan till he left the Deccan His sons 
and relatives were highly favoured Firuz Jang Khan after 
taking possession of the materials in the fort and the 
regulation and occupation of the neighbourhood, reached the 
court on Monday, the 19th November /5th Safar, and was 
rewarded for his excellent senuces [317] Ttiniad Khan, 
Khan-i-saman, got the title of Fazil Khan and Mir Husain, 
son of Amanat Khan got his father’s title

Khan Tiruz Jang, on return from the capture of 
Jmtivgarh staged at Court for a few days and nas then 
sent to extirpate the inhdel The Emperor resohed to 
nnrch in aid of the Pnncc Fnday, the 14th December/ 
isc J\abi A , uns chosen os the dnj for starting, and porters 
^ho hnd gone to distant parganahs irere sammoned hick 
to the Court 


In the middle of the month of Muhamm (10th October 
—14th November 168B) a temble plague broke out and 
earned off men The health of the people t»ecame impaired 
and ruined bv dechning from their normal condition 
Jo^ous practices ceased All sat down m mourning Death 
w anted to remo^ e the seed of hiiinan kind altogether from the 
uorld I cannot say that the great Dav of Judgment had 
come, but this was a dav of doom at the power of which 
great and small alike lost their lives • • * [818] 

A bubo appeared in the armpit or the comer of the thigh 
high fever and uncousaoosness raged the treatment of 
phvsicians produced no effect Few men lived through two 
days but most died \nthm two or three days Even those 
who lived and had lost no dependant on seeing the prevailing 
state of things considered themselves as dead How fine 
would it have been if this thought had remained in the mind 
m times of prospcntyl In short none looked after any 
body else everywhere the cry rose ‘ My ewn self 1 my own 
self I The half -dead people abstain^ from all worldlv 
works and affairs and lay in expectation of death every hour 
Among the victims were the Emperor s parastar the old 
and devoted hand maid Anrangabadi Mahal Mnhammadi 
Raj the son of Maharaja Jaswant Smgh, who hnd been 
brought up in the imperial harem and attained to the age of 
thirteen years and a high utafisab Fazil Khan Sadr and 
many other grandees The middle class men and the 
common people Muslims and infidels who died cannot be 
numbered but are conjectured to have been not less than a 
lakh Many were afflicted by disorder of the bnun or lost 
the use of their eyes tongues and ears Among the highe^ 
Finiz Jang Bahadur received injury in his eyes Who spoke 
or heard anything of the phght of the common TOple/ 
Histonans have not recorded any such havoc in any fonuer 
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age Tlie oldest man living has not seen oi heard of such 
an epidemic, which lasted foi two months ’ ‘ [319] 

In the midst of such a destruction the Emperor, rel 3 ung 
on the help of God, came out of Bijapui on the above-men- 
tioned date with strength of lieait and firmness of purpose 
Piaised be God that aftei one week of violence the epidemic 
began to abate. Through the grace of God, the Emperor 
marched to Akluj As accoiding to the ph 3 'siciaiis the e 3 ^e 
of Firiu Jang Khan was not likeh’- to be healed soon, the 
Pniice alone was sent ofi' wnth the arin 5 ’ to the countiy of 
the eiieni 3 ’- [Sambha] 

CAPTURE AND EXECUTION OF SAMBH\ 


While the Empeioi [320] was sta 3 ''i]ig at the afoiesaid 
place for transacting certain affairs, the ears of the w^orld 
w'ere gladdened b3’’ a happ 3 ^ new'S from the invisible world 
The merr 3 ' music of victor 3 ’-, w^hich the ears of the Muslims 
had been expecting, resounded through the sky Peace and 
safet 3 )’ w^ere restoied through the blessings of the justice 
and virtues of the Emperor Disturbance sank dowm Satan 
w'^as chained To speak more plainl 3 % thiough the power 
of the Emperoi ’s fortune, the infernal infidel Sambha w^as 
made prisoner b 3 ^ the arm 3 '' 

Shaikh Nizam Haidarabadi, sui named Muqaiiab 
Khan, a brave general wdio wuth his sons and relatives 
enj*o3^ed among themselves the lanks of 26-hazd7i (21,000 
tr ) m recognition of his military capacit 3 q had been 
appointed from Bijapur before this to capture fort Parnala, 
wduch w^as m the enemy’s possession Like a piudent and 
w^atchful man, he had sent spies to bring in news of the 
infidel Suddenl 3 ’’ they brought to him the true new’^s that 
Sambha, on account of his feud wuth the family of the 
Shirkes; who were connected wuth him b 3 ^ kinship, had gone 
from Rain to fort Khelna, and after making a settlement 
wuth that famity, and gaimng composuie of mind about 
provisioning this fort, he had gone to Sangameswar [321] 
w’-here his minister Kavi-kalas had constructed gardens and 
lofty buildings, and was there engaged in meniment and 
pleasure Attended hy a part 3 '^ of honour-seeking devoted 
followers, the Khan out of devotion -to the Emperor, in utter 
disregard of his life started from Kolhapur, from wFich the 
25 
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nbo\'c place uas forty five kos distant, and the path full of 
hill tops and passes so difficult and dangerous that travellers 
haNc not seen the like of them on earth He made forced 
marches Altliough tlie spies of Sarabha informed him that 
the Mughal armj was coming, that man lnto^ncated with 
the mne of foll 3 and pnde had them beheaded b^ giving the 
signal of a frown and sajnng ‘You heedless men, ion are 
mad Can a Mughal force nmx’e here ? ’ The Khan after 
patiently enduring much foligne suddenly came upon 
fcanibha w itli the speed of lightning or the w ind that cursed 
wretch charged him with the support of fourordve thousand 
Decaim spearmen, Kau kalas iras acadentallj hit by an 
arrow and fled After a httJe hght Sambha ctmcealed him 
self in a hole in the mansion of Kavi kalas m the hope that 
none had noticed lum Spies gave correct information to 
tlie Klian as to lus hiding place The Khan xnthont pur 
suing tlic fugitix'es, surrounded the /lavclt ffis son IkhJas 
Khan entered b^ the steps irith a companj of heroes and 
dragged that low felloxv and Kavi kalas bj the hair to the 
elephant ridden b} the Khan [822]

Twenty five of his chief folloxvers with their mves and 
daughters were made pnsoners This news reached the 
Emperor at Akluj w^ch wos henceforth named As a4 
uagar He ordered Hamiduddiu Khan son of Sardar Klian 
the prox'ost marshal (s/m/inn) of the camp to hasten to 
Muqarrab Khan and bring the captive chamed and 
manacled The victorious Khan came out of the countiy 
{in safety) by prudent management, and through the good 
luck of ‘ Al nmg ir none of the infidel chiefs made any effort 
(to rescue the prisoner) On Friday the 16th February 
1689/6th Jamad A when the imperial ann> after march 
mg from As adnagar had encamped at Bahadurgarh 
Sambha was brought to the court The Emperor out of his

was without exaggeration the shah-i-haiat because nobod}^ 
slept till moniing for the pleasuie of seeing the spectacle, 
and the^day was like the day of Td because all men old and 
5 ’'oung went out to see such a scene of 303 ^ and happiness In 
short, this man, who deseiwed a degrading paiade and execu- 
tion, was taken lound the whole camp, and then [323] 
bi ought to the Emperor, who was sitting in the Hall of 
Public Audience He ordered him to be removed to the 
2)1*15011 of retribution That verj'' moment the Emperor 
descended fioin the tin one, and kneeling on the carpet of 
2 )ra 3 ?-er bowed his head to the giound in thanking God and 
laised his hands in pra 3 '’er to the Judge of Actions and 
Promoter of Hopes The cloud of the Manifestation of the 
handiwork of Providence was dissolved and drops of Marvel 
(at God’s power) fell from his far-sighted e 3 *es {Verse) 

The peak of his cap is in high heaven, [and 3 '^et] 

His head is ever bowed down to the earth 111 reveience 

As Sambha had previously ignored the value of 
imperial mercy, and fled first from the Emperor’s court in 
the compan 37 ' of his father, and the second time from the late 
Dilir Khan, therefore that very night his e 3 >'es were deprived 
of the 2 )ower of seeing, and the next day the tongue of the 
deceitful speaker Kavi-kalas (was cut out) ‘ ‘ [324] 

Where was Sambha in his heaven-facing stronghold of 
Rain ' and where was his present disgrace and captivit 3 ^ in 
retribution for his ingratitude > Of the vanous verses 
embodying the date composed 63 !^ rhetoncians, that of 
Tnayetullah, the agent of ‘Azam Shah, viz , 

“Sambha became a prisoner with wife and son’’, [best] 
expresses the event, and it was accepted by all His captor 
was rewaided for this splendid service with the title of 
Khan-i-Zaman Path Jang, a reward of 50,000 rupees, a 
special and resplendent robe, a horse with jewelled saddle 
and saz, a dagger, a dhup, with jewelled pwdalah, and 
promotion raising him to the rank of 1-hazdn (same tr ) 
Of his sons, Ikhlas Khan got the title of Khan-i-‘Alam, a 
robe, and promotion making him a 5-hazdn (same tr ), 
Shaikh Miran the title of Muiiawwar Khan and Shaikh 
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Abdullah that of Ikhtisas Khan Ihtaram Khan and other 
relatives and companions of the Khan each got a robe and a 
maiuab In consideration of the harshness and insult that 
he had practised by sla^nng and imprisoning Muslims and 
plundenng the cities of Islam, the destruction of this racked 
infidel preponderated o\er the reasons for ket-ping him ali\’e 
[326] and the deasion of the masters of the Holy Law and 
Faith and the counsel of the dignitanes of the Church and 
State ^^ere in favour of despatching this hellish robber 
Therefore after the amval of the Emperor at Koregaon 
on Sundaj the 3rd March /21st Jamad A he ivas executed

I shall finish the account of this matter by narrating an 
event which was the preface to the Emperor s success Be 
fore this when the capture of Sambha never come on the 
tongues of the people and was regarded as an ;mpossibihtj 
Say 5 nd Path Muhammad one of the sons of Mir Saj'yid 
M^ammad Gisudaraz who after spending his long life 
in the military profession had taken to retirement in his 
home at AhsanabSd Gulbarga and whose son Savyid Badi* 
ullah (whose forehead indicated his ascetinsm and goodness 
and fitness to be the successor of a saint) had been appomted 
successor at the saint s own tomb by the Emperor on account 
of his devotion to the saints of olden times and loudness to the 
members of this family and who had been granted the 
sairghul (rent free land) of some fertile ullages besides 
[326] la\rish — came to the camp intemeu’ed the 

Emperor who loved hermits and narrated ' I ha\e often sat 
in prayer face to face with the illuminated tomb with a view 
to [fore 1 seemg the end of this infidel s career One night I 
dreamt that I was travelling m order to visit holy places, and 
was passing over a hill difficult to traverse A party was 
setting np poles They asked me “IVhere are you going ? 

I made my wish known They said * A hog has established 
himself in this hill for a long time past You too should 
exert yourself ivith us to catch him After dawn it struck 
me that I should soon come to the army and take part in 
this holy war till the completion of the affair of the wa^ed 
infidel The Emperor was greatly delighted to hear 
words and showed respect to and conferred favours on the 
Sayyid In less than ten days the ^nsh of the people 
graUfied The ver> da> that the news of Sambha s 
reached the Emperor he summoned the Sa\wid and after 
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giving liiin good wishes and pecunuuj^ aid permitted him to 
depait waj^ of showing gratitude foi this wonderful 

\uctoi 3 '^, ten thousand lupees weie sent to the blessed tomb 
for the poor and the attendants 

On Tuesda}^ the 2nd April /21st Jamad S , the 
Einpeior left Koregaon to see the fort of Islamabad or 
Chakna Prince Muhammad ‘Azam, who was encamped 
five kos in front of it, came there and had inter\uew That 
da}’^ after bidding faiewell to the Pi nice [327] His Majesti^ 
leturned to his mansion 

One of the events of this auspicious 3 ^ear was the 
capture of the chiefs who had accompanied Rama [Rajaram] 
in his adversit 3 ’- This infidel, the 37^ounger brother of 
Sambha, had been kept in prison bi^ the latter After 
Sambha’s death he became chief and gained some authont 3 ^ 
in Rain Befoie the capture of Ram, while Zulfiqar 
Khan was pressing the besieged vei 3 ’ haid, he disguised 
himself as a yogi and fled from the foil (Pe?5e9) 

Behold this cowaid, who will never 
See the face of good fortune 
He sought his own personal ease, 

He left his wife and son in distress 

When this news was confiimed b 3 ^ the letters of spies, 
the Emperor issued orders to ‘Abdullah Khan Barha, — ^who 
after he had acted for some time as the deput 3 ’' of Bakhshi- 
ul-mulk Ruhullah Khan when the latter was summoned to 
Haidarabad, and had become himself Subahdar of Bijapur, 
and had then by the Emperor’s command gone to capture 
two strong forts m the dependencies of Bijapur, — ^now to 
capture Rama if he wandered on that side Spies brought 
to him the true news that Rama [Rajaram] lay concealed 
for some time, but had now gathered about 300 followers 
of the rank of chiefs, [328] and after passing within a few 
kos of that place had entered within the frontiers of the Ram 
of Bidnur The Khan deferring to another time the 
capture of the forts, first sent his eldest son Hasan ‘All 
quickty in that direction, and himself making forced marches 
for three da 3 rs and nights reached the enemy at night within

At the beginning of the Emperor 5 dispJea^ure the 
Prince and his sons were not allowed even to cut the hair 
their heads Si\ months passed m this way Khidmat 
Khan nazir who hod been naib of Shah Jahan, and could 
spcah boldly in consideration of his old semces, urged this 
matter before the Emperor beyond Imnt At that time the 
Emperor only ordered the Pnnce to be reformed [by 
punishment ] After a time when the violence of his

THt SAD CONDUCT OP KAji DAKHSH 


‘Umdat ul mulk after conquering the fort of Nandiyal 
in Kadapa district, which is the frontier of Kamatak 
Haidarabadi had encamped The Prmce was sent from the 
Court to capture fort Wagmgera m company with Bakhshi 
nJ mulk Bairamand Khan [855] and engaged in the work 
When Bakhshi ul mulk Ruhullah Khan was appointed to 
this task the Pnnce by command turned to reinforce 
Umdat ul mulk When he arrived at Kadapa, an impenal 
order was received directing him and ‘Umdat ul mulk to go 
to the aid of Zulfiqar Khan Bahadur Nasrat Jang, who was 
besieging Jmji and who had been put to hard straits by the 
assembling of the enemy and the failure to get provisions 
The Pnnce in ins pnde of youth and under the influence 
of the evil counsels of flatterera and his disinclination to 
listen to the words of experienced and far seeing men 
travelled all the long way from beginning to end, stage by 
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stage on horseback, the journey including hunting and 
visiting (noted) places Bahramand Khan utilising his oppor- 
tunities, pleased the Pnnce by his smoothness (of tongue) 
and gentleness, and left for the Court ‘Umdat-ul-mulk, 
mspite of his great weakness and the mfirmities of age, had to 
undergo trouble and hardship in obser\ung proper etiquette, 
and travelled all the way on horseback in constant sadness 
But as the kernel of complaint turns into the grain of vexa- 
tion in the soil of friendship, and the result of mutual opposi- 
tion IS calamity and disgrace, the ill-feehng between the 
partisans of the two chiefs grew stronger The displeasure 
and bitterness on the two sides increased through the inter- 
vention of bad men When the army came near Jinji, Nasrat 
Jang Khan advanced to welcome the Pnnce, and had audi- 
ence The Pnnce sat in the audience-hall [356] ‘Umdat-ul- 
mulk, Nasrat Jang, and Sarfaraz Khan got permission to sit 
down, Kashkar Khan, son of Say^ud Khan Jahan of Barha 
had expected equahty of treatment with Nasrat Jang, but on 
being disappointed in that hope, left the audience-hall in 
anger, and never again went to interview the Pnnce The 
servants of the Pnnce alleged to Bashkar Khan that this 
incident was due to the machination of the father and the 
son, while these [two] generals made him believe that it 
was owing to the Pnnce ’s disfavour All the materials for 
ill-feeling and malignity were thus assembled, and these 
things increased the imtabihty and disturbance in the 
mind of the Prince Meantime-, through the agency of 
some reckless fools, the Pnnce opened a secret corres- 
pondence with Rama -{Raj aram] in the fort The enemy 
were greatly encouraged by this occurrence and practised 
mischief-creating and deception and nusled the Pnnce 
Nasrat Jang who watched every direction and paid one 
thousand rupees daily to his spies in the fort, learnt the 
truth about this secret affair, and the father and the son 
wrote to the Bmperor ab9ut the state of affairs and were 
permitted, at their request, to station Rao Dalpat Bundela 
in constant attendance at the Pnnce’ s residence, and to 
forbid the Prince’s nding, holding court, and the ingress and 
egress of strangers without the penmssion of ‘Umdat-ul- 
mulk The quarrel became public The spies within the 
fort repeatedly sent news that the Pnnce m concert with his 
wicked servants [367] wanted to enter the fort on a dark 
night, by reason of his difference with ‘Umdat-ul-mulk and 
Nasrat Jang The father and the son being shaken by their

reinforcement of Santa A great confusion occurred Nasrat 
Jang hastened the work of \nthdnwal from the trenches 
the large guns Mere (mckli zadah) damaged bj hnmmenng 
nails into their toueh holes and hanng arranged his men 
he earned off all the propertt to the camp At this time the 
cnemi in great confidence jo^ , and \ngour snrromided 
Nasrat Jang in a bods of one lakh of horsemen and infantry 
The (Pnnee s) camp was two kos and the fort wall only a 
quarter kos from the place The audacity of the infidels 
was beyond measure and death faced the Muslims At this 
time the Khan Bahadur and all the other commanders had 
not inth them more than [368] 2,000 troopers The Khan 
rel 3 ang on God s help and keeping the Emperor in his 
remembrance joined the battle with a loud cry The heroes 
made brave charges a ^reat give and take buttle was fought 
About three thousand infantn of the enemj were slam by 
the Islamic ghazis, and three hundred cavalrv too The 
Khan Bahadur on an elephant drove them back to the door 
of the- fort the garrison shut the gate In this conflict one 
thousand infantry of the enemy perished The impenaUsts 
gained the victorj and the enemy took to flight The 
Muslims captured one thousand mares n hich the enemv had 
left behind when fleeing to the fort About four hundred 
horses and four elephants of the victorious warriors were 
slain by cannonball and zambnrak fire And the same 
number of eager fighters from among the mmsabdars of 
the retinue and other corps became martyrs Fct were 
nnwounded After such a great victory the Khan Bahadur 
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arrived at the camp at the end of the day, and met ‘Umdat- 
ul-mulk As the}'- had learnt that the Prince and his 
advisers had formed the plan of imprisoning the father and 
the son when thc}^ would come to visit him, the two rode 
out and unceremonious!}'- entered the Prince’s house and in 
fidelity to their master, took their master’s son [359] into 
their custody Next da}'- the Khan Bahadur reassured and 
cheered all the members, great and small, of the army, and 
made them happy by the presentation of elephants, horses, 
robes and cash reu ards He gamed victories (several) times 
over the enemy As grain was exhausted and the troops 
had not the strength to stand up, he made some sortn^f truce 
with the enemy, marched away to the imperial dominions, 
and halted At this time orders were received from the 
Emperor commanding that the Prince should be sent to 
Court with Muharram Khan "Umdat-ul-mulk set out for 
the Court The Khan Bahadur [Nasrat Jang] returned 
after four months, again laid siege to the fort, and pressed

On Wednesday, the 14th June 1693/20th Shawwal, 
Kam Bakhsh arrived at the Court, and through the 
mediation of Zmatunmsa Begam had an interview with the 
Emperor in the harem He presented one thousand mohars 
as nasai and the same number of rupees as msdi 

An imperial order was issued that no amir to whom a 
saipech of jewellery was granted should wear it except on 
Sunday , they should be content with it and should not make 
another {saipech) themselves and should not wrap their 
head [with any such unauthorised saipech] [360] 

On Sunday, the 13th August, 1693/21st Zil H , 
Khan Jahan BahMur Zafar Jang Kokaltash Khan, the

sheltenng him On Sunday the 6th November, 1093/16th 
Rabi A , Muhammad Walljah became a 7 hdzan (2,000 tr ) 
and was given a standard and kettledrums Khan Zamin 
Path jang, an officer of the Pnnee s army, had audience 
HaSam uT mnlk and Pazail Khan Mir Hadi, Mir Mtmshi, 
who had been sent bv the Emperor to the Pnnee for treating 
and soothing him respectively, returned with him and had 
audience The Emperor went once every day to see the 
Pnnee, and partook of the Pnnee s sick-<iiet with him and

possible to guard m37’ health and check the disease, and that 
he would feel satisfied if I took medicine, followed a strict 
regimen, and abstained from the thmgs that caused the 
disease I did not listen to the words of the deceased Two 
3 rears after his death I reached the brink ^ when I was about 
to go towards Jinji, this disease appeared Although Hakim 
Muhammad Shaf‘i, Hakim Muhammad Raza, and Hakim 
Muhammad Amin Sawji, worked hard, the disease became 
severer, till it came to this that the girth of my sleeve was 
increased to 14: gii a and yet I felt it as too bght The girth 
of the cloth of my drawers (patjama) was one yard and 
SIX gti a I abstained from whatever was fit to be given up 
Instead of water I drank essence of white succory and night- 
shade The doctors, as the37- were of good intention, used 
to say “the Prince does not abstain” [363] At night all 
gave up hopes of recovery and expected my skin to crack

great bemg, and felt ease of body He vanished I informed 
the Begam and other people and gave them the glad news 
of m 3 r recover 3 ^ That instant I felt inclination to pass 
water, passed two large ewer-fuls in one discharge, and felt

'commandment of God” That day passed Next day the 
Say 3 rids in a body sat down outside the Court of Justice 
The Bmperor ordered them to go to the Qazi-ul-quzat, whose 
decision according to the Holy Law would be carried out 
These fools cried out, “We wo’nt go to the Qazi We shall 
settle the matter with our enermes ” 

The Bmperor became angry on hearing these words , 
he rolled up his sleeves and cried out, “A gioup of men who 
have often been beaten by me and fdt m 3 ^ anger, dare give 
such a reply when asked to conform to the Holy Law ' Let

sit [3C7] No man durst now speak a word Saif Khan 
and Sayjnd Khan and other chiefs of the Sayyids like them, 
took refuge in the houses of influential grandees and pro- 
tested a thousand tunes ‘We were not m it luey 
remained under disfavour and removal from service for some 
tune, and were then reinstated through pebtioumg and 
mediation They restrained their breath in their throats 
and sat down on the knees of good manners On one of 
these days some twenty of the servants of Mu laznddm 
became rude to his diwan Fazl Ah Khan and like r nffians 
acted so violently that every one who tried to reason with 
them met with abuse only When it was reported to the 
Emperor, he ordered Harmdnddin Khan to go and punish 
these men, as the recent affau of the Sayyids had disgusted 
his mind When the Khan went there they did not withdraw 
but rushed mto the burning fire The capaaty of moths is 
well known , if a thousand of them collect together, they 
cannot fill a closed fist But when those few desperate 
men charged these thousand men, all of the latter were 
ahaken and they fled away imcontrollably At this tune the 
elephant of the Khan Bahadur frighten^ by the crowd and 
tumult, stampeded out of the field and ran for one kos 
towards the Badshahi gani The Khan saw before him a 
large tjiatched house m which gram was heaped up The 
instant the elephant came beside it, he coolly pimped down 
on it from his lunada [368] People pursued and brought 
back the elephant The Khan retnrned tc the battle on 
another remount Ultimately the men were destroved bj 
the fire of their own kindling

CHAPTER XXXIX 
89th Vn\K OF THE REIGN . HOG A H. 
5lli April, 1695 — 24th March, 1696 


The Emperor passed the month of Ramzan heie, as 
Brahmapnri was not fit for his residence (as yet) One da}^ 
Khan Jahan Bahadur Zafai Jang presented to the Emperor 
a small circular China euer in the Court house {'adalaigah), 
[371 ] sa^nng that it was the cup of Moses. The Emperor 
glancing at it, ga\e it to Piinccs Muhammad Muhzzuddin 
and jMuhammad 'Azim On its neck uere nisei ibed two lines 
of dra\Mngs ic‘^embling writing The Shahzadas said, 
“Tlieii this writing must be Hebrew’ ” The Khan Bahadur 
looking at the characters said, “I don’t know’ Hebrew^ or 
Hebrew The man who sold it gave this infoimation” 
The Emperor said “These aie letters, and the w’orkmanship 
is not bad” Many wonderful and fantastic anecdotes are 
curicnt among the people about this nierr 3 ’’ and virtuous 
Khaii But as the above incident happened in ni}^ presence, 
I write it as his memonal. 

The Emperor oidered Nazir Khidmatgai Khan with 
Khw'aja Manzur to take a special robe to Muhammad 
Mu‘azzam’s house, and bring him to the pra 3 ’'ei-room to 
make his bow’ for it He then came wnth the Emperor to the 
dnvan-i-‘adalat, offered tw’o-fold pra 3 ^ers and was permitted 
to kiss the feet . The Emperor kissed his forehead After 
being presented with a diamond saipech w’orth one lakh of 
rupees, a sw’ord, tw'^o horses with enamel and gold sdZj and 
an elephant wnth silver saz and taldn , he w’as sent back to 
his mansion Khiidabanda Khan son of Amir-ul-umara, 
after his father’s death came to Couit from the faujdari of 
Bahraich, and got a mourning robe Hamiduddin Khan on 
receiving an increment of 100 tr became a 1^-hazdn 
(500 tr ) 

As the [372] eldest son of the Emperor always sat on 
His Majesty’s right hand and during Shah ‘Alam’s 
‘retreat’ (disgrace), Shah Alijah had been given that 
honour, the eldest pnnee asked the Emperor, “"What 
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IS \oiir MnjcsU ’s order about nght on the day of ‘Id?” 
He replied, “Go to the Idgah before mj cortege and yon 
ivill sit on m\ nght side” He did so IVhen the cortege 
reached the steps, Midoziam advanced, interviewed, and 
hissed the feet of the Emperor, who, after shaking hands 
with him took his left hand in his own ngnt hand and went 
to the mosqne, and so it happened that the eldest son sat on 
the nght touching the Emperor Shah Alijah who came 
behind and had a special sword in his hand deposited it be 
fore the Emperor, and touched the arm of his brother wish 
ing him to make room for him and let him sit down on the 
nght side of the Emperor His Majesty s glance fell on 
that side with his nght hand he grasp^ the skirt of ‘Ahjah 
and brought lum to the left side Who else had the andacity 
to adiance or hang back ? After the prayers had been said 
and the khatib had ascended the pulpit [iminbar), as soon as 
the Emperor s name was uttered ftv the KMtib), His 
Majest} rose up holding the Iiand of Alijah, and made a 
sign to the eldest Pnnee to depart Shah AJam went out 
with his sons bv the third door and the Emperor by the 
second 

Zakiat un msa and Safiyyat im msa daughters of 
Muhammad Akbar who had come to Court bv command 
w ere ordered to be raamed to Raf i ul-qadr and Mnhamniad 
Khujistah Akhtar On Thursday, the 9th May 1696/6th 
Shanwval Pnnee Muhammad Mu azsam. [873] came to the 
prayer room and made his bow for the robe of farewell to 
[act as Subahdar of] Agra, which had been sent to his 
mansion with Khwaja Manrur He then went with His 
Majestj to the diwin i adalat, and kissed his feet, the 
Emperor kissing his forehead and dismissmg him after 
reciting the fSlJia Of his sons Muhammad EaPi nl-qadr 
and Khnjistah Akhtar were sent with him and Muhammad 
Mu'imiddin and Muhammad Anm were left with the 
Emperor (thej) were ordered to accompany the Pnnee to 
his camp (datra)

occasion of arrival here On the way to his mansion the 
Emperor passed by the tent of Shah ‘Ahjah , the circmt of 
the dan a appeared to him to be too large The surveyor 
was ordered to measure the area, and restrict it to the area 
of Aurangzib’s own ddira before his accession A son was

A SHORT ACCOUNT OF THE DISASTER THAT BEFELL KHANAHZAD 
KHAN AND OASIM KHAN BAHADUR 

When the Emperor learnt that Santa after robbing the 
imperial dominions was hastemng with heavy loads to his 
own country, [375] and would pass within eighteen kos of 
the imperial camp, he ordered Qasim Khan, an active and 
able officer who was commander of the country of Sera and 
^had arrived near Sera, to go with, his arm 5 r to the path of 
the enem 3 ^ and to punish him severel37- in company with 
IChanahzad Khan, Saf Shikan Khan, Sa 3 ^id Asalat Khan, 
Muhammad Murad Khan and others who had been sent b 3 '' 
the Emperor with forces composed of the mansabdars of the 
khas chauki, the khas retinue and a large party from the 
7-chauki and artillery 

On Sunday, the 19th January /23rd Jamad S the two

(in resene) At four gJtarts after dawn the first body feU 
upon the advance tents, slew and wounded many, and 
earned off c\erythin^ All of a sudden the news reached 
Qasim Khan, who without rousing Khanahtad Khan from 
his sleep, hastened to the battle [376] Before he had gone 
one kos the second body of the enemy told off for the battle 
appeared and began to fight Khanahzad Khan, on waking 
heard of it and leaving the bagga^ camp, porters burdens, 
and tents there, advanced quickly As the enemy had a 
numberless force of ‘black infantry’ musketeers and a 
very large bod^ of cavalry too, a great battle was fought 
and many were slam on berth sides In spite of the firmness 
of tlie impenol generals and men, and the loss of the enemy, 
the latter did not jneld one foot of groimd or show the least 
shaking At this time the third or reserve division of the 
enem} fell upon the camp and baggage left behind and 
plundered everything When this news reached Khanahzad 
Khan and Qasim Khan in the very heat of the battle, their 
firmness was shaken, they held a consultation and resolved 
to go to the place where the advance tents had been sent 
where there was a small fort (qtiaclui) named Dodden and 
a tank before it Fighting for a kos they arrived at the 
tank m the evening The enemy now left this party at 
peace, and formed their da$ra on one side The imperial 
men who were in the small fort shut the gates upon them 
The two Khans shared the food they had brought with the 
others and the common soldiers had nothing to cat exc^t 
the water of the tank, not to speak of grass and gram for 
the horses and elephants As the night closed, the enemy 
surrounded [377] the imperialists who stood ready to fight 
But for three days the enemy only appeared in view without 
fighting till some thonsaud infantry from the zammd^ of 
Chitaldurg who had been humiliated b\ Qasim Khan 
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came out to fight ou getting an opportunity On the fourth 
da}^, before it was dawn, ten times the former number of 
(black) mfautrj?- darkened the plain and began to fight As 
the artiller}^ ammunitions had been plundered, and what 
had been brought mth the soldiers had been exhausted, the 
troops sat down in helplessness, after running about and 
groamng and sighing for some hours. As the enemy con- 
tinued to hail musketballs, many men were destroyed here 
also The survivors, seeing the path of egress closed to 
them, forced their wa}^' into the small fort Trustworth}^ 
leporters who weie present at the catastrophe and fought 
boldty said, "One-third of our soldiers weie slain by the 
infidels in thh two advance-tents {pesh-khdnahs), on the 
\Y3.y, and on the bank of the tank The enemy besieged the 
fort on all sides and felt sure that the garrison would die of 
hunger. On the day of entermg the fort, all the soldiers, 
high and low, were given bread of jawdi and hdjia out of 
the provisions of the place, and the straw of old and new 
thatches to the cattle On the second day neither was bread 
left for men nor barley for the horses. In this irremediable 
distress, if life departs let it depart, Qasim Khan was an 
inveterate opium-eater, his life depended on it, the lack of 
opium [378] became the cause of his death He died on the 
third da 3 ^, and thus escaped the enemy, who became bolder 
on hearing the news The garrison were correspondingly 
depressed Though the enthusiasts said, "How long should 
we bear hunger and die in this miserable way Ket us once 
fling ourselves on the infidels, and gam either martyrdom 
or victory In either case, we shall escape from distress and 
gam merit," the chiefs did not assent to it And while man 3 '' 
died of hunger and the horses chewed each other’s tails 
mistaking them for straw, the enemy overthrew one tower 
and raised tumult on all sides Khanahzad Khan begged for 
safety, and a truce was made on condition that he would 
surrender to Santa the cash, articles, jewels, horses, and 
elephants of Oasim Khan, besides twenty lakhs of rupees, 
and that the son of Balkishan, his trusted munshi and chief 
officer of his household, would be hostage It was agreed 
Santa sent word that the men nught come out of the fort 
without any misgiving and stay two nights m front of the 
gate , those who had anything need fear no molestation , the 3 ’' 
might buy from his soldiers what they needed The impenal 
soldiers left the fort after three days From one side the 
enemy gave them bread and from the other water They 
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sate of the fort On the third day, 
KJmnaliMd Khan started for the Court with an escort of the 
cnemv Hannduddm Khan Bahadur nho had been sent 
from tlic Court and Rustaindil Khan from Haidarabad to 
aid the besieged, united near Adorn [379] They gave neces 
snry help to the defeated nobles in the form of tents dress 
and cash R adandaz Khan, qiladar, exerted himself in 
helping beyond his means, and articles more than the> 
needed were collected from the houses of all (the atirens) 
and from all sides The enemj , who after gaming such 
boot\ had started for their homes, wished to fight Himmat 
Khan Bahadur, n ho on account of the smallness of his force, 
was sta3nng at Basvupatan inspite of his having received an 
order to punish the enem> 


DEATH OP HIMUAT KHAN 

The Khan Bahadur who had not more than a thousand 
soldiers with him, reached the enemy and seemed likely 
to defeat them, when suddenly a musket shot struck his 
breast and he died instantly The elephont-dnver wanted 
to turn back, but Baqi Beg, commander of the Khan s con 
tingent arrived there and told him, “The Khan is alive 
dnve the elephant forward I shall dnve aw^ the enemy” 
He encountered the enemy and stood his ground well But 
how long can a headless (army) make a stand ? There was a 
small fort at hand and he entered it The enemy plundered 
his baggage and besieged the fort for some days Then 
finding it fruitless the} withdrew Baqi Beg seized the 
opportunity and came to Court The Emperor ordered 
Khanahzad Khan to go to Zafarabad (Bidar) as Subahdar 
Saf Shikan Khan to Dhamum as faujdar Sayyid Asalat 
Khan to Ranthambor as qilador and Muhammad Murad 
Khan to Dohad and Godra as fauidar The other soldiers 
jomed the imperial camp [360] The Emperor gave to Khan 
Jahan Bahadur and other sons of the deceased General 
mounung robes for the death of Himmat Khan and con 
soled them with his gracious words With his own hands 
he presented to that high grandee (Khan Jahan) some khar 
dalt and said ‘ For a long time I have been eatmg th^ 
instead of betel leaf Baqi got a mansab of bsadi 
LutfuUah Khan became akiita begi vice Saf Shikan Khim 
and darogha of khas-chaula vice Khanahzad Khan while 
Ikhlas kesh amin of jazia for the province of Bidor became 
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amin and fanjdar of the parganah of Indur vice Mnhammad 
Kazim He was a 4:-sadi (50 tr ) and now got 100 tr more. 
Shah ‘Ahjah went towards Bahadnrgarh, recemng a robe 
with half-sleeves, a halaband, and a muttaka of emerald with 
a ruby set in it Prince Walajah got a lobe and arst, and 
Jahanzeb Bann Begam a neck-pendant of ruby Mnltafat

2-hazan (1 500 tr do aspa), Dhundi Rao, broagIit_ by 
Tarbi 5 mt Khan got the mansab of 14 hazan and the thana 
dan of the bill of Mahadeo Raja Kalian Sin^h, zammdar 
of Bhfldawar, who had come to court was given leave to 
depart He was a 7 sadi (400 tr ) and now got an increment 
of 200 zdt (same tr ), Khudabanda Kban became first mir 
bakhshi of the ahadis inco Mund Khan The Emperor learnt 
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that Prince Muhammad Mu'azzam had on Frida}^ the 2nd 
July /22nd Zil H., staited for Mnltan, by order of the 
Emperor [383 j Ii adat Khan 11 named Mnbaraknllah, son 
of Iradat Khan I, son of ‘Azam Khan became fanjdar of the 
environs of Aniangabad and was promoted to be a 1-sadi 
(1,000 tr ) Hamiduddin Klian who had gone to punish 
vSanta and to raise the siege of Garh Doddeii reached Court 
and received praise and tlie title of Bahadur. At his request 
Rustamdil Khan and other suboidinates received proper 
promotions Slnpa'ct Khan Muhammad Beg, nazim of 
Ahmadabad, became a A.-hazau (same tr ). The Emperor 
learnt that ‘Aqil Khan Subahdai of Delhi, had died. He 
was endowed with asceticism, freedom of spirit, independ- 
ence (of wwldlj' jiossessions), and control of mind. He served 
with \igilance and tieated his peers wnth haughtiness 
Mahabat Khan Ibiahim, who w^as made Subahdar of Lahore, 
applied to the Emperor for permission to view^ the fort and 
palace-buildings of Delhi. AJby order’ granting the pra 3 ^er 
was wTitten to the Khan (‘Aqil Khan). He wuote to the 
Emperor in ieph% “I shall not invite liim (to the fort) for 
certain objections First, lie is a Haidar abadi and not a man 
of such position that he should be allow'ed to view^ an imperial 
palace for his diversion. Secondlj'^, the doors of all the 
rooms have been closed, lest (the things within) should be 
handled, the chambers are wutliout carpets, and the sight- 
seer IS not such (an important person) that for his sake the 
palace should be cleaned and spread wnth carpets [384] 
Then, again, at interview he wnll not behave in the manner 
I expect Therefore there are preponderating reasons for 
not admitting him ” When he arrived at Delhi and sent a

FLOOD OF THE BHUIA 

One of the marvellous occurrences of this mirage like 
deceptive world, which is a testmg ground (for true manhood) 
was the raging up in billows, of the waterless calamity breed 
mg ocean and the whirhng of the fire showermg circle (the 
heavens) in a tempest of donds It took the form of the out 
break of a second Noah s flood, on the morning of Monday, 
the 19th July, 1697 /10th Muharram m the nver Bhima 
Owing to heavy rams at a distance, [388] a terrible flood 
swept down, the very sight of which robbw people of their 
lives none had the courage to look at it Every moment the 
current, violence and wddness increased 

• • • • 

At a distance of thirty kos from Bahadurgarh was the 
camp of Shah Ahjah the stores of fodder and fuel {pantht 
wood) which the merchants had collected came down tile 
nver without being scattered Many of the villages were 
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totall}^ destro3^ed the force of the flood The men and 
cattle seated on thatches were carried helpless^ downj by 
the swift flowing water Natuial enemies like cats and mice, 
dogs and hares, looking at each other trembled for their own 
lives and diifted dowm peaceful^ togethei After the water 
had extended and covered the plain, the imsls of ‘Umdat-nl- 
mulk Asad Khan, Mnkhlis Khan and others — many of 
(these) nch men having built charming houses on the bank 
of the liver at gieat expense — ^were destro3''ed b3^ the flood. 
The nch men got into boats and reached the bank of safet}?- 
after being tossed about Others lost both life and propert3^ 
in the river. ’ 

[389] The hillock on wdiidi stood the mansion of Wala 
Shukoh, the tents of Shah ‘Alijalr, of Kam Bakhsh and 
other great and poor men, was fort3'' yards high, more or 
less. In three da3^s onl3^ four 3Mrds of it lemained above 
w^ater. Through God’s grace, the w^ater began to subside, 
in the middle of the thiid night, and the iieople w^eie released 
from the captivit3'' of ivater. ' ‘ 

As the illness of Khan Jahaii BahMur Zafar Jang grew 
severer, the Empeior wdiile returning from Sholapur visited 
him at his house on Saturda3)', the 20th November, 1697/ 
16th Jamad A The Khan w'as confined to his bed and could 
not rise, the Emperor sat on the masnad, and the Khan 
continued to lament that he could not kiss the imperial feet 
He said, “I had washed to die in battle and thus be of service 
to Your Majesty ” The Emperor replied, [390] “You 
have been devoting yourself to my service all through your 
life, and yet your desire for it is not satisfied ! ’ ’ Behold a 
servant’s devotion and a master’s favour ! On Tuesday, the 
23rd November, 1697 /19th Jamad A., the Khan died He 
was a grand amir, full of piety and virtues, and a great com- 
mander. His assembly {viuhafil) was of great splendour, in 
which few persons spoke except he alone, he himself said 
what he desired, others had nothing to say except “Yes, 
it IS so'” He did not like much talk In his assemblies, 
the topics of conversation were mostly verse, prose, sword, 
jewel, horse, elephant, and aphrodisiacs He did so many 
well-executed tasks and acts of bravery that even a few of 
them can not be recorded here. 

On Friday, the 24th December, 1697 /20th Jamad. S , 
Kam Bakhsh was made Subahdar of Berar He was a 20- 
hazdn (7,000 tr ), and now got 3,000 tr more. Mirak 
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Hu^, bis diHilii, went as lus deputy As ‘Umdat nl 
fflulk s illness made it difficult for him to sim his name, 
the Emperor m order to expedite business ordered *Ina 5 ^t 
ullnh Khan to si^ *Umdat uJ mull Asad Khan placed 
before His Majesty Zulfiqar Khan Bahadur Nasrat Jang s 
despatch, aunounaag that the IsJaauc heroes, with God s 
captured Jinji which was situated on a high 
hdi and eajoj ed the greatest fauie and pre-emiaeace among 
the forts and strong places of KamataL in respect of height 
and abundance of materials of war and defence, and that he 
had slam large numbers of the infidels, and that the wretch 
Rama fRajaramJ who had tahen refuge m this stronghold, 
bemg frightened at seemg the ralonr and hearmg of 
the assault of the e\ er victorious army, had fled away from 
the fort, leaving his familj', property and things behmd 
On Monday, the 7th February, IGM/lfith Shaban, this 
strong fortress, consisting of seven forts, was forcibly cap- 
tui^ and annexed to the Empire Fonr wives, three sons 
and two daughters of the IncUess infidel, his dependants, 
fnends and assistants were made prisoners And the hnn 
drttf other forts which mahe np the kmgdom of Karnatah 
inth some ports of the Europeans were annexed to the 
empire The powerful and rich xammdars (of the country) 
submitted and sent suitable tnbufes to the Emperor through 
the Khan Bahadur Umdat nl mtilh m reward for the 
excellent worh, [392] got an mcrement of a /mear tr making 
him a 7 liazari (same tr ) Nasrat Jang bv an mcrement of a 
liatdr tr became a 6 hazdn (same tr ), Rao Dalpat an ofiicer 
of Nasrat Jang, who had endured great labour and hardship 
in this war, was a /umats (1 300 tr ) and got an mere 
ment of 6 sad (200 tr ) The conquered fort was named 
Nasrat garb Ttiqad Khan who was appomted Snhahdar 
of Agra, vice Mukhtar Khan, had his 600 conditional tr 
made unconditional and was given kettledrums Siadat 
Khan died of pestdence His son got his title, and with his 
other relatives received mounung robes and promotions 
The post of darogha of the diwan i khas, vacated by his

This my court is not a court of despair , Even if 
you have broken your repentence hundred times, 
come (unto me) again 

Qazi 'Abdullah died of (lateral) paralysis Muhammad 
Akram, one of the hereditary muftis of Delhi, who had been 
serving as qazi of Aurangabad was summoned to court to 
act as qazi of the imperial camp Tnayetullah Edian was 
ordered that, as the department of the Sadr was a part of the 
department of the diwan, he should discharge the former 
work as deputy, till the appointment of another Sadr He

Sadr) Arshad Khan Abnl ‘Ala son in lair of Amanat 
lelian had reached court after sen ice in Eabnl, and iras 
non anpointcd diiran of Klialsa vice Xifj3et Khan deceased 

News came to the Court that Amir Khan Subahdar of 
Kabul had died on Thursdaj, the 28th April, 1098/27th 
Shawn al He nais a perfectli beneficent amir of high 
d'gnitj , one of the chief sonants of the Crown and a loyal 
expert officer Among his great feats was the regulation and 
settlement of the disordered administration of the province 
of Kabul The Emperor greaflj trusted him As he was the 
son of the Emperor s maternal aunt and had done excellent 
senices and had tlius displaj’cd his greatness of character 
in tile penod of prince ship. His Majesty was veiy sorry 
for his death He sent an order to Mu'aizam to start for 
taking charge of Kabul, luth [893] a sarpech worth 50,000 
rupees 

On Enday, the 20th May 1098/20th Zil Q , Durga 
das Rathor, through the intercession of Shnja ct Khan 
Subahdar of Ahmadabad bronght to Court as the instrn 
ment of his pardon, Buland ALhtar, son of Mohammad 
Akbar, who ivas born during that Prince’s wanderings in 
the land of the Rathors, left there on his flight from the 
countiy, and bronght up by the Rajputs with a view to 
causing tumult and confusion Al his interview Dnrgadas 
came with his wrists bed together The Emperor ordered

worfs brought him in his company near the impenal palace 
when he turned back at the instigation of some wicked mra 
What could he do ?

The Emperor ordeied that Kam 
Bakhsh should perform the ziihai pra 5 ^er in the mosque of 
the palace of Hasan-bari and the_‘asai pra 3 ’er in compan 3 ' 
wuth the Emperor Muhammad Amin, depul 3 ' of Sarbarah 
Khan Kotw’^al, w^as ordered that, as Mirak Husain the dis- 
missed diwan and naib of the Prince had misappropriated 
large amounts of imperial mone 3 ’, he should confine him m 
the chahuUa and realise what the dnvaui officers would 
report as due from him 

I knew this noble, he had man 3 '' praiseworthy qualities 
but had no genius for conducting business One of the many 
mistaken acts which are notorious through the w^orld is this 
like two or three other grandees 'whose names need not be 
mentioned here, and ivho delighted in the praise of mean 
people and their own servants for their alleged practical 
abilit 3 ^ and honesty, — he too remained satisfied with such a 
[false] reputation At last the whole thing was exposed 
During his naibship of the subah, his wncked sons, ruinous

K.han, Multafat KJian and *lna^ctullah Khan, finally took 
pIt^ on him, came to his aid, and together spoke irell of him 
to the Cmpcror, so that he \ras released from confinement, 
but did not look up again, till death came to him

in the cortege of the Emperor Peshlcnsh was presented

On Thu^sda^ , the 20th April, lG99/29th Shawwal, 
Kam Bakhsh went to a tent, pitched one <iain (;onh) out 
side the gi(/afhdr On Tuesday the 16th Ma-\ /26th 2il Q 
the messengers of Rana Amar Singh had audience they 
brought one elephant two horses nine swords and nine 
drawers of leather as peshkash [405] K^gar Khan and 
Raja Man Singh son of Rap Smgh (Ratbor) were 
each got 500 more Abdor Rahim Khan, brother of Khan 
Firaz Jang, a hcMn got 600 more On Tuesday, the 30th 
May, 1699 /10th 2il H Kam Bakhsh went to and returned 
from the ‘Idgah before the arrival and return imperial 
cortege On Sunday, the 18th Jnne/29th Zil H , he made 
his bow for being restored to his rank of 20 hasan On 
Saturdaj, the 24th June/16th Muharram, Chin Qalich 
Khan Bahadur returned to Court after chastising the enemj 
near Kota The Emperor ordered Bakhshi nl mulk Mukhhs 
Khan to advance to the gate of the fort of Islampun to wel 
come him and to conduct him to his presence By an ^nt^ 
ment of 500 (200 tr) he was made &i hnaon (3,000 tr) On 
Monday, the 10th Jnly/22nd Muharram, Muhammad 
Ibrahim son of NajSbat ^man deceased, who had the title 
of Khan i Alam, Mter being released from prison, was 
restored to the rank of 3 hoaan (2-har5f Ir ^ and ap^nted 
faujdar of Jaunpur Indra Singh and Bahadur Smgh, 
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of Rana Raj Singh,, were made %liazdii (1,000 tr.) and a 
hazdn (500 tr.) respectivel 3 ^ ^Muhammad Amin Elhan 
reported to the Kmperor from -the letter of Firuz Jang Khan 
that the zammdar of Islamgarh, on being defeated by the 
imperial forces had fled and that Islamgarh had been cap- 
tured ^ A bogus Buland Akhtar, the son of Shnja' who had 
appeared near Allahabad, was captured and conve 5 ^ed to 
Gwalior by a mace-bearer, who brought a receipt nnder the 
seal of the qiladar A cup of inai lyam stone"^ [406] sent hy 
Shuja'et Khan to Multafat Khan was shown to the Bmperor 
As it was dapple4, the Bmperor liked it The Khan was 
ordered to write to Shnja'et Khan to make vessels like the 
cup and tray and send them to the Bmperor. 
The Khan made and sent extremelj^ nice vessels with some 
additional things, viz , throne, cistern and bedstead of one 
piece and many carpet-stones of exquisite fashion and size 
They were accepted by the Bmperor Walud Khan, grand- 
son of the famous Chagtai, became thanadar of Ghorband, 
he was a S-sadi (same tr ) Satva Dafle,f who had come to

and received jewels worth 5,000 rupees, a half-sleeve, a 
do-shdla and 2,000 rupees in cash Nasrat Khan son of 
Khan Jahan BahMur, a 9-sadt (500 tr ) got 100 more, while 
his youngest son Abul Bath IChan, a l-sadi (300 tr ) got

presented suitable peshkash on the birth of a son Mukhlis 
Khan conducted to the Presence Muhammad Taqi, the chief

EitPEROR S ilARCrr TO CAPTURE THF FORTS OK THE 
INFIDEES 

Conquest of Vosantgarh ahas Kihd 1 fath 

[408] The Emperor after four years stay at Islam 
pun * • • wished to set out on expedition m person and to 
trample under the hoofs of his horse the land and forts of 
the infernal infidels He ordered that a cntcha ttuU (lit 
fortj inth a arcuit of two and a half kos should be built 
around the small fortalice of stone and plaster which had 
been constructed a rear earlier to enclose the Emperor s 
quarters This worl. was finished in fifteen days Zinat 
un nisa Begam, the mother of the Pnnee (t e , Udipun), 
and other ladies of the harem, and the lanuhes of all 
(common) people were left in this safe base under the care of 
Umdat ul mulk Madar nl maham Asad Khan with a suit 
able force 

On Thursday, the 19th October lC99/5th Jamad A , 
the Emperor started at an auspicious moment [409] I can 
not record the marches and places of alighting at all the 
stages (of his journey) In short, he reached the outskirts 
of Murtazabad Miraj in twenty days Pnnee MuhamiMa 
‘Azam, who had been summoned to the Emperor from Ped 
gaon had audience here and received vanons favonrs, a 
special robe a jewelled dhahdhakt and a horse with 
enamelled sac As true news was received that Raja Rama 
had gone towards Berar Bidar Bakht was ordered to leave 
his camp at Murtazabad and hasten m pursuit of him 
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Riiluillali Klian was given a robe and a sword and Hamid- 
nddin Khan Bahadur a robe and a katar and ordered to 
ravage the tract between Pamalagarh and Sataragarh, leav- 
ing not the name or vestige of habitation On the wa 3 ’', 
when the imiierial camp reached the neighbourhood of the 
parganah of Karad the Emperoi karat that an imperial out- 
post [thanah] once stood heie, but the eiiem}'- had ruined it, 
and that a mosque built here in former times was without 
a lamp. The Empeior marched two kos in that direction 
and [410] said two-fold pra 5 ^ers in the mosque and issued 
an order to populate the place and restoie the thanah. The 
ranawa}" r 3 'ots being reassured with pronuses of safet37- and 
reward, resumed their lesidence there A party was 
appointed to guaid them From this place the Emperor 
went to a thanah named Masur, wdiere a body of Islamic 
troops w^ere sta 3 ung. Opposite it, at a distance of tliree kos 
on the top of a strongE?- fortified hill w^as a firml37--built fort 
named Vasantgarh, belonging to the enem 3 ^ and famous for 
its strength ’ 

The Emperor ordered Tarbtyat Khan Mir Atish to 
ascend the hill and fight the devils The Khan did in t\vo 
da 3 ^s the w^ork ol tw'o 5 ^ears, carried the artiller 3 ^-men under 
the gate of the fort, and placing guns opposite to it, got 
ready for destroying the enem 3 q wdio did not abstain from 
cannonade and showering fire On learning of it the 
Emperor ordered his tent to be pitched on the bank of the 
Krishna, w'hich flow'^s at the foot of the fort at a distance of 
one kos, and said, ‘'My object in this journey is nothing 
except holy wnr {ghaza), so please God and His Prophet 
Next morning 1 shall mount m37- horse to conduct the assault, 
and raise my banner to sla 3 r the infidels” [411] On seemg 
the tent set up so near and hearing of the Emperor’s deter- 
mination, the enemy lost heart ’ •’ “ They cned quarters 
that ver 3 ^ day, and wanted only to escape wuth their honour 
(famiE^) As the Emperor is the protector of the weak, he 
graciously ordered that the garrison should be allow’^ed to 
go out wnthout their arms, instead of being put to the sword 
At night the enemy got their opportunity of evacuating the 
fort, and next morning, Saturda 3 q the 25th November, 
1699 /12th Jamad S , the fort was conquered and renamed 
Kthd-i-fath Much buned treasure, provisions, and 
weapons were seized by the imperialists in the fort 

On Friday, the 17th November /4th Jamad S , the 
Emperor learnt that Bidar Bakht had had a severe fight with

[418] '* * * On Friday, the 8th Ilecember, 1699/26th 
Jamad S , the imperial tent was pitched at the foot of the 
fort at a distance of half a kos On the other side was placed 
the camp of ‘Azam Shah The army surrounded the 
environs of the fort By order Tarbiyat Khan Mir Atish 
began to run trenches In a few da 3 rs the heroes reached 
the waist (of the hiU) and earned heavy guns [414*| up A 
temble fire was dirked upon the fort But what looked 
like the wall of the fort was entirely rock, thirty yards high, 
and above it had been placed sixty yards of fnttzaw^ar and 
sangchtn (loose stones) there was no wall which could be 
shaken (by bombardment) As Satara was the refuge and 
abode of the hellish infidd Rami [Rajaram], it was full of 
all the matenals of strength such as artillery, provisions 
abundance of water from fountains which flowed even in 
summer and soldiers of skill and desperate courage Day 
and night rockets muskets, huqqa, cliddar mashk and 
inaiwdla were fired incessantly (from the fort) The count 
less force of the enemy outside the fort fell on the provisions 
and burnt the grass, the means of life of the cattle for twenty 
miles round On some occasions they boldly aj^oached 
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the camp but were put to flight Scarcity of grain and fodder 
reached the extreme point Those who looked at the external 
aspect of things thought the conquest of the fort an impos- 
sibihly The Bmperor relying on the Helper of jihad- 
fighters in the path of Allah, remained as firm and courage- 
ous as ever to vanquish the infidels, till at last, 13 zir‘^a from 
the door of the fort a raised battery was erected opposite the 
tower , in procuring materials for it not a tree was left withm 
thirty or forty kos From the side of the Prince, too, all 
the trenches were run to the foot of the fort It was ordered 
that mmers should run nunes under the foundations of the 
fort [415] Withm a few days twenty-four yards of hard 
stony soil were excavated from the neighbourhood of the 
same raised battery With these men (the miners) were 
present, according to command, two thousand Mavle inf antr}^ 
who were very expert in capturing forts One lakh and 
thirty thousand rupees, the salary of three years, was paid 
in advance to these men And materials for scaling the fort, 
such as, ladders with steps, rope-ladders (mdl), and leather 
covers (jamah) were provided ' ** 

And as in the opinion of the chiefs the mere assembling 
of these materials was not likely to result in the capture of 
the fort, Tarbiyat Khan made a portable ladder from the 
foot of' the same raised battery, which (battery) was 
twenty four yards in height For the materials of this ladder 
he used up a thousand camel-litters and bags of sack-cloth 
and (even) fine linen — ^the last of which was so scarce that 
less than four yards of it could be had for a rupee — and all 
the firewood of the plain around After making a glacis, 
he earned the mVae to the foot of the fort, and planted the 
wooden ladders above it But the business did not prosper 
beyond this that the Khan had mounted rahkalas (small 
cannon) on the former raised platform (damdama) and the 
garrison could not show their heads above the fort-wall or 
fire muskets but had to sit dmvn in hiding- behind the wall 
and throw stones The plan of storming the walls was not 
likely to succeed The Bmperor ordered that under the 
leadership of Ruhullah Khan, Fathullah Khan should run 
another trench from the side of the gate of the fort On 
Frida 3 q the 15th March, 1700/5th Shawwal, the Khan 
boldB following the nght plans (416) carried the trench 
under the revmi (fausse-bra 3 ^e) of the fort in one month Tar- 
biyat Khan, in order to remed 3 >' the weakness in planmng he 
had shbvm in the work bf fbrming ladders, excavated 9 
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recess in tiie sangclun of the fort, and made a cavity four 
3 ards on one side and ten yards on the other in the Jength of 
the wall There ivas onlj a tliin screen betncen the garrison 
and the heroes who hept natch in this recess But from 
neither side did nn^ body dare to cross this zir'a of land 
It urns decided to fill the whole cavity uitli gunpo^^der and 
overthrow the wall, in order to open a path for the easy 
entrance of the storming part\ The Emperor ordered that 
in addition to the cavalry , infantr} , artiller} , khaschaiiki, 
Afghan and GhaUwar clansmen, other troops and Kar 
nntalas, who irerc present there day and night, Bakhshi ul 
muJh MuhhJis Khan and Hamidnddm JChan Bahadur 
should go Avith some thousand troopers and wait for the 
opportumt3 so that when after the explosion of the mme, 
the forlorn hope* would enter the fort, the3 might reinforce 
them On Saturday the moming of 18th April 1700/6th 
2il Q at first a fuse iras fired, the fort wall fell inside and 
a large bod3 of the gamson were burnt In the expectation 
that this wall too irould be throuTi down inside no warning 
was sent to the storming partj to run back but the (second) 
match was fired The wall fell on the Mughal side, hills 
of stone and cla3 were showered on the thousands of men 
ready for the moi-ement those who had hidden themselves 
in mud holes in wait for the opportunit\ (to storm) fonnd 
ready graves there [417] Man3 irere flung mto the nadir 
which resembled the coffin of (their) destruction, and their 
limbs were scattered In short, nearly two thousand bni\'e 
soldiers perished Although a wide path for men opened 
of itself (in the wall) and some infantry ran to the top of 
the wall and cned ‘Come onl there is none here”, yet so 
overcome were the men of the trenches bv fear that none 
advanced The plan was upset IVhnt was done produced 
no better result man if it had not been done so that, when 
after a few hours, the opportunity passed awa3^ and the enemv 
saw that none appeared on that side the3 mounted the wall 
and made the hot place hotter still occupied ifc firmlv, and 
began to fire their muskets As the damdama too liad been 
thrown down., the rahkalas had fallen down, and the soldiers 
withdrew their hands from their work, who could encounter 
the enemy? At this time the Emperor boldlv supported 
them from behind so that they began to enter the fort over 
heaps of the slam Yes without the l eader works fall into

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confusion , w itliont the coinniander the hearts of heroes be- 
come as limbs w ithoul the head , even if the soldiers are one 
lakh, in the absence of that single individual (the leader), 
the_\ do not amount to one, and if he alone enteis the field 
he does not need the aid of this lakh of men Theie is no 
doubt about it (Verse) 

[418] This was tlie leason the Einpeioi had in Ins 
foiesight ordeied a tent to be pitched in the waist of the hill, 
in order to go there personally with the Prince and himself 
conduct the opeiations As Piovidencc washed to fuithei 
His own design, all the mniisteis joined together in dis- 
suading His Majesty by cntieaH This daj', too, the 
im]jerial coitege was kept iead\’’ to start, but aftei the w’oik 
had been throw n into confusion w hat w'ould be the good of 
his going there The Emperor repeatedly said, “How^ 
excellent would it have been if I had been watli them and 
had thus accomplished a great success He sent cheeiiiig 
messages to the demoralised troojis urging them to be finn, 
“Why are jou oiercoine bj’- nieie imagination and agitation 
of mind ’ The enem\' have not triumphed over you Only 
your plan has miscarried Well, if a loof falls dowm, do not 
a bod\" of men perish in the sleep of negligence‘s” That 
ver\j’ da}^ vSarfaraz Khan, Manaji, and the troops of Bakhshi- 
ul-mulk Balirainand Khan w'ere ordered to go and hold the 
trenches in company w'lth Tarbi 3 ’'at Khan The lelatives 
of some of the buried persons, wdio could make their w’ay to 
the places wdiere the}’- w^ere trajiped, extracted the dead and 
the w'ouuded and carried them to their quarters What w^as 
more strange w\is that the bahha infantry, saddened b}^ 
the sinking down of their brothers, sons and friends, and 
angry with the Mir Atish, [419] on seeing that it w^as 
impossible to extract the dead from under the hill of stone 
and claj'’ — and as it w'as the rule of then bad religion to 
bum the dead, secietl^?- set fire that night to the entrench- 
ments, which w'ere eutiiel 3 ?' of w^ood The fire burnt for 
seven da 3 !^s and nights Where w^as the w^atei to quench this 
wnldemess of fire”? Man 3 '' Hindus and some Muslims that 
could not be brought out, w^ere burnt together 

This nobleman (Tarbiyat Khan), in the hope of biead 
and fear of life, wdiich all slaves of the Emperor have, had 
made such exertions in conquering the fort as the imagina- 
tion cannot picture But “Men plan, God alone performs” 
Holy God ' the fortune of the Emperor wms such as in these 
eighty-five years of his life w^herever he turned his face. 
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manj remote ob^s nnd manv high designa hastened to a-el 
come him On Tuesdn3 , the 6th March 1700/25tb Ramran, 
news came Hint Rama, [RajammJ who had made a dash 
towards Benir, had returned disappointed to his home and 
gone to hell there On Wednesday, the 20th Mareh/lOth 
bhaww-al, news came Hint his 6 year old son, whom his 
chiefs had set up as their kins, ^420] had died too On 
swung these dimne aids and fcanng e.-rtirpation, Parsuram, 
the chief officer of the infidel s household, came out of the 
fort (Parh) sea-en I os from Satara, and got the Emperor’s 
pardon tlirough the mediation of RnhuUah Klian Snbhan 
the comnundant of Satara, a ptudeitt and tncky man, on 
seeing that other (Maratha leaders) were ^oing to outstnp 
him in offenng submission, and serving their own ends that 
the fort wall on the side of the trenches of Tarbiyat Khan 
hod fallen down for sei euty j ards up to half the tower that 
many men had been destroyed bj artillery fire, especially 
the gun ‘Mulh rabt , w hich had been mounted on a hihod 
behind the trenches of the Prince nnd commanded the fort 
was demolishing the houses in the fort tliat 4W men had 
been destroyed at the explosion of the mme, that Fathnllah 
Khan had run lofty entrenchments to the gate of the fort, 
and ivas wishing to break the gate and demolish the wall 
at one blow, — found no refuge left to him except begging the 
Emperor’s forgiveness, and sent an envoy {mianjtj to Pnnee 
Aram Slmh to beg for quarters He taking pitj on the hves 
of the thousands of men and women in the fort interceded 
with the Emperor who granted his request [421] The order 
of pardon ivas issued the garrison were allowed to go m 
safety out of the fort On Sunday, the 21st April 1700/ 
13th Zil Q our banners mounted the towers and parapets 
of that fort of infidelitj • • * 

As the fort was CMtnred through the mediation of the 
Pnnee It was named ’Araratara The next day the Prince 
brought Subhan with his hands and neck tied together to 
the Emperor who ordered him to be unbound and enrolled 
in the imperial service He was given a mansab of B Itazon 
(2,000 tr ) a robe, a kaiSr, a horse, an elephant, a tngh a 
standard kettledrums, and 20 000 rupees * * *

S , four hundred 'as/2ra/i5 sent by ‘Umdat-ul-mulk from the 
base as peshkash for the conquest of Kihd-i-fath, were 
presented to the Kmperor Bakhshi-ul-mulk Mukhlis Klhan 
by command conveyed Kam Bakhsh to Shah ‘Alijah, and 
at the Shah’s request it was ordered that at the time of 
holding Court Kam Bakhsh too should come Shaikh Farid, 
son of Hamid IChan got the title of Khan On Tuesday, the 
26th December /14th Rajab, Bidar Bakht, returning from 
the punishment 6f Rama, [Rajaram] had audience Nasrat 
Jan^had audience and received many favours On Saturday, 
the 6th January, 1700 /25th Rajab, Ikhlas Khan, who had 
the title of Ihtamam Khan went out for patrolling, when 
the enemy appeared one mile from the imperial camp , a 
severe battle was fought, he was slain mth his son and a 
son of Najabat Khan deceased, and many soldiers were slain 
or wounded The post of the deceased [423] was given to 
Hamiduddm Khan, who got a special robe with a jewelled 
w 2 List-muttaka The Emperor learnt that Muhammad Amin 
Khan was having an encounter with the enemy one and a 
half kos from the camp, and that if he got reinforcement he 
might vanquish the rebels Hamiduddm Khan Bahadur 
was ordered to go to his aid Bakhshi-ul-mulk Bahramand

The return march commenced on Fnda\ the 21st

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Bliusangarh The rains went back to their honses The 
arni}^ regained peace of mind The violence of the rivers 
and nullahs ceased The people got safety and comfort 
The Prince was ordered to go to Khandesh, the land of repose 
and sta}^ at Burhahpnr, in order to refresh his troops And 
the war-worn soldiers were sent to various donrishing places 
in the old doimnion Orders were sent to the provincial 
governors to send fresh troops to the Emperor Prince 
Bidar Bakht, who with his own troops, [430] had been 
guarding the base, was summoned to the Presence After 
intennew he was deputed to conquer fort Pamala In addi- 
tion to his own troops, Zulfiqar Khan Bahadur Nasrat Jang 
was appointed to serve under him, and after some time 
Tarbiyat Khan, Mir Atish, too As the Emperor’s sole 
wish was to give ease to the people, he decided to make

In a waterless nver, the name of whose bed [qalh) is 
“the mirage of abundant water”, and on both banks and 
uuddle of which many commanders and soldiers of the right 
and front (divisions) [431] had pitched their tents, never 
dreaming that up to the day of Resurrection, a drop of water 
would descend on it except m the rainy season, the verse 
“The oven spouted forth water” at Noah’s deluge came to 
be proved true On the mght of Tuesday, the 1st October, 
1700 /28th Rabi S , there was ram in the heights, the 
hill streams set their faces towards it While the men were 
fast asleep m their tents, all on a sudden the water came 
down raging from both banks and spread over the plain, 
turning the land into water The tents were ruined Vast 
numbers of men and animals were drowned The rest 
became prisoners of water If the remaining period had 
been night and the flood had continued longer than four or 
five ghans of day, no one would have remained alive By 
the grace of God the davm appeared, the men saved then- 
lives They sought for the traces of their houses and found 
none Giving up all hopes of their propert}^ they went

On Monda 3 q the IGth December, 1700/lGth Rajab, 
His Majest37- marched tow^ards Mnrtazabad Miraj, arriving 
there on Wednesda 3 '-, the 1st Jannar3L 1701 /2nd Shaban 
Bakhshi-ul-mulk Mukhlis Khan, son of Saf Shikan Khan, » 
grandson of that Qaw'amuddin Khan w'ho had been Sadr of 
Persia, and brother’s son of the renowmed Khalifa Sultan, 
died of severe illness on Saturda 3 L the 3rd January, 1701/ 
4th Sh‘aban and w^as buned m the tomb-garden {laiiza) of 
the saint Sa 3 ^ 3 ad Shamsuddin, situated m the new^ cit 3 ^ 
(Mira]) He combined nobilit]^ of birth wnth perfection in

the impenahsts through the exertions of Muhammad 
‘Azam Then Sambha recovered possession of it through 
some of its defenders conducting themselves like infidels 
and the negligence and cowardice of its qiladar Thank 
God it now again come into the hands of the Muslims 
In short N ismt Jang Khan, wns sent to punish the rebel 
rthie\es on whichever side the\ might raise their Jieads 
Shalizada Wala tabar and other forces having come, some 
of the troops accompanying the Bmperor were ordered to 
pitch their tents on the other side or the fort The annv 
surrounded the arcuit of both the forts seien kos in extent 
Under the supervusion of Tarbiyat Khan trenches were 
run and guns [456] began to play on the enemi In a short 
time file toirers of the fort were demolished down to more 
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than half their height This commander exerted himself 
inarvellonsl}’- in breaking the stony soil and rnnning np 
lanes (tunnels) into the liilh^ region. Having excavated a 
distance of some jauh (land-measnnng rope) under the 
ground, he made a path, through which three fully armed 
men could walk abreast at their full height At a distance of 
some paces a chamber w as made large enough to seat twent}’- 
soldiers. On all sides of it windows w^ere made for the 
wand to blow and the sun to shine in He stationed his 
artillerr^men in this house to prevent wuth their muskets 
the enemy from showung then heads above the wall This 
lane was earned under the tow'er on wdiich the guns were 
pla 3 ung, and its base w’as hollow^ed out so much that a part}?- 
of heroes kept w^atch m it wuthout being touched by the 
Iniqqa and maiwala of the eneni}'- And at last he led this 
lane inside the fort bj^ cariying it under the outer breast- 
w^ork of the gate But as dela^?- occurred in the progress of 
the w'ork, the laini^ season w'as close at hand, and this 
countiw'- on account of its bad w^eathei in the rains, th'e 
intervention of some iivers difficult to cross, and the 
difficulty of bunging in supplies, was not fit for the encamp- 
ment (chhauni) of the imperial armj^, the Emperor ordered 
Fathullah Khan, wffio had gone to Aurangabad to refresh 
his broken troops and had recentty returned to the Presence, 
[437] to run a second trench from the side of the troops 
of the Emperor’s son, under the command of that Prince 
[Kani Bakhsh] and wuth the co-operation of Mun’iin 
Khan The Khan, in one month, cut the stony soil 

of the high hill and carried the lane to the foot of the gate 
The garrison of both the forts fought (for a long time) 
But wdien the}^ saw the running of lanes, and the skill of 
the musketeers, and apprehended that Tarbtyat Khan from 
one side and Fathullah Khan from the other would destroy 
the impregnability of 'their fort, that Muhammad Mm'a'd 
Khan with his follow^ers and Khw^aja Muhammad, bakhshi 
of the army of Kam Bakhsh washed to overthrow the 
tow^ers and battlements of Paw^angarh, that the besieging 
arm}^ had left to the garr^on little chance of flight, and 
that it w^as the Emperor ^Alamgir wffio never gave up his 
purpose on account of rain or other accidents and these 
were troops who never left their work undone, ' the 3 ’' saw^ 
no recourse left to them but to subnnt and sent men 
through the mediation of Tarbiyat Khan [438] to the 
Emperor’s son and the Shahzada to beg for (quarters. These

Elmdaribad died the subadarship was entrusted to the 
agents of Kam Bahhsh Rnstam-dil Khan son of the 
deceased (Jan Sipar Blhan) became naib (Subahdar) and 
received an addition of 600 rat (same tr ) to his ninh of 
hazan (600 tr ) Bulbans Khan became guardian of the 
base at Mnrtszabad, and received an addition of 600 eat 
(100 tr ) to bis rani, of 1 ^4 bozan (600 tr ) Daud Khan 
became faujdar of Kamatah Hnidnrabadi (Byapun) as 
deputy of Nasrat Jang 

As the Emperor could not nde out to perform the two 
prayers of Id nl fitr (28th February, 1701) oiving to the 
violence of his catarrh (nazlah) [440] Kam BaLhsh with 
lus sons and Buland Ahhtar, made the bows of congratula 
tion (for the Td) to the Emperor who ordered that instead 
of the name of nazar that of nitin should be applied to the 
presents made by the Princes, and that of ntsar to those of 
the amirs Qutbnddin, envoy of Turan who had receired 
his congee begged the Crown Prince on reaching Kabul 
to admit him into the imperial semce he was gii en the rank 
of a hazan (200 tr ) 

On Fndav the 18th Apnl, 1701/2l3t Zil Q tlie 
hghtmng strnci the courtiard of the diw3n i khas, a fcoliar 
of the obdar hhSna was hit by it and killed but the other 
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men remained safe. The Princes, Sultans, and amirs of 
the Court and the provinces sent mone}^ for tasadduq to the 
Bmpeior Hifzullah Khan, son of the late S‘adullah IChan, 
Subahdar of Tatta, died Among the sons of the Khan he 
was not without abilit}?- Khanahzad Khan, son of S' aid 
Khan Bahadur Shah-Jahani, was appointed Subahdar of 
Tatta and faujdar of Siwistan, at the request of Mu'izzuddin, 
He was a 2-hazari (100 tr ) and now got an increment of 
500 (700 tr ) and the title of S' aid Khan. Multafat Khan 
got the title of Khanahzad Khan Ism' ail Khan Makha 
became faujdar of Nabishahdurg He was a 5-hazari (4000 
tr ) and now got 1000 tr more Muhatsham Khan son of 
Shaikh Mir, had been appointed a 2-hazari zat, he got back a 
hazar tr which had been reduced Haimdudddin Khan 
Bahadur got [441] a robe and Wciist-muttakaj Tarbiyat 
Khan Mir Atish a robe and saipech Khairandesh Khan 
Kambuh faujdar of Etawah, got seven lalchs of dam as 
m'dm and the faujdari of Dhamuni also Chin Qalich Khan 
Bahadur became faujdar of Karnatak Bijapun vice M'amur 
Khan , a 4-hazan (3,000 tr ) before, he now got an incre- 
ment of 600 tr 

News came to the Emperor from the subah of 
Ahmadabad that Shuja'et Khan Muhammad Beg, the 
nazim, had died on the 16th June, 1701 /20th Muharram 
‘ He was a wonderfulty fortunate man, as he rose from a 
low position to the digmty of an amir He was an upright 
and efficient officer, an able general and admimstrator, 
never committing any blunder, and possessing many noble 
qualities Arshad Khan, diwan of Khalsa, died

Tna 3 ^etullah Khan, in addition to his post of diwan of 
tan, got the post of diwan of Khalsa vice the deceased He 
was a l^-hazari_ (150 tr ), and now got 100 tr more 
‘Umdat-ul-mulk Asad Khan, who had been summoned from 
the base to the imperial arm 3 q had audience on Thursda 3 q

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Abu Nasar Khan [442J son of Shaista Khan was restored 
to his ranh of 2^ hazan (1000 tr ) and got the subahdar 
ship of Main a vice Mukht^ Khan and an increment of 600 
(1,500 tr ) The Emperor issued a farman on Shah ‘Alijah, 
who by command had formed his chhauni at Dhar in 
Malwa, to march to Ahmadabad as Subahdar As I ha\e 
finished briefly narrating the events of the whole year, 
I shall turn to the account of the Emperor’s march from 
Nabishahdurg towards Khatav 

Account of the conquest of Sddtqgarh Ndmgir Mifiah 
and Maftnh • • * • • The Emperor who had stayed 
for some time in the environs of PamaJa in order to capture 
it, started for Khatav for the benefit of the people, as the 
abundance of provision m that place would give comfort to 
the creatures of God and also the report of the march of the 
imperial army would lead to the recoiery of forts Wardban 
garh, Namgir and Chandan and Wandan from the hands 
of the infidels With this view, the annv started on 

Thursday the 2yth May, 1701/2nd Muharram 

FathuUah Khan who had been created a Bahadur -in 
reward of his splendid services was ordered to go with an 
advanced detachment and put down the rebellious infidels 
The Khan hastenmg, struck at the waist of the hill garrison 
of all the four forts, and slew a number of the eneraj and 
seized innumerable cattle and prisoners On seeing this 
feat and the arrival of the arm}-, the gnmson of Wardan 
garh saved their lives b\ flight, leaving the fort empt) 
on the 0th June/lOth Muharram As the Khan Bahadur s 
name was Muhammad Sadiq the fort was renamed Sadiq 
garh On Monda 3 the 23rd Jijne/27th Muharram the 
Emperor ordered his tents to be pitched in the en\rrons of 
the fort, which is two kos from Khata\ for the purpose of 
chhauni From this place he sent the Khan Bahadur with 
a large force under the command of Bakhshi nl raulk 
Bahramand Khan to conquer Nandgir In ten or twch’e 
da^s, the qiladar of Nandgir in fear of his fife intcmewed 
that great minister, and surrendered the kc\ to the Khan 
Bahadur [444] and the fort was renamed Ndmpiir, on 
account of the renowned (chiefs) having turned to its con 
quest From this place the Muslim arinv started for 
conquest of Chandan and Wandan, which were renamed 
Miftah and ilaftub First Chandan was besieged and in 
a short time the gamson begged for quarters Next fort 
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Wandan, a first-rate fort, was encircled by the army 
garrison had no recourse except to beg for safety ^ On- 
Monday, the 6th October, 1701 they evacuated the fort 

Theise four strong forts were conquered not in four 
months [445] but in four days ‘ ■ 

In the com-se of this time, Umdat-ul-mulk Asad Khan 
came by command from the base to the Couit and had 
audience Ghaziuddm Khan Fimz Jang arrived from 
Berar and was appointed to guard the base MuLarram 
Khan, who had taken to a kfe of letirement on a pension, 
came from Delhi to see the Fmperor, and after a few days 
was given leave to return to his place of pious letreat 

Capture of Khelnd and othei events [pp 446-447] ^ 

The Emperor turned to the conquest of this (Khelna) 
fort - For this purpose the arm 3 ^ started from the neighbour- 
hood of the fort of Sadiqgarh on the 7th November, 1701/ 
16th Jamad S , and reached the environs of Malhapur in 
twelve stages On account of the roads from this place to the 
Amba-ghat being difficult to traverse and for the purpose 
of removing obstacles and intricacies, there was a halt of 
seven days (here) Bidar Bakht, who at the time of return- 
ing from Nabishahdurg [448] had been given leave to 
pass the rainy season near Hukn, and Gokak and the 
neighbouring tract, and had conquered many of the forts 
of the infidels in a short time, was now ordered to come to 
‘see’ fort Khelna with his troops b 3 ’' way of Borgaon, and 
having burnt many villages and wadis on the wa 3 !^, met the 
Emperor at this stage Owing to unseasonable ram, aU. 
sorts of hardship were borne at this unpleasant place At 
last through the agency of Fathullah Khan Bahadur, came 
the joylul news of the roads being cleared and this distance 
of four kos which was extreme^ hard to pass, was traversed 
by the arm 3 r with its abundant baggage with the greatest 
ease 

,On Saturda 3 '', the 6th December, 1701/16th Rajab, 
the skirt of a hill, which on account of the spaciousness of 
its open space and the elevation of the ground was suitable 
for the residence of the arm 3 q was fixed upon as the quarters 
of the troops As Khelna is three and a half kos from it, 
and the imperial army had not passed through this region 


* Huken and Gokak, in the Belgaon distnct (Bom Ga/ xli 567 and 500) . 
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more than two or three times m such large numbers and 
with such materials (before ?), the haught} heads of the 
inhabitants of that quarter were trampled by the chargers 
of the impenal army In all the paths of this lulJy tract 
are impregnable forests and dense thorny jungle, at which 
even the sun dares not loot [449] Lofty and stout trees 
abound on all sides like the wretched infidels The branches 
were so intertwined that even an ant conld hardly pass 
through them The path that there was, was difficult even 
for footmen The defiles and pits were deeply sunk The 
hills were firmly rooted in the soil The Khan Bahadur 
was ordered to remove these difficulties and hindrances 
from the path Under his supervision and efforts sappers 
(men with spades and axes) and stone-cutters in one week 
wonderfully accomplished the work Hills u*ere removed , 
ups and downs levelled and trees cut doim Thns a IcvtI 
road was made broad enough for a hundred horsemen to 
march abreast easily 

On the 2Srd December 1701/Srd Sh*aban the Khan 
Bahadur was presented with a special gniver and sent to 
gmde the imp^al army under the command of Umdat ul 
mulk Madar ul maham Xsad Klian and inth the co-opem 
tion of Hamiduddm Khan [460] Bahadur, Mu mm lOian 
Ikhlas Khan, and Raja Jai Singh, and begin the siege of 
the fort On the SGth Decemb^/Gfh Shobon Umdat nl 
mulk uns given the title of Amir ul nmam, a jewelled 
dagger, 4000 ashrafi as reward and the honour of kissing 
the Emperor’s feet, and sent (to the siege) On that dav 
the Khan Bahadur with Hamidnddin Klian Bahadur, 
Mu^nira Khan and some other bravx warriors entered the 
pass before dawn As the enemy had strengtliened the 
walls of the toirers on it and occupied before hand the 
hillock overlooking the fort uliich the Khan Bahadur had 
kept m vnew for mounting guns on the Klnn turned to 
them Having posted Hamiduddm Khan Bahadur to guard 
the ambuscade on the left Fathulia Khan Bahadur himself 
went to the right side Having extinguished vnth the v\md 
of valour tlieir first da} 's fuse he with 13 or 14 men 
suddenly fell upon tlie denis without number, and douW^ 
the height of the hillock vnth the heaps of the slam The 
enemv saw no recourse save in fiight They flung them 
selves down in bewilderment from the liillock and wanted 
to run to the fort The KImn Bahadur [4G1] before he 
started had sent (some) men armed wUh jazirohs (long 
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imUciilocks fncd fiom iLi^l) to piniisli the enemy, and these 
weic ^t.uing in tlie lo.ui leadine: to the fort. Tlie enemy 
lindin^vj tins road closed h\ this measure, fled to the jungle 
and hid themsehes under the trees. At this lime another 
du ision of the impeinihsts had ai rived close behind (the 
fust), and spreading out cajitnred man}' of the enemy. The 
Khan Bahadur sent tliem into the pit of destinction by 
tying locks to their waists After this Mctoiy, he Ihonglit 
il goad gencialshi]-> to tike a firm stand on the hillock 
Tails weie pitched there. In the c\cning the news readied 
the Kmperor. The Khan Bahadm was lew aided with an 
nicrcinail of 200 tr., a standaid and «i jewelled dagger, 
Hamidnddin Khan Baliadiir with a kiitd), Mu'iiim Khan 
With an Arab horse with gold coaled silz (as his hoise had 
been killed) and the Kmperor’s own food Promotions 
were gi\en to all the follow cis {haul dan) of the Khan 
Bahadur The night was spent in cntienehing Next day 
another hillock was captured from wdiich aiiow's and guns 
could be shot into the foil. Guns w’crc mounted on the 
hillock so as to burn and demolish the houses of the 
garrison A co\ercd lane was commenced [452] 

On Sunday, the IHh January, 1702 /22nd Shabaii, the 
Einpcior went to view the woik done and inspect the fort, and 
o,dered the trenches to be pushed on. And on Friday, the 
16th January /27th >Shaban, he icmoved lus camp from its 
former position to the plain half a kos fiom the fort in order 
to back the front division and expedite tlie w'ork 



CHAPTER XLVl 
40th vuar of the keign 
19tli Janu'iiy, 170a— 7th Januaiy 1703 


On Monda 3 , the 19th Janimi^ Bidar BaLht, who had 
been sent to patrol round the base camp and that region, 
was ordered to turn back and station himself near Nabishah 
durg Muhammad Amm Khan Sadr ns sadur was given 
a promotion of 900 tr and a standard and sent to descend 
through the pass (kotal) of Amba ghat into Tal Kokan and 
devastate the enemy's land op to the gate on the further 
Side of Khelna, and dose the path of ingress and egress to 
the garrison of the fort Tarbiyat Khan by command, sat 
down at the entrance (month) of Amba ghat Muhammad 
Amin Khan [453] plundered the parganahs and villages 
of that tract seized many captives and cattle, and engaged 
in closing the Kokani gate of the fort 

I shall now record the deeds of Khan Bahadur 
Fathullah Khan Havmg planted guns and jasirahs he 
boldly earned the (covered) lane up to the ditch situated 
before the rewnx of the fort The garrison on their part 
incessantly fired guns and muskets day and night, and 
earned awaj the lives of mep of all kinds working in the 
covered galleiy (lane of safety) The Khan Bahadur firmly 
pursued his work The fives of friends and foes alike were 
not worth purchasing at half a gram of barlej The enemy 
uho had mn a conc^ed lane from the gate of the fort and 
sat in the reiimi for offenng opposition on seemg that the 
KbaTi Bahadur had made planks {dhahs)^ arrived m front 
and wished to mount the ladders — ^lost their senses and stood 
perplexed with their faces to the walls • * • They destroyed 
the ladders which had been raised from the midst of the pit 
to the level ground under the gate. The Khan Bahadur 
having made ladders out of kajowahs (camel fitter) and 
fastened dhabs above them, advanced in front of the 
advancing party 

I shall now bnefly narrate the deeds of Muhammad 
Amin Khan He had been sent to close the Kokam gate

Having bravely traversed the sky-high hill of Machal, [454] 
he arrived at a hillock opposite the gate overlooking the rewni 
of Khelna. The enemy had built stone-walls on it and deep 
ditches before it * In short, for a time the veil of difbculty 
covered the face of the progress of the undertaking On 
Wednesda}?-, the 4th March, 1702 /15th Shawwal, in utter 
disregard of life, he climbed the hillock with honour-seeking 
heroes, ex2Delled the enemy from the redoubt and drove them 
back to the iewm Heaps were formed by the slam The 
road was closed to the garrison and victory was gained 
The Bmpefor on hearing of it gave the title of Bahadur to 
the IChan and sent him a dhup (Deccam sword), a robe, and 
a farmdn His comrades got suitable promotion, swords, 
waist-daggers, horses, elephants, and robes 

The Bmperor in his foresight summoned Bidar Bakht 
from Nabishahdurg, and ordered him [455] to attempt the 
conquest of the fort from the side of the Kokani gate, with 
his own troops and those of Raja Jai Singh, the defender of 
the trenches of Fathullah Khan Bahadur, and a few thou- 
sand infantry sent by Yaqut Khan, collector {mutasaddi) 
of Danda Raj pun He began to run trenches and overthrow 
towers and battlements by cannonade Muhammad Amin 
Khan Bahadur was recalled to the Bmperor on account of 
illness Although Fathullah Khan Bahadur with great 
exertion fastened dhabs to the extremely hard rock and 
reached the waist of the tower, and ran lanes from all sides, 
^ yet the success of the work did not come in sight at all 
Inspite of the severe bombardment by the shots of the guns, 
Shei-dahan and Kaih-hi]h, which could split hills, onty a 
few stones were loosened from the tower The enemy ceased 
not to shower incessently matzvdlahs weighing 100 maunds 
and 200 maunds Some nights they made sorties and fell 
on the trenches The Khan Bahadur personally fought to 
resist them One day he was himself helpings the labourers 
in binding the dhabs, when a stone fell from above on a plank 
16 fingers’ breadth in width, and broke it to pieces The 
Khan being hit on the head by it rolled down a long distance 
and at last reached the edge of the Kajawah, which arrested 
his descent and saved his life His waist and (some) other 
limbs were severely bruised After a month he was able to 
leave his bed, had audience, received a special saipech, and 
returned to his work He was [456] planning to make a 
feint and assault the fort from the side of another tower, 
when through the exertions of Bidar Bakht the iewni of the 
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fort was captured on the 27th April, 1702/lOth Zil H, 
uhjcli meant in clTcct that the fort of JChclnu utis conquered 
In tin*; assault Raja Jai Stitftli nnd Ins men did splendid ser 
nee At the brcahin^f doivn of this bamer the encm> lost 
their composure of mind, c\cn though tlie^ were as 
numerous as (the armies oO Gog and Magog * • • The 
Shahz.idT was rewarded with a jewelled sarpcch, the Raja 
nith the increment of 600 cat (2 hacar tr ) and other heroes 
\nth promotion nnd fn\ours Asadullnh, son of Saifullah 
Klinn, uho used to tmxol on the roads \nth great speed and 
bnng intelligence \rns gi\*cn Ins father’s title The Shah

down the gate of tlic fort — which \ras not so \er> strong 
high and hard to open as the gate on Fathnlloh Khan 
Bahadurs side But a hat shall I xmte of the sex’enty of 
the nun winch fell mcessanth and fast gallopping Iihe a 
two horsed* trooper xntbout let or hindrance and ran for 
10 and cx-en 20 daxs at a Ume without opening the cj^cs or 
raising the head ? But lospite of all this the wamors of 
both the [467] trenches moxed with the speed of the xnnd 
sarsar as thex had no fear of the cnemj so the> paid no 
heed to this cruel calamity rathullah Khan in spite of the 
road for assault not being prepared, the dhabs (planks) 
haxing fallen down and confusion haxing ox-ertaken the 
work determined that if he had to make an assault he 
should at once climb the xrall inth the speed of xnnd and 
thunder Parashunim on seeing all these preparations for 
his min, sent to the Pnnee some Brahmans to make certain 
requests and to offer to surrender the fort A few days w’cre 
spent in canynng messages to and fro, through the media 
tion of Bakhshi ul mnik RuhuUah Khan and Fazail Khan 
bayutat xrho had been deputed bv the Emperor At last 
His Majesty granted no prax'er except this that he and the 
garrison would go out xnth their lix^ On Thursday the 
4th June/l^th Mnharram Parashiiram planted xnth his 
own hands the flags of the Shihzada and the Bakhshi ul 
muJk and on Sonday the 7tli June 1703/32nd Mnharram, 
he come out under the veil of the darkness of night Bv the 
Emperor s command none hindered him • • *

Emperois have a thousand secret political leasons for eveiy 
affair, therefore its conquest [459 | wms legarded as a great 
incton' Next da 3 ' the Shahzada w'as rew^aided wnth one 
lakh of rupees as m*am, ly the Emperoi in gi*eatness of joy, 
and sent tow^aids Hiikri and Raibagh to foi in his encamp- 
ment Fathullah Khan Bahadur w'as rewarded wuth a 
jew'elled jigha and the addition of ^Alaiugiishahi to his title 
Ruhullah Khan and Hamiduddm Khan Bahadur each 
received an increment of 200 tr Khanahzad Khan, a 2- 
hacan (400 tr ), close to the Emperor’s person, got an incre- 
ment of 500 tr and an elephant Mu' mm Khan became 
ddrogha of filkhdna and w^as piomoted to be a hazdn (300 
tr ) ‘Abdullah Khan, {co7 ) brother of Khw^aja Eutfullah 
(an old servant of the da 3 '-s of Prmceship), the dismissed 
qiladdi of Agra, w^as removed from his rank of 2-hazdii 
(1,000 tr ), for some reasons Mir Abul Wafa, grandson of 
Ziauddin Khan deceased, elder brother of Khanahzad Khan, 
was made ddiogha of jd-immdz-khdna in addition to his

of the Pnnee s letter in full, showed it to the Emperor The 
Emperor praised him and formed a high opinion of his capa 
He was rewarded for this with a mohar weighmg 60 
mohars 600 mpees, and on addition of 20 tr , to his rank 
by which he berame a 4-sadi (SO tr )

special robe and a jewelled saipech. The deceased Khan 
was a noble possessed of dignity, modesty, grandeur, purit3^ 
of nature, gracious looks and amiabilit37^ Zulfiqar Khan 
Bahadur Nasrat Jang became Mir Bakhshi vice the deceased 
[462] Eihudabanda Khan became faujdar of Kamatak- 
Bijapun vice Chin Qalich Khan being restored to his former 
post. Muhammad Yar Khan ndzim of Delhi, became fauj‘- 
dar of Moradabad, and by an increment of 600 (same tr.) 
was raised to the rank of S^-hazdii (300 tr ), and presented

News came to the Emperor from Delhi that Zebunnisa 
Begam had died The Emperor was so saddened by the 
news as to shed tears, but had to r^ign himself to God’s 
will Order was sent to Sa 3 ^d Amjad Khan, Shaikh 
‘Ataullah, and Hafiz Khan (Nur Muhammad) to give alms 
(for the benefit of her soul) and build her tomb in the 
appointed place, namely the Garden of Thirt37'-thousand 
{Tis Hazdii), winch was a legacy from Jahanara. 

[463] Return of the Emperor from Sakhkharlana to 
Bahadurgarh and some other events 

On Wednesday, the 10th June, 1702/25th Muharram, 
the imperial arm 3 ’- set out towards Bahadurgarh One can 
imagine how vQvy long a time the army took to cross, in the 
midst of this heav 3 ’' and incessant ram, the pass {kotaJ) which 
it had traversed in many days even in dry weather Of the 
baggage-animals, - the camels refused to set foot on 

this path, the elephants began to cany the loads of the 
camp iu a dazed condition, but through the inclemency of 
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the weather sank into the mnd like donkeys • • * * What 
iras (to be) undergone was undergone Porters earned on 
their heads the property and baggage of all the men (of the 
army) *« * o reposing in the paradise 

of comfort, someliow or other amved at tlie foot of the Jiotal 
which was the first halting place Owing to the non amval 
of the stores {kaTkhanazat)^ the impenal army had to delaj 
The Emperor ordered the things to be entrusted to the com 
mandant of Sakhkharlana After seven days the forward 
march was resumed The nullah m the way permitted the 
imperial cortege to pass, and then opened its mouth to devour 
the people For some tune a halt had to be made here 
^Vhosoever was drowned was drowned, and he whom fate 
saied was saved As the march for the next stage \ras re 
newred the same nullah was encountered It was a strange 
fraud of the deceitful (nullah) that it first cunningly allowed 
the passage of the advance tents of the Emperor and other 
owners of advance tents, and afterwards ran like a rash 
horse, making all people utterly helpless The owners of 
elephants with much persuasion and coaxing rescued from 
the nullah their usur^ property Others could only cry 
Alas I and strike their foreheads At last at a distance of 
one kes the Emperor took the left side road to Malkapur 
In this stage a nullah obstructed the path without heeding 
the lamentatiOTis of the people • • • In this evil time grain 
sold at a rupee a seer fodder and firewood appeared onl 3 
by mistake. The helpless people died from the hea\’y nun 
Having trodden their propertj' underfoot, the men passed 
their time m peace of mind [4663 and wondered at the 
hardness of their lives 

One day Muzaffar, a mansabdar of the Emperor s own 
retinue, intemewed His Majestv during his loumej After 
alightmg at the mansion the Emperor adm-essed Hamid 
uddm Khan Bahadur, saying Dilaram was a slave girl 
{parastar) of long service , after bringing up (her) daughter 
she had married her to Muzaffar who to-day came under m 3 
notice during the joumev as a whitebearded man Haie the 
couplet 

Fix 3 Tinr heart on the Heart s Hehght (Dilaram) that 
you have, ,, 

Withdraw vour eyes from the rest of the world

Five hundied iiipees weie piesented to him An order w^as 
issued to the clerks of Delhi to give a iankhiua (assignment) 
on the revenue of the jnovince for one 3 "ear’s salai 3 ?’ to the 
man Aftei two 3 eais when he leturiied to the Emperor be- 
got his full and standaid {kawal) salar 3 ^ and an increment of 
50 zat. ' 

[466] On Saturday, the 4th Jnl 3 R 1702/ 19th Safar, the 
Empeior ciossed the nuUah on an elephant and pitched liis 
tent at a distance of one kos from it. He got a place to sit 
down in the hujja (small room or lecess) of the ‘adalaf The 
Prince and othei grandees had not even the ]iower to stand 
in then tents His Majest 3 ', jiatient as a mountain, spacious 
as the ocean, used freqiienth’- to sa 3 g “A little cloud is 
sliowenng rain, a little wind is blowing Wlw then have the 
people been seized with despair^’’ He encouraged them 
b 3 ’- lepeating the (Quranic) verses, “O yo. who believe > seek 
help with the patients and wnth pra 3 "er, for God is wnth the 
liatient But 3 ’e understand not With a little fear and 
hunger, and loss of w'ealth and lives and fruits, will w^e 
surel 3 '' prove 3 ’'ou > but bear good tidings to the patient, w’^ho 
wdien a misfortune happens to them sa 3 ', ‘Verity, we are 
God’s and to Flim shall we leturn” ' 

Ah ’ After a few' daA^s of darkness, the sun broke forth 
again and cheered the people 

On Sunda 3 ^, the 26th July, 1702 /12th Rabi A , w’^hen 
the labouring ann 3 >^ after traversing fourteen kos [467] in 
one month and 17 da 3 ^s, reached the foot of fort Nabishah- 
durg {Panhdld), the sun again shone in the former manner 
The men in need of food began to stir, and appetite and 
avarice again prevailed The chill passed aw^a}^ from the 
mind Porters ran on all sides A load descended from 
the heads and necks of the people ' ^ 

The men lagging behind, in a condition which may no 
man ever see ! came up limping On AVednesda 3 J', the 29tli 
July /15th Rabi A , the imperial camp reached Vadgaon f

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After n stay of one month and eight days, it set ont for 
Bnhadurgarh On Sunday, the 6th September/Q4th Rabi 
S , althoug’h the run did not cpase and netrs carne of the 
flood in the Knshni nver, these difficulties could not deflect 
the Bmperor from his purpose Covering nine koi in sixteen 
days of march and halt the irhole army reached the nver 
bank The nver u as violent and ivav^ The army began to 
cross in boats [468] In Oils state of hardslnp hair the army 
crossed over in ten days The Emperor embarked to crass 
to the other bank The imperial camp staved for twenty 
days more on the opposite bank, till the whole irmj had 
crossed in safety • * • 

Hence he marched bj stages to As adnagar, where he 
halted a few days, and then encamped at Bahadurgarh In

the means of a high grandee and guns above the allowance 
of a general, and abundant peslikash of every kind Among 
them a short sword was accepted by the Emperor and named 
the Young Ghazi Much of the artillery was confiscated 
to the State The Emperor issued an order that the anttrs 
should not keep more guns than those aUon ed It is ^per to 
give here a copy of the sentences written by the Enyieror 
himself, according to which a By order letter [469t was 
written to Bidar Bakht, ‘ The makalla which Khan 
Finiz Jang a 7 hazan showed in his qnarters, contained 
guns, gajnal shittarnal gbontal and all (other) things, as 
many as he ought to mamtain accordmg to his mansab, nay 
more than what ought to be kept by a general in addition 
to what had been placed under him by the Government 
Why do you, who are getting double his salary waste your 
money and spend it without any use (in return for it) ? The 
doing of what IS reqmred of us as a duty, is in itself an 
evidence of perfection Verse —Only a httle of hfe is 
left and yet the master of the house is senseless with 
pndel’ * * *

After having done the recording of certain events of 
this vear, I shall now narrate the conquest of Kondana and 
other events The Emperor ordered his soldiers to mount 
the hill under the co m mand of Tarbiyat Khan, Mir Atish 
and fire on the besieged The Khan monnted (big) guns 
on a hillock opposite the tower of this tall fort, and for some 
time engaged lu burning the enemy and demolishing their 
towers and battlements so that the beastly enem> were 
dnv'en out of their grazing grooud On Thursday the 
8th April, 170S/2nd 2il H , this and other forts capitn 
lated It was renamed Bakhshenda Bakksh Truly it is 
so strong a fort that no amount of exertion but only the 
Giver’s gift could have led to its conquest As the rainy 
season was impending and the difficulty of the road extreme, 
[476J in view of the fact that the Emperor’s aim wan 
restricted to the conquest of fort Rajgarh it was deeded to 
pass the rainy season at Muhiabad Puna and afterwards 
pursue the object On Saturday, tbe 24th April 1703/18th 
Zil H the return march to that place was ordered and it 
was reached on Saturday, the 1st May /25th ZiJ H 

I shall narrate an inadent of this penod which shows 
the Emperor s regard for his servants recognition of merit, 
and attention to the rules governing men and perfect 
justice 

At the time of the imperial camp ahghting at Puna bj 
chance the quarters of the Amir ul umara were located on a 
low land and those of ‘InayetuUah Khan, nazim of Khalsa 
and tan on a higher tract After some time when the Khan 
had enclosed the land adjoining the quarters of lus harem, 
Vasant, eunuch of the Amir ^ umara, sent a man to sa> 
'^Get out of this place the nawwab s tent will be pitched 
here ’ The Khan sent reply Very well , please wait till I 
have found some other spot in this misl, in which I have to 
take (my) quarters ’ The eunuch gave a rude answer 
The K^an removed his tent to another place in the same 
neighlxmrhood, and the Amir ul umara’s tent viras set up 
there Erom the news sheet of Ikh laskesh, news writer of 
the kachan [476] of the diwun, this matter came ^ 
Emperor s knowledge He immediately ordered Haimd^ 
dm Khan Bahadur to go and tdl the Amir ul umara, It 
was not done well You should go to your former pla^ or 
some other spot The man who had set up his tent before, 
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should remain in_his own place” The Khan conveyed 
the order The Amir-ul-umara delayed in consenting to 
it The Ivhan Bahadur leaving him there went m a 
friendly manner to ‘Inayetullah Elhan’s house and narrated 
the occurrence, saying ”It is better that you should go to 
Amir-ul-umara and say that jmu have got another place 
and that 3 mu don’t wish him to change his quarters.” 
‘Inayetullah Khan said “You went to the Amir-ul-umara 
by command How can I go to him without order The 
Khan Bahadur on coming to the ^mperor reported the 
whole affair Next day when the Amir-ul-umara came to 
His Majesty at the time of holding Coi^, the Emperor 
ordered Ihtamam ETan Qul to take the Amir-ul-umara to 
‘Inayetullah Khan and make him beg pardon for what had 
occurred Asad Khan had not so many hves that he could 
disobey the order now He submitted and carried out the 
order Amir Ekan sent me to convey this message to 
‘Ina37-etullah Elhau “Such an order has been issued But 
it IS advisable that you should qmckly petition the Emperor 
to jDOstpone the visit of the Amir-ul-umara ” My going at 
mid-day and the visit of the Anur-ul-umara to the Elhan’s 
house happened at the same time My message remamed 
undehvered By chance ‘Ina 3 'etullah Khan was at his bath 
The Amir-ul-umara came and sat down in the diwan- 
khanah in which the carpet had not been yet spread The 
Khan quickty came out, the Amir-ul-umara took his hand, 
lose, and riding brought him to his o^vn house [477] He 
presented one than of cloth by way of welcoming to the 
Khan and never to the end of the period of their being 
together did he m an 3 '- wslj express complaint or displeasure 
(against the Elhan) but increased his favours and attempts to 
please Such men have lived under the sk^?- and passed the 
stages of their lives in this excellent manner * 

After a sta37- of six months and eighteen days, mspite 
of faimne on account of drought, death of the poor, 
lamentation of the weak, the disappearance of wheat, -vetch 
and rice, the filling of Shahganj (royal market) to the brim 
with the groans of the stricken beggars, the ]Bmperor’s 
resolution would not turn back, let the celestial firmament 
turn back if it will ' So, on Wednesday, the 10th November, 
1703 /12th Rajab, the arm 3 r marched out for the conquest 
of Rajgarh Four kos from this fort- is a kotal reaching

formants on the frontier of Persia that Pnnee Muhammad 
Akbar, who had fled into the wilderness of disappointment 
and whose affairs have been described m previous years 
[484] had died The Emperor consoled lumself by reading 
the verse of tarp a and said “The great disturber of 
Hindustan has subsided ' He sent the news to jZinat 
un nisa Begam and presented a mourning turban-end to 
Akbar s son Boland Akhtar Condolatory turban-ends 
were sent to his eldest son Neknsivar m the fort of Agra, 
to Razivyat im nisaf Begam, wife of Raf i ul qadr and 
ZaJayvat un nisa Begam, wife of Kbujistah Akhtar the 
daughters of the deceased 

I shall now turn to the narration of the history of the 
remaimug portion of the siege of Rajgarh 

On Sunday the 6th February 1704/llth Shawwal 
our heroes mounted the tower and penetrated inside the 
wall driving the enem 3 , who had come up to oppose them 
back to coimnement m the fort They firmly established

Hamidnddin Khan Bahadur, who' a few days before had 
received the increment of 500 cat (300 tr ), making him a 
3-^-/iacaji {2-hacai tr ) was now rewarded for his heroism 
with the pel mission to beat the nanhat Tarby^'at Khan 
was rewarded for the conquest of the foi t with an increment 
of 500 zai (200 tr ) which made him a Zl~hazau (1,800 tr ) 
[486] The Bakhshi-ul-mnlk, who had 5*6611 piomoted to be 
a 2>\-hazaii (1500 tr.) was presented with a costly jewelled 
saipech The fort was lenamed Nabishahgarh 

Captnie of Torna fort Torna was situated four kos 
from Rajgarh On Wednesda 3 q the 23rd February'-, 
1704/28tli Shawwal, the imperial tent was pitched in its 
neighbourhood, and the heroes, as usual, ’ were sent to 
attempt the capture of the fort ‘ ’ In spite of the strength 
of the fort, Tarbiyat Khan engaged himself in running 
trenches on the side of its gate Muhammad Amin Khan 
Bahadur closed the path of egress to the garrison on the 
other side Other guards enclosed it around ' ^ ' [487] 

Amauullah Khan, grandson of Alahwardi Khan J‘afar, 
who was famous for his reckless valour in this famil37- of 
brave men, in the night of Frida 3 r, the 10th March, 
1704/15tlr Zil Q , when the 89th lunar year of the 
Emperor’s life began, inspired some Mavle infanti^?-, from 
his own side, so that first one of them in disregard of life 
went up to the sang chin of the fort and fastened a rope ladder

Khan by an increment of 600 zat (200 do aspa tr ) became a 
l-J hazart (700 tr ) Others were properly rewarded As 
through the blessedness of the aims of the Emperor, the 
people escaped the hardships and dangers of passing the 
rainy season in this fatal region, the Emperor set out on 
the return march towards the old domimons for making 
chhauni in the neighbourhood of Junnor £4891 On 
Wednesda}, the 16th March, 17O4/20th 2il Q , Mir ^an, 
close to the Emperor s person got his father’s hereditary 
title of Amir Man The Emperor said, ‘When your 
father Mir I^an became Amir Khan he presented to the 
Emperor Shah Jahan one lakh of rupees in return for the 
granting of alif (to his name) What will you present?” 
He replied ‘ May a thousand thousand lives be sacnficed to 
Your Majestv 1 My life and property are all propitiatory 
alms {iasaddttq) for the sake of Your Majesty I Next day 
he presented to the Emperor, a Quran in the handwriting 
of Yaqut The Emperor remarked, “You have made a 
present which exceeds the world and its contents in price, 
and gave him an elephant On Tuesda} the 9th May 
1704/16th Muharram Bakhshi ul mnlk Ruhnllah Khan 
died m the fulness of his youth aud prosperity Mourmng 
robes were sent to the houses of his sons Khalil nllah Khan 
and Itiqad Khan (who afterwards got the title of Ruhnllah 
Khan) They came to bow to the Emperor who consoled 
them The daughter of the deceased came to Court, she 
was consoled with the present of jewels worth 6 000 rupees 
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Mirza Sadruddin Miihammad Khan became second Bakhshi, 
vice the deceased Mir Khanahzad Khan was ordered to act 
as his deputy pendmg his arrival from the base. Khuda- 
banda Khan became Khan-i-saman vice the deceased On 
Monday the 17th April, 1704 /23rd Zil H , the Emperor

IMARCH FOR THE CONQUEST OF WAGiN-GERA 

I have already narrated some of the incidents of the 
capture of Nasratabad Sagar from Pam Naik, his coming 
to the imperial Court at Haidarabad through the mediation 
of Khanahzad Khan, son of Ruhullah Khan, and his flight 
to hell shortly afterwards [491] Afterwards when 
Ruhullah Elhan, son of Khahlullah Khan, was ordered in 
the 32nd year of the reign (to go) from Fathabad Koragaon 
to conquer Raichur, Pidia, brother’s son and adopted son 
of 'Pam Naik, who, in the 28th [corr 27th] year at the 
time of the Emperor’s dismoimting at Ahmadnagar, had 
come’ to Court and received a mans ah, was taken by the 
Khan with himself, as hkely to render help in the work 
This trickster informed the Khan, after the conquest of 
Raichur that if he could get permission he would hke to go 
to Wagmgera for a week, replenish his materials and eqmp- 
ment, and come back This place was a village vnthin the 
jurisdiction of Sagar Its habitations are situated on a 
hill After Sagar had been vuested from Pam Naik, 
it developed into the home and refuge of the infidel (rebels) 
The Khan being deceived gave the permission The vuetch 
after reaching his shelter violated his promise, took up an 
attitude of opposition, and tried to stiengthen this place, 
i e., to make a qamarglia with twelve or thirteen thousand 
musketeers " ' "" 

When the Khan emplo 3 ’-ed force against him, he kept 
himself safe partly by force and partty by money The 
Khan was summoned to Court , and he outwardlj^ conducted 
himself as a tenant, continued to pay revenue, but graduall}’- 
gathered together wealth, built a wall on one side of the 
hill, and assembled [492] fighting footmen, and thus 
constituted Wagin-gera Bj?- increasing the buildings of the 
town and the cultivation m its neighbourhood, he acquired 
power and authorit 3 q and became the leading partner of the 
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Maratlias jn raising dishirbances and rebeUion and dxs 
possessed Jagia the legitimate son of Pam Naik, the heir 
to the estate The latter betook himself to the Court and 
took service there After learning of Pidia’s robberies on 
all sides and his devastation (of the property) of high and 
loTv , the Emperor sent 'Azam Shah to extirpate him Then 
he interviewed the Prmce and saved himself from destruction 
by paying seven lakhs of rupees (as tribute) And dunng 
the governorship (lit , domination) of Ghaziuddin Khan 
Bahadur Firuz Jang, he followed the same policy and by 
paying in all a tnbute of nme lakhs of rupees saved himself 
When the Emperor s attention was absorbed m con 
quenng the coimtry of Bijapur, this short sighted man agam 
provoked his own rmn Till at last the Emperor being 
free from the conquest of those great forts and the opening of 
so many difficult passes leading to Jnnnar the time of 
retribution on the infidel arrived Ci Sunday, the 22nd 
October, 1704/4th Rajab the Emperor set out towards it

from the top of the hill caused tumultuous slaughter resets 
followed each other i-chementlv One monung Chin Qalich 
Khan Bahadur Muhammad Amin Khan [409] Bahadur 
Tarbijat Khan Bahadur, ‘Am Khan Ruhila and Ikhlas 
Khan Miana, on the look out for opportmuties, seized a 
hillock named Lai Tikn, the capture of which would greatlj 
weaken the enemj The enemy leammg of it, came m a 
large body and so stoned the occupants of the hillock that 
they could not stand The heroes waited for an opportunity 
to encircle the infantrj But the work did not prosper and 
they turned back Although Kam Bakhsh and the Amir 
ul umara were sent, the efforts of the warriors did not 
succeed The Emperor after the retreat ordered them to 
gii e up the endeavour from that side and try to promote the 
work from other sides 

That day, when Chin Qalich Khan Bahadur and Mnham 
mad Amin Khan Bahadur were nding out with a par^ to 
select the places for the trenches by chance a cannon ball fell 
upon them Two legs of tbe horse of one and a foreleg of the 
horse of the other were blown awray but the two generals got 
down in safety The Emperor on hearing of it sent with his 
personal (servant) Amir Khan two Arab horses with gold

Hedaxethesh reported the imltcr to the Cmpcror, who 
in «;pite of his prudence experience, the indications of the 
approachinp end of the sie^^e, and knowledge of the worth of 
that worthless fellow said that the prajers would be 
granted The Pnnee ivas ortlcrcd to be tlie mediator for 
these affairs The rebel chief sent to the Court his brother 
Som Singh who desired the zamindan, the name of Pidia 
and a inausab for him , he got rewards and a luaiisab on 
coming Aluhatasham Khan, son of Shaikh ifir, a debtor 
of the Kashmir! wlio was Imng without a fiiansab and 
making no exertions (in the siege) and had been through 
the deception of that unclean creature appointed as qiladar 
'\‘as taken inside the fort with some men after being given a 
mansah [602] Som Singh spread the tale that Pi£a had 
turned mad and fled from the fort The Kashmin brought 
a message from his mother that the wretch had fled with the

The fire of the trenches was stopped The generals were 
summoned to Court As the deceiver had imagined that 
according to lus fraud and promises the Emperor would 
march axvay and his jugglery and hypocrisy xvould succeed 
but the ofiair did not result os he had expected — ^he dday^ 
in exacuating the fort and odmittmg the imperialists, and 
opened the door of disturbance with the desire of fighting 
He knew not what enormous matenals for ensunug the 
success of the work the Emperor had kept in view during 
the negotiations for peace and what moss of xvater had been 
poured [bv lum on the tree of] his object during the few 
days that the fire of slaughter wras extinguished ! 

To put it shortly in this interval of delay Bahhshi ul- 
mulk Zulfiqar Khan Bahadur Nasrat Jang who had been 
ordered to come to Court from Borhanpur with treasure 
quickly arrived with Rao Dalpmt Ram Singh and a strong 
force , Daud Khan who was acting at Jmji as nmb of Nasrat 
Jang arrived speedily xnth Bahadur Khan and a large party 
Yusuf Khan, qiladar of Qamamagar and Kamyab Khan 
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[503] qiladar of Gulbarga and other faujdars and qiladars 
with excellent corps arrived The Emperor ordered Nasrat 
Jang to capture the fort and punish the enemy The day 
following the interview, the Khan went to view the fort on 
the side of the hillock of Sultan Husain and Baqr Khan 
The enemy finng muskets from their perches in the petta, 
advanced to fight, and were beaten, man 3 ^ being slam, and 
the rest fleeing to their holes, and firniE’- holding the wall 
of the petta. In this da 3 ^’s fight many of the followers of 
Rao Dalpat, after fighting valiantly, were slam or wounded 
Jamshid Khan Bijapuri was killed by a cannon-ball Nasrat 
Jang firmty planted himself a short distance from that wall 
B 3 ^ order Hamiduddm Khan Bahadur, Tarbiyat Khan 
Bahadur and others joined Nasrat Jang Chin Oabch Khan 
sat donm between the trenches and Eal Tikri to pumsh the 
enem 3 ’' After a few days he was ordered to patrol round 
the fort with Muhammad Amm Khan and other Mughals, 
and Bakhshi-ul-mulk Mirza Sadruddm Muhammad Khan 
Safavi, to keep his place hot for him Meantime Nasrat Jang 
had captured some wells situated on the slart of the hill 
whence the enem 3 '- used to draw water, and by setting up 
palisades {katgaia) and making head-covers (? ‘‘tortoises” 
or wide shields), had come close to the wall Till at last on 
Friday, the 27th April, 1705/14:th Muharram [504] relying 
on God and the Emperor, he appointed for the assault Daud 
Khan with his brothers from one side, and Hamiduddm 
Khan Bahadur, Tarbiyat Khan Bahadur and other heroes 
from another , while he himself stood on horseback to support 
them The heroes, eager for honour, ran on foot from both 
sides, the enemy who fought while fleeing could not resist 
the onset Vacating the pettali they fled to the fort The 
victors, traversing the ups and downs for one hos on foot, 
slaying and breaking the enemy, firmly established them- 
selves. When the accursed Berads and Marathas saw these 
victories, the Berad chief knew that he had no refuge save 
m flight, and statiomng a body of musketeeis to check the 
imperialists durmg the day, fled out of the other side of the 
hill with the Marathas, the companions of his days of' 
adversity Towards evening the party of musketeers set 
fire to the houses and property (man) and fled The 
conflagration and the disappearance of the unfortunates 
revealed the real circumstance Daud ' Khan, Mansur 
Khan, and others ran towards the chief’s house, and found 
It empty Before his flight he had confined Muhtasham 
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Khan in^his house After the conquest of the fort the 
door [505] was opened to the Khan This great victory 
fell to the Jot of Nasrat Jang through the grace and good 
fortune of the Emperor

Tuznk, who was that day wounded in the arm with a 
mnsket ball, received 100 mohars Next day Amir Khan 
^ose to the Emperor s person) Bakhshi lu mulk Mirxa 
Sadruddin Muhammad Khan (Safavi) and Inayetullah 
Khan the chief of numsters each received a promotion of 
500 Khwaja 'Ambar got the title of Khidmatgar Khan 
Khwaja BaLhtawar the title of Khan and [506] each 
of them got an increment of a 100 eat (6 tr ) 
Qazi Akram Khan became, by an increment of 100 a hazan 
Chin Qalich Khan Bahadur and Muhammad Amin Khan 
Bahadur who had gone to patrol m the neighbourhood, 
done excellent work, and worked hard in the pursuit of the 
enemy were summoned to Court after the enemy’s escape 
The first by an increment of haear sat became a 5 hazart 
(same tr ) and received 1 Lror and 60 lakh daui as in* am 
an enamelled sword and an elephant The second received 
a sword and the increment of 600, which made him a 
4:-hazan (1,200 tr ) Sayyid Sarfaraz Khan was given back

As the chief object of conqueiing this country was to 
spiead Islamic practices in an infidels’ land and to improve 
the condition of all the slaves, Chin Qalich Khan was sent

During the sta}'" here, the tributes that had been 
collected leached the Emperor, the peasantr3^ returned to 
their homes and engaged in tillage , the rebels were 
chastised Under the supervision of Khwaja Mas'aud 
Mahalli, a strong fort and a beautiful mosque were built, 
the superintendent being rewarded with the title of Mas ‘and 
Khan At this time, [608] Bakhshenda-Bakhsh Kondana, 
having been recovered by the enemy through the cowardice 
of the qiladar and the tricks of the enemy, the Emperor 
sent Hamiduddin Khan Bahadur and Tarbiyat Khan 
Bahadur with a party of heroes, after favouring them with 
proper promotions and rewards and helping them with 
money, to hasten there 

ACCOUNT OF THE EMPEROR’S HARNESS 

Owing to the fickleness of fortune, every soundness of 
health is closely linked to some land of illness, and ever}?- 
happiness goes hand in hand with some misery At this time, 
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when the people had ac<juired a little repose, suddenly a 
strange disorder and bewildering distress took place, owing 
to the illness of the Emperor who was the life of the world 
and the cause of the repose of men • • * 

At first His Majesty, through his natural strength of 
mind and firmness of purpose, did not allow himself to be 
overcome by the disease, and so did not give up the tran 
saction of business, but somctiines like the sun m the 
eastern sky, he showed his face at the small door of the 
Court (of Justice) The prayers of men reached his 
knowledge through the medium of petitapns and letters, and 
he used to write suitable answers finnly with his own hand 
Thereafter, through the seventy of the illness and the 
mcrease of the pam, extreme depression seized him and at 
tunes he became unconsaons It seemed hkely, that through 
this terrible [509] occurrence, the kmgdom and the faith 
would break up The people preferred their own death to 
their lives but could not get it (death) Great agitation 
seized the camp Wild and heart sickening rumours began 
to spread Fools formed the unlucky ambibon of boldly 
practising oppression in this disorderly countiy where the 
enemy lav m ambush everywhere in search of opportunities 

For ten or twelve days this state continued till at last 
the life giver of the world breathed new lives into the bodies 
of the frightened people, and the removal of the Emperor’s 
illness gave peace and safety to the world The turbulent 
enemy and evil natured wrong-doers scattered the dust of 
despair on their heads Amir Elan used to narrate One 
day in extreme pain the Emperor muttered 

By the tune yon reach your 80th or 90th year 

You will have met with many afflictions from Time 
(or Fortune) 

And when from that point von reach the stage of 
a hundred years, 

Death will assume the shape of your life ’ 

The low moan reached my ears, I quickly said to him 
Peace be with Your Maiesty I Sha ikh Ganja has composed 
all these couplets merely as the preface to the following 
couplet — 

Then, it is better for yon to be cheerful, ^ 

For in cheerfulness you can remember God I ’ 
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The Emperor said ‘Recite again’ I recited it a 
number of times He ordered me to show it -^vritten I 
did so He read it for a time. The Giver of mercy to the 
helpless, the Remover of the pain of troubled hearts, 
bestowed strength on the Cause of the world’s comfort, and 
[510] next moniing the Emperor came to the Court of the 
oppressed The people got back their lives The Emperor 
said ‘Your couplet gave me perfect recovery and brought 
wonderful strength to mj?^ weak heait’ The methods 
which doctor Haziq Khan employed in the Emperor’s treat- 
ment were worth}^ of the ancient doctors Praised be God, 
and again praised be God ^ This luck}^ man was, in reward 
of his excellent senuces, weighed against gold and presented 
with a saipech. The Emperor after gaming relief fiom the 
use of China root {Simlax China) which had done great good 
to his constitution, sent awa})^, to guard his own subah, 
Chin Oalich Khan Bahadur, who in excess of agitation had 
quickty reached the camp On Tuesda}?' the 23rd October, 
1705 /16th Rajab, the Emperor set out for Bahadurgarh in 
a palki {takht) The rest of this month (Rajab) and the 
whole of the ne:jd (Shaban) were spent in the journey On 
the way, Qazi Akram Khan died He was unparallelled 
in legal knowledge and uprightness The Emperor in 
recognition of his merits used to speak of him under the 
name of ‘the late most learned man’

DEATH OF THE EMPEROR 

* * • * 

After accomplishing holy war by wresting the spaaous 
land of Deccan from the hands of hellish infidels and con 
quenng the forts of this region on Sunday, the 20th 
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January, 1706/16tli Sharvwal [620] lie ahglited at Alimad- 
nagar After one year of residence there, owing to the 
fickleness of fortune, he fell severely ill at the end of the 
month of Shaunval of the 51st regnal year (26th December, 
1706 — 23rd January, 1707) But " he recovered from the 
illness According to his usual custom, he came to the 
“Court of the oppressed” several times and engaged in the 
busmess of the State In the course of this time, Shah 
‘Alijah was sent to remedy the disorders of the subah of 
Malwa, and Kam Bakhsh started for Bijapur as Subahdar 
After a space of four or five days, a severe fever attacked 
His Majesty, and for three days, although the severity of it 
continued, he by exerting his natural strength of purpose 
and loftiness ol spirit came to the Court addlatgdli) at every 
one of the five hours of pra37-er, for the purpose of offering 
his prayers with the congregation, reciting God’s name and 
performing (other) rehgious duties, and he did not neglect 
a smgle item (of worship) In these days he frequently 
recited tins couplet : 

“In a twinkle, in a minute, in a breath, 

The condition of the world changes ’ ’ 


[521] In the afternoon of Thursday, the Emperor was 
shown a petition of Hamiduddin Khan Bahadur proposing 
the giving away of an elephant as tasadduq, and begging 
that 4,000 rupees, the price of the elephant, might be 
entrusted to the Qazi-ul-qazat Mulla Haidar for distribution 
among the poor The Emperor wrote the letter sad 
{^0011 ect^) on it On the top (of the sheet), while he was in 
a condition which was almost that of the parting of life, he 
vuote “Conve}^- this worthless person {kliaksdi) to the first 
stage” On the morning of Friday, the 20th Februar 3 L 
1707 /28th Zil Q 1118, the Emperor came out and went 
to his bed-room {khdbgdh) to perform his morning prai’er, 
and engaged in reciting God’s names, and in spite of his 
being overcome b}?’ unconsciousness and difficulty of breath- 
ing, his fingers moved in counting the beads of the rosarj^ and 
(his tongue) in repeating the phrase “There is no deity save 
God” When nearl 3 ^ one quarter of the da 3 ^ was over, in 
accordance with his own wish, — he used to sa 3 ^ that it is a 
great boon to die on a Frida 3 ’', — ^he passed awa 3 ^. 

The Qazi, scholars, and pious men engaged in furnish- 
ing and shrouding his corpse for burial, in the terms of his

pn\ate chamber he nc\cr reposed on a cushion (luasnad) 
He used to pa\ the canonical zakat (contribution to the poor 
of per cent c^’cn >car) on the income that he had drawn 
ind spent for his own food and clothing before his accession 
in wa^s which were free from scruple or doubt and what 
c\cr during Ins kingship he bad added to the former bj 
setting apart certain callages of Delhi and two or three salt 
producing iiiahals for his pn\w purse, calculating the zakat 
on the income of his ro\al sons also, he used to send the 
amounts to the need} The blessed month of Ramzan [5261 
he spent in fasting (in the do^ lime) and to the end 
of that month he used to remain busj up to midnight m per 
forming the Sunnan pra\er and the tarawah* and in chanting 
the entire Quran m full congregation along with crowds of 
pions and learned men On tlie 10th day of the month of 
Muharram ('Ashurah)^ he resided m the mosque in cyn 
tinual prayer The performance of the ceremonies pres 
cnbed for the pilgrimage to Mecca — which wus an obhgation 
of the faith and the goal of his heart’s desire — had outwardly 


Twenty or more genoflexjotu mode o/ter the Ifl*t pmrw of R e mifln 
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to be po‘=;tponed b\* him owing to certain obstiuctions and 
difticulties , but in ordei to atone for it, he conferied so 
man3'' favouis (inonc}') on the pilgiiins going to the two Holy 
Cities that it was equivalent to the Gieat Hajj itself And 
dining Ins leign lie used to send large amounts of money, 
for some I'cais annually, at otheis once in two or three 3’'ears, 
to the pious men living in rctieat m those Hoty Cities, and 
a large numbei of men in those hoh’ places were pernianentl3?' 
emplo3'cd bi’^ him on dail3' stipends to act as his deputies in 
walking lound the Ka'ba, bowing (to the Prophet’s tomb), 
reading the two copies of the Qinan written W this pious 
Emperor with his own hand and presented to Aiediua, count- 
ing the beads, repeating the Islamic credo and perfoiming 
other acts of woiship 

The characteristic qualities of scholars and the morals 
of pel feet men, as the3’’ ought to be, w^eie tinl3r found in this 
Einpeior of angelic chaiacter His Majest37 fiom the dawm- 
ing of his undeistanding, being full3?’ aw^are of the [canoni- 
cal] duties and piohibitions, out of the perfect continence 
of his passions, never partook of any thing except the cano- 
nicall3’' sanctioned pleasures 

All the agents of pleasure and entertainment, such as 
sweet-voiced singeis or charming pla3^ers on musical instru- 
ments, weie gathered in laige numbers round his throne, 
and in the first few 3’'ears of his leign he occasional^ listened 
to their music and had a perfect expeit’s knowledge of this 
art , 3>’et out of exti erne abstinence he [later on] totally gave 
up listening to music [527] 

Those of the court chanters, singers and musicians 
w^ho repented of their sinful art, he made happy b3^ the grant 
of daiE’ stipends and land as “aid to living’’ Mirza Mukar- 
ram Khan Safavi, wdio w^as an expert in the musical art, 
once said to His Majesty “What is Your Majesty’s view of 
music?’’ The Emperor answered (in Arabic) “It is 
muhali,^ neither good nor bad” The Khan asked, “Then 
what kind of it is in your opimon most w'-orthy to be heard 
The Emperor replied, “I cannot listen to music without 
flutes, {he-mazdmn) especialty palzhdwaj, but that is un- 
animously prohibited {hardm ) , so I have left ofi hearing 
singing too”

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He never wore garments declared impure by the Canon 
[such as robes of unmrxed silk yam], and not at all used 
\essels of gold or silver In his company, no improper 
word such as of slander or obscenity or falsehood was 
spoken His courtiers were instructed that when speaking 
or reading they should substitute some elegant word for 
ever} word that had anv suspiaon of being objecbonable 
Out of his lo^'e for doing justice everyday, with open fore 
head and tender heart he used to stand up two or three 
tunes and grant justice to plaintiffs who used to dnd access 
^ crowds without anj obstruction to his court of justice and 
owing to the e'vcessive kindness of His Majestj, used to 
state their plamts without the least fear or despair and 
if in pleading their suits they used any bombast (h5rperbole 
in praise or censure) or exaggeration (or straining an> point) 
of language or wrong pronunaation (or wrong expression) 
he did not at all get angry, and no lowering of anybody s 
dignity was ever seen on His Majesty s part Many 
tunes his courtiers urged him to prevent (the plaintiffs) from 
displaying too much boldness (of speech) Bnt be used to 
reply ‘ From hearmg [628') such words and the occurrence 
of such cases, the (sovereign s) character acquires an angelic 
patience * Never did he do any act which was without bene 
fit to the populace The tnbe of harlots was expelled from 
Delhi and the same order was published m all the provinces 
and all sides of the imperial domimons 

The work of the Censor of Morals was earned out to 
the full among the general pubbe both high and low In 
adnunistenng such a vast empire he never had recourse to 
any pimishment except the hadiid and sivdsat authorized by 
the Islamic Holy Haw {Shara ) and never issued an order 
for the kill ing of a man through the force of anger or the 
\ehemence of passion and none else had the power to do 
such deeds By reason of his recognition of the dignity of 
others and his appreaation of ment he used to honour 
Sayyids, Shaikhs and learned scholars {ulama) Through 
the auspices of this hear^ endeavour the Hanafi creed (i e 
the Orthodox Sunni faith) has gmned such strength and 
currency in the great cohntry of Hindustan as was never 
seen in the tunes of any of the preceding sovereigns By one 
stroke of the pen the Hindu clerks (writers) were dismissed 
from the public employment Harge ntunb^ of the places 
of worship of the infidels and great temples of these wicked 
people have been thrown down and desolated Men who can 
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male a correct extract (of the Quranic precept applicable to 
the particular case),- — (therefore) the heart or this Emperor, 
the asylum of the Faith, was set on this that a syndicate of 
celebrated theologians and i%ell known scholars of Hindu 
Stan should go through the long authontati\e books on juris 
prudence, which had been collected in the unpenal library, 
extract the ruhngs of muftis, and compile one comprehen 
sive book out of them all, so that all may find out the autho- 
ntative rulings (on their cases) with ease This great work 
ivas entrusted to a board presided over by that highest of 
scholars Shaikh Nizam (of BhagaJpur in Bihar) and all the 
scholars engaged in the work were given good pay and sub 
sistence About two lakhs of rupees were spent in preparing 
this book which was entitled the Fatawa t 'Alamgin, and 
which rendered the world independent of all other books on 
junspmdence 

Among His Majesty’s mon^ favours to the public was 
the abohtion of the taxes on gram and other food stuffs, the 
charge for road patrols (raJiddn), the excise duty on cloth 
and other articles subject to the sdtr (octroi), espeaally the 
duty on tobacco, which last article yielded a vast revenue 
and the excise-officers used to practise astonishing outrages 
on the modesty of women* in searching their persons under 
the suspiaon of its bemg smuggled 

Another of his graaoos concessions was the remission 
throughout his dommions (of certam cesses)f on the Mus 
lims in particular and the aforesaid items on the people in 
general the total annual yield of which taken together ex 
ceeded thirty lakhs of rupees He also abolished the rule bf 
reahsmg from his mansabdars the unspent Government ad 
Vances to their grandfathers and other kinsmen, which under 
the standing practice of the finance department used before 
ius time to be recovered by gradual deduction from the pay of 
their mansabs, and credited to the Exchequer and which 
every year brought m a large total [631] His Majesty also 
forbade the practice of escheatmg to the State the properly 
of the dead nobles who had left behind them no debt due to 
Government, but he let their heirs succeed to their legacj^, — • 
whereas in former reigns the imperial collectors used strictly 
to confiscate such property and this role proved a source of 
suffering to the surviving relatives The Emperor also sent

The military’’ activities that His Majesty had performed 
both before his accession to the tin one and after it, have 
been embodied in the course of the occurrences described in 
this auspicious histoi37-. Here I shall wiite oiiL a little 
about the wonderful firmness of His Majest}', uhich was 
wutnessed when the impenal arm 3 ' (of Shah Jahan) imaded 
Balkli, and ‘Abdul ‘Aziz Khan opposed linn in battle A 
hostile force, more numerous than ants and locusts, com- 
pletely encircled the imperial army and engaged in fighting , 
ill the ver 3 ’‘ the engagement, the time of the zuhai 

pra 3 ^er arrived , His Majest 3 '^ disregarding the dissuasions of 
Ins officers, alighted from Ins mount, adorned the ranks of 
pia 3 mr in congregation, and perfonned the immazes, obli- 
gatory, siinnat and nafl, wuth firmness and perfect 
composure of mind ‘Abdul ‘Aziz Khan, as soon as he 
heard of this act of bravei^g wns overjioweied bi’’ the force 
of the verse “Help is from God”, and gave up the fight, 
sa 3 nng, “To quarrel wuth such a man is to rum one’s self”. 

Among the adimrable pursuits of His Majest\% which 
adomed him wutli divineh" bestow'ed conditions {hdldt-i~ 
waJiahiya, ecstas 3 ?’'‘) wns Ins diligent studi' of leligious 
books, such as the Commentaries on the Ouraii, the Tradi- 
tions gf the Prophet, and works on jurisprudence, [7321 the 
writings of Imam Muhammad Ghazali * selections from the 
books of Shaikh Sliarf Yahia of Maner, Shaikli Zam-ud-din, 
Outb Muhi Shiiazi, and other books of the same class, which 
he perused constantLx 

Another of his brilliant characteristics was the memo- 
rising of the Word of God although fiom tlic beginnimr 
Ins foitunate life he had committed to memorx' cert'un of 
the chapters (suia) of the Quran as the result of hi*-' follov',- 
ing the guidance of chanters, X'cl the Quran wa*; compk<,t.K 
memorised bx" him onh’ after Ins acces-^ion to tin throne, 
with great exertion and angelic persistence The date of 
his commencing this w’ork of memorising '' ill be Aj’wI 
the numerical \alne of the letters ni the bk<‘:ed -tatcmc 
Sanqank — ^alcJrnsi ( = 3071 A H \ .md the n’ oct 
tion from the phi.'^e J'a-uh-t-inahtuz ( = 107^g

poetrj How then could he be expected to listen to 
aduhton \crses? But poems breathing moral advice (he

\CCOUNT OF Tlirs HOL\ EJITEROR S CHILDREN’ 

This perfect natured So\'creign brought up his sons in 
such a wa} that through his outward and inward exertions 
the\ became endowed with high accomplishments and 
orthodox learmng And came to jxissess an abundant share 
of \'irtue submissiveness to God, abstinence from un 
canomcal acts the saence and practice of kingship and 
generalship and skill in many useful arts 

Guided b}’’ the Emperor ther committed the Quran to 
meniorj and acquired some amount of polite learning (under 
twelve heads) gamed skill in writing different kinds of 
hand, and mastered the TurLj and Persian languages So, 
too, all the females of his harem (daughters) under his 
direction learnt the necessary mles and doctrines of 
rehgion and all engaged in the worship of Crod reading 
and transcribing the Quran, and the acquisition of Mitues 
and provision for the next world 
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The Lord had given His Majesty five sons and five 
daughters [534] Here I shall give a brief account of each 
of them, although the affairs of the Emperor’s sons and 
daughters have been narrated among the events of the life 
of this Emperor in the ' Alamgimdmali and this histor37’ 
of mine 

Sons — 1 Prince Muhammad Sultan, borne b}^ 
Nawab Bai, 4th Ramzan, 1049/19th December, 1639 He 
was noted for his noble manners and admirable qualities, 
memorised the Qwdn, could read and write Arabic, Persian 
and Turki sufficientty well In the wars of His Majesty, 
this Phnce performed brilliant exertions and gave proofs of 
his valour Died in the 20th year of His Majest37-’s reign 

2 Prince Muhammad Mu‘azzam Shah ‘Alam Baha- 
dur, bom on the last da37- of Rajab, 1053 /4th October, 1643, 
from the womb C>f the same queen as the above This epi- 
tome of the “Book of Night and Day’’, owing to his blessed 
character and the teaching of His Majesty, from the dawn 
of his reason, acquired noble traits of character and manL;" 
accomplishments When 3 mung he memorised the Qindn 
He has mastered the art of reading the Quran with the 
correct intonation, and he chants the verses with such a 
clear melodious voice, that [535] the listener’s ears are 
never satiated with hearing it Before reading the verses, 
one verse is [cor from ms ] the manzil ( phase, stage) with 
regard to this Chosen One of the Times He spent the 
time of his 3 ^outh mostly in acquiring learning and united 
theoretical knowledge to practice For his knowledge of 
the Prophet’s traditions, the trustworth 3 ^ men of the age 
call him “the foremost master of the Hadis^^ He has such 
a minute and accurate knowledge of canon law that he can 
extract the Quranic or Hadis rule applicable to any case 
(ver 3 ^ quickly) He speaks Arabic so correctly and elegantly 
that even the Arabs of Arabia praise it , and he has a perfect 
knowledge of the Turki and Persian tongues, m writing 
various kinds of hand he can serve as a master and guide to 
others He spends most nights in wakefulness, perfomiing 
the nafl, the daity tasks, the chanting of the Qindn, the 
reading of books on the Hadis, commentanes on the Qindn, 
Canon Law, and nght conduct {sahik) The morning
